ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Boston,  Dec.  31, 1877. 
His  Excellency  Alexander  H.  Rice, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief. 

Snt,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  report  of 
this  department  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1877,  together 
with  the  reports  of  the  Inspector-General,  Assistant-In- 
spec tors-General,  and  Judge-Advocate-General ;  also  the 
reports  of  commanding  officers  of  encampments. 

Organization. 

The  organization  of  %the  Militia  remains  the  same  as  that 
reported  last  year,  with  the  exception  of  an  increase  by  one 
company  of  infantry  authorized  by  the  Legislature  (chapter 
118,  Acts  1877),  upon  petition  of  Charles  F.  A.  Francis  and 
others.  This  company  is  composed  of  colored  men,  many  of 
whom  had  previously  served  in  the  Militia,  and  a  few  of 
them  were  in  the  volunteer  service  during  the  late  war. 

The  petition  for  this  company  was  numerously  signed  by 
leading  citizens,  and  was  granted  with  the  proviso  that  the 
company  should  be  mustered  in  when  "approved  for  effi- 
ciency and  character  by  the  Commander-in-Chief."  Great 
care  was  exercised  in  the  selection  of  recruits,  and  the  com- 
pany was  accepted  into  the  service  upon  the  muster  in  of  the 
minimum  number  established  by  law.  An  election  of  offi- 
cers was  ordered,  and  all  the  persons  elected  successfully 
passed  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  issue  of  arms,  equipments,  and  uniforms  to  the  com- 
pany was  completed  a  few  days  prior  to  the  reception  of  the 
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President  in  June  ;  but  so  diligently  had  the  members  attend- 
ed to  drill  and  manoeuvre,  that  they  compared  favorably  in 
appearance  on  that  occasion  with  older  companies.  When 
recruited  to  the  maximum  the  company  was  assigned  to  the 
First  Brigade. 

The  enactment  of  1876,  chapter  204,  which  limits  the 
number  of  companies  in  a  regiment  to  eight,  operates  unfa- 
vorably in  the  organization  of  the  Militia  :  it  prevented  an 
arrangement,  following  the  reduction  required  by  the  Act, 
which  would  have  been  more  economical  and  in  many  ways 
more  desirable  than  that  now  in  force.  Facts  relative  to  the 
Eighth  Regiment  illustrate  what  has  just  been  said.  All 
the  companies  of  this  regiment,  after  inspection,  were  found 
above  the  standard  necessary  for  retention  in  service ;  but, 
to  comply  with  the  law,  two  companies  were  taken  from 
it :  there  was  no  command  to  which,  considering  their  lo- 
cality and  uniform,  they  could  be  assigned,  and  with  which 
they  would  have  interests  in  common. 

A  battalion  of  two  companies  was  therefore  authorized  as 
the  best  thing  to  be  done  under  the  circumstances,  there- 
by entailing  an  expense  for  field,  staff,  and  non-commis- 
sioned staff  officers,  battalion  headquarters,  and  band,  which 
would  not  have  been  necessary  had  the  requirements  of  the 
law  been  different.  It  should  never  be  forgotten  that  the 
Militia  is  not  only  a  power  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  of  the 
State,  but  is  liable  for  duty  in  defence  of  the  country;  and 
whether  called  upon  for  operations  under  local  or  national 
authority,  it  should  be  organized  in  the  manner  which  is 
found  best  adapted  for  military  movements,  and  the  use  of 
improved  arms. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  recommend  the  re-enactment  of  so 
much  of  section  19,  chapter  320,  Acts  of  1874,  as  relates  to  the 
arrangement  of  the  volunteer  militia  into  brigades,  regiments, 
and  battalions,  "  conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  the  changes  which  from  time  to  time  may  be 
necessary." 

The  same  Act  (chap.  204,  1876),  reduced  the  maximum 
number  of  enlisted  men  in  each  company,  increasing  the  al- 
ready too  great  disparity  of  enlisted  men  as  compared  with 
the  number  of  commissioned  officers ;  the  ratio  now  being  as 
ten  to  one.     If  it  is  desired  to  keep  the  Militia  on  a  skeleton 
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footing,  the  present  number  of  men  will  answer ;  but  if  effi- 
ciency is  expected  in  the  ordinary  routine  of  duties  required 
by  law,  or  when  called  into  active  service,  more  men  are  a 
necessity.  The  experience  of  the  Militia  in  States  where 
the  riotous  demonstrations  of  last  summer  occurred,  fully 
proves  the  effect  of  organizations  weak  in  numbers  of  men : 
they  were  well-nigh  powerless.  Under  any  Militia  system 
the  absentees  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons  must  be  large 
on  every  occasion  of  duty.  The  companies  should,  therefore, 
have  such  a  maximum  of  membership,  that  any  call  will  pro- 
duce a  numerous  and  efficient  force  ready  for  action. 

Companies  are  so  small  that  the  best  results  cannot  be 
obtained  from  the  exertions  of  officers  and  men  at  the  annual 
encampments,  where  the  necessary  details  for  guard  and 
police  reduce  the  companies  to  a  size  fit  only  for  squad  drill. 

The  regiments  are  rarely  together,  except  for  these  five 
days ;  and  all  possible  efforts  are  in  the  direction  of  battalion 
movements,  but  at  great  disadvantage  on  account  of  small 
companies. 

Company  expenses  are  about  the  same  with  the  present 
as  with  the  former  numbers,  consequently  the  burden  upon 
members  in  supporting  their  command,  is  increased.  With 
the  exercise  of  rigid  economy,  the  legitimate  expenses  in  each 
year  of  most  companies  will  exceed  the  amounts  received  for 
services  during  such  a  period.  The  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  an  increased  number  of  enlisted  men  in  each  company 
will  be  great  compared  with  the  additional  expenditure  in- 
volved. We  have  officers  sufficient  for  double  the  number 
of  men,  the  present  headquarter  and  armory  accommodations 
are  ample,  and  the  items  of  any  consequence  will  be  the  in- 
creased number  of  men  to  receive  a  per  diem  when  on  duty. 
I  therefore  recommend  the  return  to  the  number  of  men  in 
each  company  allowed  in  1874. 

Armaments. 

All  infantry  organizations  are  armed  with  the  Springfield 
breech-loading  rifle,  calibre  .45 ;  a  sufficient  number  having 
been  received  from  the*  general  government  in  settlement  of 
an  account  for  arms  used  in  suppressing  the  rebellion. 
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The  Peabody  rifles  have  all  been  returned  to  the  arsenal 
at  South  Framingham,  and  are  in  good  order. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  armament  of  the  cavalry  and 
artillery.  Comment  has  been  made  upon  the  fact  that  the 
cavalry  have  no  carbines,  and  consequently  are  not  familiar 
with  the  use  of  such  weapons.  In  answer  it  may  be  said 
that  the  sabre  and  revolver  are  best  adapted  for  any  duty 
which  the  cavalry  in  the  State  service  is  likely  to  be  called 
upon  to  perform ;  a] id  experience  in  the  past  has  shown  that 
cavalry,  in  its  rapid  movements,  is  very  effective  in  the  dis- 
persion of  rioters.  I  am  not  aware  that  much  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  use  of  the  revolver,  certainly  none  to  the 
carbine  ;  and  any  emergency  which  would  require  the  cavalry 
to  skirmish  or  fight  on  foot  would  find  it  totally  unprepared; 

Uniforms. 

The  authority  granted  in  1874,  to  purchase  uniforms  at 
the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth,  was  repealed  in  1876. 
Some  action  will  be  necessary  to  grant  assistance  in  the 
renewal  of  uniforms  when  those  now  in  possession  of  the 
Militia  are  worn  out.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  former 
allowance  per  man  will  again  be  made  ;  but  if  hereafter  each 
soldier  is  required  to  furnish  his  own  uniform,  a  portion  of 
the  cost  thereof  should  in  all  fairness  be  borne  by  the  Com- 
monwealth in  whose  service  the  wear  upon  uniforms  is 
greater  than  that  of  private  use.  This  matter  is  referred  to 
thus  early,  as  requisitions  for  expenses  of  repairs  are  con- 
stantly being  received ;  and  under  the  law,  section  58,  chapter 
320,  Acts  1874,  can  be  allowed  in  proper  amounts. 

Equipments. 

Equipments  are  generally  in  good  order.  During  the  year 
500  sets  have  been  purchased  and  distributed  to  the  Sixth 
Regiment  and  to  companies  A  and  C,  Tenth  Regiment.  The 
latter  issue  was  made  to  cover  a  loss  by  fire.  Knapsacks  are 
in  bad  condition ;  and  I  have  declined  to  make  allowances  for 
repairs  upon  them,  as  they  are  not  worth  the  expenditure. 
An  entirely  new  issue  will  be  required  next  year. 

Cavalry  and  artillery  equipments  will  not  need  more  than 
the  usual  repairs. 
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Camp  Equipage. 

During  the  year,  228  wall-tents  with  poles  have  been  pur- 
chased, at  a  cost  of  $17.05  each.  No  flies  are  furnished  with 
these  tents. 

One  hospital-tent,  with  fly  and  poles,  has  been  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  $60.  Woodbury  duck,  eight-ounce  for  wall 
tents,  and  twelve-ounce  for  the  hospital-tent,  was  used  in 
their  manufacture. 

Of  the  tents  on  hand  Jan.  1,  55  have  been  condemned  as 
worthless  for  any  use  in  the  Militia,  and-  sold. 

Condemned  Property. 

A  list  of  property  condemned  by  a  board  of  officers 
appointed  under  the  law  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this 
Report. 

Headquarters  and  Armories. 

I  have  recently  completed  a  personal  examination  of  head- 
quarters and  armories  throughout  the  State.  As  a  rule,  the 
accommodations  furnished  are  ample,  and  the  rents  charged 
reasonable. 

It  is  still  the  case  that  some  local  authorities,  instead 
of  providing  an  armory  as  contemplated  by  the  statute, 
simply  designate  a  place  as  suitable  for  occupation,  but 
assume  no  responsibility  for  rent,  making  it  necessary  for 
Captains  or  other  members  of  companies  to  take  leases.  Per- 
sonal leases  by  officers  or  men  should  not  be  permitted,  as 
their  discharge  from  the  service,  removal  of  residence,  or 
other  necessary  absence,  may  injuriously  affect  the  company 
in  the  performance  of  its  duties,  by  refusing  occupation 
when  desired,  and  render  insecure  the  property  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. Observance  of  the  law  would  avoid  these 
dangers,  and  result  in  great  service  to  the  Militia.  A  pen- 
alty should  be  provided  for  failure  to  comply  with  the 
statute. 

Tours  of  Duty. 

Elementary  drill,  ordered  under  the  law,  by  commanding 
officers  below  Brigadier-Generals,   was   very  generally   per- 
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formed,  and  at  encampments  there  was  a  good  percentage  of 
the  number  borne  on  the  rolls  in  attendance.  Full  reports 
of  commanding  officers  covering  the  five  days'  camp-duty 
will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  volume.  The  recommenda- 
tions contained  therein  are  deserving  of  consideration,  as 
they  result  from  experience  in  command  on  the  field.  To 
say  that  the  encampments  of  each  year  are  an  improvement 
over  those  previously  held  may  seem  a  tame  statement ;  but  to 
officers  and  others  who  have  had  opportunity  for  observation, 
it  means  that  they  more  nearly  meet  the  idea  of  camps  of 
instruction  than  ever  before.  Profiting  by  past  experience, 
faults  are  remedied  in  each  successive  year.  Discipline  existed 
to  a  degree  unexpected,  exciting  the  surprise  and  commenda- 
tion of  several  officers  of  the  United  States  Army,  who  favored 
the  camps  by  their  attendance  and  critical  examination. 

Encampments  are  losing  their  holiday  character  of  former 
years,  in  the  midst  of  duties  and  requirements  which  consume 
nearly  every  moment  of  time  from  reveille  to  retreat. 

The  camps  of  the  Militia  are  generally  closed  on  Satur- 
days ;  but,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  Brig.  Gen.  Hobart 
Moore,  the  First  Brigade  was  an  exception  to  the  rule  this 
year,  the  troops  remaining  over  the  Sabbath  to  be  in  readi- 
ness for  an  early  journey  to  Boston  on  the  Monday  following, 
Sept.  17,  for  escort  duty.  If  any  doubts  had  existed  as  to 
the  proper  observance  of  the  sabbath  in  camp,  they  were 
dissipated  by  the  conduct  of  officers  and  men  on  this  occa- 
sion. The  usual  daily  duties  were  dispensed  with,  and  only 
such  exercises  as  army  regulations  specify  were  engaged  in ; 
viz.,  morning  inspection,  religious  services,  and  dress  parade 
in  the  evening. 

Not  one  word  of  complaint  or  unfavorable  comment  con- 
cerning the  day  has  reached  me. 

Special  Duty. 

Under  orders  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  service  was  ren- 
dered as  follows :  — 

First  Corps  Cadets,  as  escort  at  assembling  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, Jan.  3. 

Co.  "  A,"  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry,  escort  to  Commander- 
in-Chief,  June  27  —  Commencement  at  Harvard  University. 
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First  Corps  Cadets,  Aug.  15,  16,  17,  escort  at  the  Cen- 
tennial Celebration  at  Bennington,  Vt.  Five  Companies,  C, 
E,  G,  H,  and  K,  of  the  Eighth  Regiment,  Aug.  26  and  27, 
in  charge  of  public  property  at  South  Framingham,  and  to 
strike  the  tents  which  were  left  standing  on  account  of  rain, 
at  the  close  of  the  Second  Brigade  encampment. 

Co.  "  C,"  Eighth  Regiment,  was  called  upon  by  the  select- 
men of  Marblehead  to  preserve  the  peace  and  to  prevent 
robbery,  on  the  night  of  June  25,  when  a  disastrous  fire 
swept  away  a  large  part  of  the  business  portion  of  the  town. 
The  company  suffered  the  loss  of  all  its  private  effects  except 
the  records,  the  fire  early  consuming  the  armory;  but  by 
great  effort  on  the  part  of  Capt.  Charles  O.  Hare  and  his 
men,  a  large  part  of  the  public  property  was  saved.  Respond- 
ing to  the  wishes  of  the  selectmen,  the  company  was  distrib- 
uted through  the  town,  and  performed  the  duties  assigned  it 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  restore  confidence,  and  give  full  pro- 
tection to  the  citizens.  Notwithstanding  its  losses  and  the 
tour  of  all-night  duty,  the  company  reported  to  its  regiment 
promptly  on  the  morning  of  the  26th,  for  escort  to  the  Presi- 
dent in  Boston,  the  deficiencies  in  uniforms  and  equipments 
being  temporarily  supplied  from  other  companies  in  the 
regiment.  The  conduct  exhibited  under  such  trying  cir- 
cumstances is  most  praiseworthy.  Capt.  Hare  reported  to 
this  office  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  fire  and  the 
duty  performed ;  also  forwarded  returns  for  pay,  which  were 
examined  and  placed  on  file,  awaiting  such  action  as  the 
Legislature  may  take,  there  being  no  authority  vested  in 
selectmen  to  order  out  the  Militia.  I  recommend  that  the 
company  be  paid  for  its  services. 


Reception  of  the  President. 

The  press  has  given  full  accounts  of  the  reception  of  the 
President,  but  I  deem  it  proper  to  briefly  refer  to  the  part 
performed  by  the  Militia. 

The  acceptance  by  the  President  of  an  invitation  to  visit 
Massachusetts  was  duly  communicated  to  the  brigade  and 
cadet  corps  commanders,  and  met  with  most  cordial  and 
prompt  response  on  their  part  in  tendering  their  commands 
for  escort. 
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Instructions,  which  will  be  found  in  the  General  Orders 
and  Circulars,  were  issued,  stating  in  detail  the  duties  of  the 
staff  and  the  troops. 

Col.  John  H.  Rice,  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  proceeded 
to  Washington,  June  22,  and  returned  with  the  President 
and  party  to  Boston.  At  six  o'clock,  a.m.,  June  26,  Cols. 
William  V.  Hutchings  and  William  A.  Tower,  Aides-de-Camp, 
First  Lieut.  William  H.  Alline  and  sixteen  enlisted  men  of 
the  First  Corps  of  Cadets  as  special  guard,  reported  to  me  at 
the  depot  of  the  New  York  and  New  England  Railroad,  from 
whence  we  at  once  proceeded  to  Campbell's  Station,  near  the 
State  line,  which  we  reached  shortly  before  seven  o'clock. 
Upon  the  arrival  of  the  President,  I,  with  Cols.  Hutchings 
and  Tower,  boarded  the  train,  when  introductions  followed. 
I  had  the  honor  to  convey  to  the  President  the  compli- 
ments of  your  Excellency ;  and  informed  him  that  we  had 
been  instructed  to  meet  him  at  the  borders  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and,  if  acceptable,  to  attend  him  upon  his  fur- 
ther journey  to  Boston.  The  President  replied  that  he 
would  with  pleasure  accept  the  proffered  courtesy,  and  in- 
vited us  to  seats  in  the  car. 

Mrs.  Hayes  and  other  ladies  of  the  party  proceeded  at  once 
to  Boston,  under  escort  of  Col.  Rice,  where  they  were  met  by 
Col.  Luther  and  Lieut.-Col.  Mason,  and  were  conveyed  to 
Hotel  Brunswick  for  breakfast,  and  thence  to  the  State  House, 
where  preparations  had  been  made  for  them  to  witness  the 
procession  from  the  front  balcony. 

The  President  and  other  guests  were  entertained  at  break- 
fast by  the  managers  of  the  railroad  in  a  grove  near  the 
station. 

Leaving  Campbell's  at  9.49,  the  train  made  no  stop  till  its 
arrival  at  Dudley-street  station  at  10.14,  where  your  Excel- 
lency and  members  of  the  staff  not  otherwise  detailed  were 
in 'waiting,  with  the  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry,  Major  D.  H. 
Follett  commanding,  as  special  escort.  As  the  President 
alighted  from  the  car,  and  received  the  welcome  of  your 
Excellency,  Capt.  Clark  B.  Baldwin,  commanding  Battery 
"  C,"  First  Battalion  Light  Artillery,  commenced  firing  the 
proper  salute ;  and  due  honors  were  paid  by  the  battalion  of 
cavalry. 
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Carriages  were  in  waiting,  and  were  at  once  taken  in  the 
following  order :  —

The  cavalry  escort  immediately  took  its  place,  and  the 
march  commenced  ;  a  platoon  of  mounted  police  under  Chief 
of  Police  Edward  H.  Savage  leading ;  passing  through  Dud- 
ley and  West  Cottage  Streets,  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  Moreland, 
Warren  and  Washington  Streets  to  Arnold  Street,  where  a 
short  halt  was  made,  Major  Follett's  cavalry  at  once  joining 
its  brigade.  Capt.  Baldwin's  battery  had  meanwhile  marched 
directly  through  Dudley  Street,  Harrison  Avenue,  and  Dover 
street  to  its  place  in  the  line. 

The  Militia  was  formed  on  Washington  Street,  the  right  at 
Arnold  Street,  in  the  following  order :  Second  Brigade,  Briga- 
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dier-Gen.  Eben  Sutton  commanding ;  First  Brigade,  Briga- 
dier-Gen. Hobart  Moore  commanding ;  First  Corps  of  Cadets, 
Lieut.  Col.  Thomas  F.  Edmands  commanding ;  Second  Corps 
of  Cadets,  Lieut.  Col.  Samuel  Dalton  commanding. 

The  President  and  party  proceeded  in  their  carriages  down 
the  line,  the  troops  paying  proper  honors.  On  reaching  the 
left,  the  carriages  were  turned,  and  placed  between  the  First 
and  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  the  Second  Brigade  preceding, 
the  First  Brigade  following,  and  moved  over  the  streets  as 
designated  in  the  circular  of  June  22. 

In  front  of  Hotel  Brunswick  a  temporary  platform  had 
been  constructed  for  convenience  in  witnessing  the  march 
in  review,  which  followed  the  arrival  of  the  column  at  Bo}d- 
ston  Street,  and  which  was  performed  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner ;  the  officers  saluting  properly,  distances  and  align- 
ments being  well  preserved.  So  thoroughly  were  all  orders 
executed  during  the  day,  that  the  final  ceremony  was  com- 
pleted within  half  an  hour  of  the  time  anticipated. 

The  President  expressed  his  great  gratification  at  the 
appearance  of  the  Militia,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  part 
assigned  it  was  performed. 

The  expense  of  bands,  transportation,  horses,  and  rations 
for  the  day  was  borne  by  the  State. 

Co.  "A,  "  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry,  Capt.  George  S.  Holt, 
was  ordered  for  escort  on  Wednesday,  June  27,  the  President 
accompanying  your  Excellency  to  Cambridge  at  the  Com- 
mencement of  Harvard  University.  Upon  the  return  to 
Hotel  Brunswick  in  the  afternoon  the  escort  was  dismissed. 

On  Thursday  morning,  June  28,  the  President  and  other 
guests  left  Boston  shortly  after  eight  o'clock,  by  special  train 
via  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad ;  the  following  officers 
being  detailed  to  report  to  me  at  the  depot  to  proceed  with 
the  party  to  Providence,  R.  I. 

Col.  W.  A.  Tower,  Aide-de-Camp  ;  Col.  Isaac  F.  Kingsbury, 
and  Col.  John  H.  Rice,  Assistant  Adjutants-General. 

Cols.  Allen  and  Potter,  of  the  staff  of  Gov.  Van  Zandt  of 
Rhode  Island,  joined  us  in  Boston ;  and  at  Mansfield  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Legislature  of  Rhode  Island  entered  the  train, 
and  at  once  delivered  to  the  President  an  address  of  welcome 
to  that  State.  At  Providence  I  took  leave  of  the  President, 
and  returned  to  Boston. 
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Centennial  Celebration  at  Bennington,  Vt. 

At  the  Centennial  celebration  of  the  battle  of  Bennington, 
Vt.,  there  was  an  extensive  military  display  by  organizations 
from  several  States ;  the  Militia  of  Massachusetts  being  rep- 
resented by  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  as  escort  to  the  execu- 
tive and  legislative  branches  of  the  government. 

The  expressions  of  regret  and  manifestations  of  sympathy 
occasioned  by  the  absence  and  illness  of  your  Excellency 
were  universal.  At  the  request  of  the  Chief  Marshal,  Major 
A.  B.  Valentine,  representing  the  Vermont  Centennial  Com- 
mission, Col.  Isaac  F.  Kingsbury,  Assistant  Adjutant-General, 
was  appointed  Assistant-Marshal  from  Massachusetts. 

In  making  preparations  for  the  visit  to  Bennington,  it  became 
apparent  that  in  so  small  a  town  adequate  accommodations 
could  not  reasonably  be  expected  for  th|  great  numbers  of  peo- 
ple who  would  be  attracted  thither.     The  Sergeant-at- Arms 
was  of  this  opinion,  and  provided  for  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature at  the  hotels  in  North  Adams,  and  by  special  train 
to  and  from  Bennington  on  the  day  of  the  celebration.     It  was 
at  first  proposed  to  establish  a  camp  for  the  Cadets  near  that 
of  the  First  Vermont  Infantry ;  but  this  idea  was  abandoned, 
as  it  involved  not  only  additional  expense  for  transportation 
and  labor,  but  the  risk  of  not  being  able  to  return  the  camp 
equipage  in  season  for  use  of  the  Second  Brigade  at  South 
Framingham  on  the  Monday  following.     Subsequent  events 
proved  the  wisdom  of  the  plans  finally  adopted  for  the  execu- 
tive department  and  the  escort,  in  the  employment  of  a  train 
of  sleeping-cars  with  hotel  arrangements  on  board,  which  left 
Boston   at  3.30  o'clock,  p.m.,  of  Aug.  15,  and   arrived   in 
Bennington  at  half-past  twelve  o'clock  midnight,  where  it 
was  placed  on  a  side  track,  near  the  grounds  reserved  for  the 
exercises   after    the    procession    had    completed   its    route. 
Members  of  the  Bennington  Reception  Committee  were  in 
waiting,  and  conducted  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
to  the  Putnam  House,  and  the  Executive  Council,  Attorney- 
General,  and  Heads  of  Departments  to  a  private  residence. 
The  Staff  and  Cadets  remained  on  board  the  train. 

Despite  the  showers  of  the  following  morning,  the  Cadets 
were  promptly  in  the  place  assigned  them  at  the  head  of  the 
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Massachusetts  Division,  escorting  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  and  other  State  officials  from  the  hotel. 

Wherever  the  Cadets  appeared  during  their  stay,  they 
were  most  cordially  received.  The  dress  parade  of  the 
corps  in  the  afternoon,  before  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  was  witnessed  by  a  great  throng  of  people,  who 
heartily  applauded  at  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremony.  A 
detail  from  the  First  Vermont  Infantry  was  furnished,  by  the 
courtesy  of  Col.  Peck,  commanding,  to  keep  clear  a  space 
sufficient  for  the  parade. 

The  departure  from  Bennington  was  delayed  till  midnight, 
on  account  of  the  railroads  being  taxed  to  their  utmost 
capacity  in  moving  special  trains.  An  opportunity  was  thus 
given  to  witness  the  torchlight  procession  and  the  magnifi- 
cent illuminations  in  the  camp  of  the  Militia  and  Veterans 
and  throughout  the  town. 

Arriving  in  Boston  shortly  after  ten  o'clock  on  the  morn- 
ing of'  the  17th,  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and 
other  State  officials  were  escorted  to  the  Capitol,  when  the 
Cadets  returned  to  their  armory.  The  entire  journey  was 
accomplished  without  accident.  The  arrangements  for  trans- 
portation and  sustenance  were  in  every  respect  complete,  and 
reflect  great  credit  upon  the  Quartermaster  of  the  Cadets, 
First  Lieut.  Charles  C.  Melcher. 

Under  Resolves  of  1877,  chapter  62,  the  trophies  of  the 
battle  of  Bennington,  consisting  of  a  drum,  sword,  grena- 
dier's cap,  and  a  musket,  were  taken  to  Bennington,  and 
placed  on  exhibition  during  the  Centennial  celebration.  Mr. 
George  Carleton,  an  employe  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  was 
detailed,  at  my  request,  to  accompany  these  trophies  during 
their  absence ;  and  they  were  constantly  under  his  eye  until 
their  safe  return  to  the  Capitol. 

Dedication  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Monument. 

By  invitation  of  the  city  of  Boston  the  entire  Militia 
paraded  as  escort  to  the  great  procession,  on  the  17th  of 
September,  at  the  dedication  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Monu- 
ment erected  on  Boston  Common. 

The  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  b}r  request  of  the  Chief 
Marshal,  was  ordered  to  report  to  him   as  his  special  escort. 
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The  following  order  of   formation  was  observed  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  Militia  :  —

The  First  Brigade  had  been  in  camp  during  the  previous 
five  days,  and  arrived  from  South  Framingham  before  ten 
o'clock,  having  been  transported  b}r  rail,  with  the  exception 
of  Co.  "  F "  Cavalry,  which  marched  from  camp.  When 
the  column  reached  the  State  House,  the  Militia  marched 
in  review  before  your  Excellency,  and  in  its  appearance  and 
movements  sustained  its  already  well-earned  reputation.  The 
committee  of  the  city  of  Boston,  under  whose  direction  the 
arrangements  for  the  day  were  made,  as  also  the  #Chief  Mar- 
shal, expressed  their  hearty  appreciation  of  the  service  ren- 
dered by  the  Militia.  Expenses  of  the  Militia,  similar  to  the 
State  allowance  for  June  26,  were  paid  by  the  city  of  Boston. 

Rifle-Practice. 

Rifle-practice  does  not  yet  receive  that  attention  in  the 
Militia  which  its  importance  demands.  Precision  in  company 
movements,  including  the  manual  of  arms,  can  easily  be  ac- 
quired, but  is  in  a  small  degree  essential  as  compared  with 
good  marksmanship.  Our  Militia  is  justly  complimented  for 
its  fine  appearance  on  parade  and  in  conducting  ceremonies, 
and  its  duties  before  the  public  are  confined  to  such  service ; 
but  it  is  time  for  other  attainments  which  will  inspire  confi- 
dence in  the  force  :  drill  and  discipline  otherwise  perfect  and 
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absolute,  which  have  failed  to  educate  the  Militia  in  the  use  of 
its  weapons,  will  be  of  little  avail  in  time  of  conflict.  How 
to  arouse  an  interest  in  this  matter,  which  will  result  in  posi- 
tive good,  and  avoid  the  waste  of  energies  and  ammunition 
in  mere  pastime,  has  been  the  subject  of  no  little  thought 
and  examination,  with  the  following  results :  — 

1.  Rifle-practice,  including  aiming,  drill,  and  target-firing 
for  artillery  and  small  arms,  must  for  the  piesent  be  made 
and  considered  of  first  importance. 

2.  Officers  should  be  detailed  as  inspectors  of  rifle-practice 
who  are  interested  in  the  subject,  and  are  willing  to  make 
themselves  competent  to  supervise  its  instruction,  and  arrange 
the  details  therefor. 

3.  Systematic  instruction  must  be  given  in  all  armories. 

4.  A  more  liberal  allowance  for  ammunition  should  be 
made. 

5.  Reasonable  pecuniary  aid  to  each  company  for  expenses 
at  ranges  conveniently  located  should  be  granted. 

6.  Commanding  officers  of  camps  to  be  required  to  have 
parts  of  each  day  at  the  annual  encampments  devoted  to 
target-firing  under  supervision  of  inspectors  of  rifle-practice. 

7.  That  a  uniform  low  rate  per  mile  for  transportation  be 
established  by  law,  the  railroads  being  required  to  transport 
all  officers  and  enlisted  men  at  such  rate  when  on  any  mili- 
tary duty. 

8.  That  State  prizes  should  be  purchased,  part  of  which 
shall  continue  and  remain  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  others  to  become  the  property  of  individuals  or  organi- 
zations, if  won  under  the  conditions  which  are  required  in 
orders  from  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Additional  legislation  will  be  necessary  to  meet  the  sug- 
gestions contained  in  the  statements  numbered  5,.  7,  and  8 ; 
bnt  otherwise  the  statute  is  ample  in  its  provisions.  From 
the  proceeds  of  sales  of  condemned  property  (chapter  161, 
Resolves  of  1877),  I  have  caused  six  rifle-pits  to  be  constructed 
at  the  camp-grounds,  which  will  be  available  for  the  militia 
at  any  time.  The  range,  200  yards,  is  all  that  could  be  ob- 
tained without  a  greater  expenditure  than  I  felt  authorized 
to  make. 

The  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  on  the  occasion  of  its  anniver- 
sary parade,  Oct.  19,  visited  the  camp  ground  at  South  Fram- 
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ingham,  for  the  purpose  of  rifle-practice  and  battalion  drill. 
Targets  were  placed  in  the  pits,  which  had  just  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  firing  at  a  range  of  100  yards,  was  by  battal- 
ion, wing,  rank,  company,  and  file.  Practice  of  this  kind  is 
unusual,  but  there  is  no  question  as  to  its  importance ;  and  it 
should  be  engaged  in  at  the  encampments  of  the  troops. 

The  report  of  the  statistical  officer  of  the  rifle-match  held 
at  the  camp-ground  Oct.  24,  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this 
Report. 

The  scores  show  individual  improvement  over  previous 
years ;  bat,  as  a  whole,  they  are  not  satisfactory.  It  is  fair 
to  attribute  some  of  the  poor  shooting  to  the  condition  of  the 
weather,  the  wind  at  times  blowing  in  severe  gusts  across 
the  range  ;  but  such  an  obstacle  will  prove  of  less  consequence 
with  a  more  thorough  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  use 
of  the  rifle. 

Improvement  was  noticeable  in  those  commands  where 
instruction  and  practice  had  received  attention. 

Camp-Ground. 

Parts  of  the  camp-ground  near  brigade  headquarters  and 
along  the  line  of  regimental  tents,  where  inequalities  of  sur- 
face existed,  have  been  graded,  a  considerable  amount  of  fill- 
ing being  required.  Additional  work  of  this  character  is 
necessary,  but  can  be  accomplished  gradually.  Under  Re- 
solves, chapters  31  and  55  of  this  year,  a  magazine  for  the 
storage  of  artillery  and  small-arm  ammunition,  and  a  store- 
house for  militia  property,  have  been  constructed. 

They  are  thoroughly  built ;  but,  on  account  of  limited 
appropriation  for  the  storehouse,  all  the  space  desired  could 
not  be  obtained. 

A  small  stable,  to  be  built  near  the  arsenal,  has  been  con- 
tracted for ;  the  teaming  to  and  from  the  railroad  and  on  the 
grounds,  especially  at  encampments,  making  it  necessary  to 
keep  one  or  two  horses.  The  arsenal  shows  signs  of  its 
poor  construction,  particularly  over  the  lower  doors  and  win- 
dows. The  bricks  were  evidently  not  laid  with  proper  care, 
or  no  attempts  were  made  to  prevent  the  leakage  which  takes 
place  in  heavy  rain-storms.  Repairs  will  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary early  next  year. 
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I  have  frequently  recommended  the  erection  of  stables  or 
some  sort  of  shelter  for  the  horses  used  in  military  service  at 
encampments.  I  renew  the  recommendation  at  this  time  ; 
because  it  is  almost  impossible  to  induce  owners  of  good 
horses  to  let  them,  with  the  risks  attending  a  week  of  ex- 
posure at  the  camps.  Barns  are  now  hired  off  the  field,  or 
temporary  structures  are  put  up,  all  at  the  expense  of  officers 
or  companies,  who  should  not  be  called  upon  to  meet  such 
bills  in  the  performance  of  duty  required  by  law. 

The  buildings  recommended  need  not  be  costly,  and  an 
appropriation  of  $4,000  will  cover  the  expense. 

The  sum  of  $221  net  was  received  for  sales  of  grass  by 
auction  from  the  grounds,  and  the  amount  was  paid  into  the 
treasury. 

Adjutant-General's  Office. 

Under  chapter  107,  Acts  of  1877,  new  certificates  of  dis- 
charge have  been  issued  to  all  officers  discharged  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  204,  Acts  of  1876. 

The  records  of  sailors  and  marines  are  progressing  as 
rapidly  as  the  nature  of  the  work  will  permit.  I  have  before 
explained  that  delay  in  publishing  the  work  is  occasioned  by 
a  necessarily  slow  process  of  obtaining  items  to  complete 
each  man's  history.  Neither  dates  nor  cause  of  discharge  of 
officers  and  men  serving  in  the  navy  were  furnished  this 
office  during  the  war,-  and  can  now  be  obtained  only  by 
examination  of  individual  records  scattered  through  the  files 
of  different  departments  at  Washington. 

I  am  more  deeply  impressed  each  year  with  the  importance 
of  an  alphabetical  index  of  the  names  of  volunteers  during 
the  late  war.  Army  service  can  now  only  be  traced  by 
knowledge  of  the  regiment,  company,  or  battery  to  which  a 
soldier  belonged ;  such  knowledge  of  organizations  will  soon 
be  forgotten,  and  the  fact  of  service  only  remain.  I  am  aware 
that  such  an  index  will  be  of  more  value  to  those  who  come 
after  us  than  to  those  now  living ;  but  it  will  be  most  credit- 
able to  the  Commonwealth,  that  the  record  of  service  of  her 
soldiers  is  preserved  in  a  form  easy  of  reference  and  always 
accessible.  The  original  rolls  are  badly  torn,  and  at  no  dis- , 
tant  day  may  be  demanded  by  the  general  government,  when 
the   opportunity  to  do  this  work  will   be   gone.      Numbers 
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of  applications  have  been  received  for  information  concern- 
ing persons  reported  as  serving  in  Massachusetts  organiza- 
tions, but  whose  company  or  regiment  or  place  of  enlistment 
is  not  known.  There  is  no  way  of  furnishing  the  desired 
information,  except  by  an  examination  of  every  company, 
battery,  or  regiment,  containing  in  the  aggregate  140,000 
names.  This  office  cannot  of  course  engage  in  such  exami- 
nation. 

Were  such  an  index  of  the  Revolution  and  of  the  Wars 
of  1812  and  1848  in  existence,  it  would  be  of  great  value. 

The  records  of  sailors  and  marines  will  be  arranged  alpha- 
betically. 

Diplomas  for  soldiers  and  sailors,  to  the  number  of  945, 
have  been  issued  during  the  year. 

The  enrolled  militia,  by  the  returns  of  assessors  of  cities 
and  towns,  numbers  217,239 ;  an  increase  of  1,130  over  last 
year.  The  number  of  names  on  the  rolls  of  the  Volunteer 
Militia  is :  officers,  337 ;  men,  3,343. 

The  table  of  appropriations  and  expenditures  gives  the 
amounts  drawn ;  but  there  are  outstanding  accounts  yet  to 
be  liquidated. 

The  estimate  for  appropriations  in  favor  of  the  Militia  for 
1878  is  $140,000,  —  a  much  less  sum  than  has  been  expended 
in  any  one  year  since  1866. 

The  case  of  Capt.  John  B.  Reardon,  Co.  F,  Ninth  Regi- 
ment Infantry  (disbanded  in  1876),  is  still  pending  before 
the  superior  court  for  Suffolk  County,  in  an  action  taken 
against  him  by  the  Judge-Advocate  General,  for  failure  to  ac- 
count for  public  property  issued  to  him.  The  case  will  soon 
be  reached  for  final  disposition. 


Property  Returns. 

The  returns  of  property  in  the  hands  of  the  Militia,  re- 
quired to  be  made  semi-annually,  were  generally  forwarded 
to  this  office  with  commendable  promptness;  but  several 
company  commanders  of  infantry,  and  one  battery  captain, 
were  nearly  two  months  behind  time.  I  forbear  mention  of 
their  names,  as  they  promise  better  observance  of  the  law  in 
the  future. 
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Board  of  Officers. 

The  officers  appointed  last  year  as  a  board  to  prepare  a 
Code  of  Regulations  for  the  Militia  have  prosecuted  their 
labors  with  great  diligence,  holding  meetings  regularly  every 
Saturday  afternoon,  and  special  sessions  at  other  times. 
This  work  is  well  advanced,  and  the  Code  will  probably  be 
ready  for  publication  during  the  next  year. 

Three  boards  of  officers  have  been  convened  under  sec- 
tion 140,  chapter  320,  Acts  of  1874,  to  examine  officers  or- 
dered before  them.  The  action  taken  in  each  case  was 
promulgated  to  the  Militia,  and  will  be  found  in  General 
Orders,  Nos.  7,  11,  and  13. 

Militia  Law. 

Several  changes  in  the  statutes  which  it  is  desirable  to 
make  have  already  been  mentioned;  but  there  are  many 
other  provisions  which  need  modification  or  repeal.  Difficul- 
ties are  constantly  presented  to  be  overcome,  and  1  refer  to 
some  of  them  which  will  show  the  need  of  change.  The 
section  (14,  chap.  320,  Acts  of  1874)  relating  to  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Militia  by  counties,  according  to  population, 
is  in  conflict  with  the  standard  of  efficiency  established  for 
the  retention  of  companies  in  the  service  (chap.  204,  Acts 
1876).  From  a  variety  of  causes,  companies  occasionally 
become  reduced  in  numbers,  and  the  officers  prove  to  be 
unfit  to  command.  In  such  cases,  under  the  latter  Act,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  is  compelled  to  disband  the  companies 
upon  the  report  of  the  Inspector-General.  Regard  for  the 
former  enactment  would  operate  to  keep  them  in  service ; 
as  by  disbanding  them,  the  county  in  which  they  were  locat- 
ed might  be  deprived  of  its  quota.  Again,  no  new  compa- 
nies of  infantry  can  be  organized  until  at  least  two  now  in 
existence  are  disbanded  ;  the  peace  establishment  being  fixed 
at  60  companies  of  infantry  (sect.  1,  chap.  204,  1876),  but 
temporarily  increased  to  61  companies  by  chapter  118,  1877. 

It  would  be  clearly  better  for  the  Militia,  if  the  continu- 
ance of  a  company  should  be  made  to  depend  upon  its  effi- 
ciency, and  authority  be  granted  to  the  Commander-in-Chief 
to  organize  a  new  company  in  any  part  of  the  Common- 
wealth, to   take   the  place  of  a  company  disbanded.     The 
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result  of  such  enactments  would  be,  to  gradually  locate  the 
companies  in  sections  of  the  State  where  the  population 
would  be  sufficient  to  sustain  flourishing  organizations,  and 
where  a  military  force  would  obviously  be  needed  in  time  of 
trouble.  The  responsibility  of  officers  for  public  property 
should  be  more  clearly  defined.  Section  43,  chapter  320, 
Acts  of  1874,  states,  that  a  discharge-paper  shall  not  be  deliv- 
ered to  an  officer  till  all  military  property  in  his  possession 
is  deposited  with  the  person  having  the  right  to  the  custody 
of  the  same.  Section  66  of  the  same  chapter  states,  that  an 
officer  upon  receiving  his  discharge,  or  otherwise  leaving  the 
military  service,  shall  surrender  and  deliver  up  all  public  pro- 
perty in  his  possession.  Section  69  of  same  chapter  states 
that,  an  officer  shall  not  be  honorably  discharged  until  he 
has  returned  to  the  Adjutant-General  a  receipt  from  his 
successors  in  command  for  all  articles  issued  to  him,  &c. 

The  plain  meaning  of  these  sections  is,  that  an  officer  must 
account  for  all  property  issued  to  him  before  he  can  be 
discharged. 

Section  20,  chapter  320,  Acts  of  1874,  provides,  that  if 
any  officer  cannot  pass  the  Board  of  Examiners,  or  fails  to  ap- 
pear before  it  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  his  election, 
"his  commission  shall  be  considered  vacated,  and  he  shall 
forthwith  be  discharged." 

In  addition  to  this  board,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  under 
section  140  of  the  same  chapter,  is  authorized  to  appoint  a 
board  to  make  other  examination  of  any  officer  under  the 
rank  of  Major-General ;  and,  if  the  report  of  the  board  is  ad- 
verse, the  commission  of  such  officer  "  shall  be  vacated." 

Under  these  sections  an  officer  goes  out  of  service  with- 
out the  slightest  reference  to  what  becomes  of  the  public 
property  in  his  possession.  If  an  officer  is  sentenced  to 
be  discharged  or  dismissed  by  a  military  tribunal,  or  if  he 
is  convicted  of  an  infamous  crime  in  the  civil  courts, 
little  or  no  consideration  can  be  given  to  his  property 
accounts  in  the  execution  of  the  sentences  of  the  courts. 
The  law  should  provide  that  responsibility  for  public  prop- 
erty or  funds  shall  not  cease  with  the  discharge  or  death  of 
an  officer;  and  a  method  of  enforcing  a  settlement  of  ac- 
counts, whether  of  property  or  money,  should  be  enacted. 

The  sections  relative  to  fines  and  courts-martial  need  re- 
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vision;  but  these  and  other  matters  I  will  leave  for  the 
recommendations  of  the  officers  preparing  a  Code  of  Regula- 
tions, who  are  carefully  considering  the  best  methods  of  pro- 
cedure. 

Many  cavalrymen  own  horses,  and  are  accustomed  to 
ride  them  ;  but  others  are  rarely  mounted,  except  at  the 
anniversaries  of  their  companies  and  at  camp.  It  would 
be  a  wise  expenditure  of  money,  if  an  arrangement  could  be 
made  with  riding-schools,  or  in  some  other  way  where  sol- 
diers of  cavalry  commands  could  go,  at  small  expense, 
and  receive  instruction  in  the  "  School  of  the  soldier 
mounted,"  under  charge  of  a  commissioned  or  non-commis- 
sioned officer. 

I  recommend  for  consideration  a  provision  of  law  which 
will  permit  the  election  or  appointment  in  the  Militia  of 
retired  officers  of  the  United  States  Army,  who,  although 
incapacitated  for  the  army,  could  perform  ordinary  Militia 
duty.  I  have  no  doubt  as  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
the  knowledge  and  experience  of  such  officers,  if  they  could 
be  induced  to  enter  the  service  of  the  State. 

In  closing  this  Report,  I  desire  to  ask  for  the  Militia  only 
that  favorable  consideration  and  liberal  support  which  its 
importance  demands.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  a  mili- 
tary force  cannot  yet  be  dispensed  with;  certainly,  recent 
events  in  other  States  furnish  abundant  proof  of  the  neces- 
sity of  preparation  for  sudden  emergencies,  and  it  can  best 
be  accomplished  by  the  maintenance,  in  every  reasonable 
way,  of  a  small  body  of  troops,  thoroughly  organized,  armed, 
equipped,  and  supplied.  The  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Mili- 
tia fulfils  these  requirments  in  the  maximum  now  allowed, 
considered  as  a  whole  ;  but  it  is  faulty  in  organization,  and 
there  are  deficiencies  in  equipment.  The  latter  can  be  sup- 
plied in  the  annual  military  appropriations  at  small  cost ;  and 
the  re-enactment,  already  suggested,  of  a  part  of  section  19, 
chapter  320,  1874,  will  easily  remedy  the  defects  in  organi- 
zation. 

The  voluntary  subjection  to  discipline,  the  frequent  meet- 
ings for  instruction  and  drill,  the  bestowal  of  time  and  ener- 
gies for  improvement  of  the  service,  the  liberal  expenditure 
of  private  means,  all  without  thought  of  money  remunera- 
tion, testify  to  the  devotion  to  duty  which  exists  among  the 
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officers  and  enlisted  men  in  our  Militia ;  and  they  ask  for  no 
expenditure  beyond  what  is  necessary  to  the  existence  of  a 
reliable  body  of  troops.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR-GENERAL.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Report 
of  the  operations  of  this  Department  for  the  current  year. 

On  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  May,  Col.  Edward  G.  Stevens, 
Assistant  Inspector-General,  under  my  instructions,  inspected 
the  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  Lieut.-Col.  Edmands  commanding, 
on  Boston  Common ;  and  a  copy  of  his  report  on  their  condi- 
tion is  enclosed  herewith,  marked  "  A."  On  the  fourteenth, 
fifteenth,  and  sixteenth  days  of  June,  assisted  by  Col.  E.  G. 
Stevens  and  Capt.  W.  O.  Parker,  Company  "  E,"  Tenth 
Regiment,  I  made  an  inspection  of  a  quantity  of  arms, 
equipments,  and  other  stores,  at  the  State  Arsenal,  South 
Framingham,  with  a  view  to  its  condemnation  under  sect.  15, 
chap.  204,  of  the  Acts  of  1876.  Derailed  reports  of  the 
articles  condemned  have  already  been  transmitted  to  you. 

Under  Special  Orders  Nos.  35  and  44,  Col.  Stevens  and 
Lieut.-Col.  Berry  were  directed  to  inspect  all  State  property 
in  the  hands  of  the  Militia  at  the  armories  of  the  several 
organizations,  as  required  by  sect.  55,  chap.  204,  of  the  Acts 
of  1876.  On  the  ninth  day  of  July  I  forwarded  the  report 
of  Lieut.-Col.  Berry,  covering  the  property  of  all  commands 
excepting  the  Second  Battalion  of  Infantry;  and  on  the  thir- 
teenth day  of  August  I  forwarded  the  report  of  Col.  Stevens  on 
the  property  of  that  organization.  At  the  annual  encamp- 
ment, the  whole  Militia  force  was  inspected  by  officers  of 
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this   department ;    and   I   transmit    herewith    copies   of  the 
following  inspection  reports,  viz. :  —

As  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the  year's  observation,  I 
would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  following  points, 
wherein,  in  my  opinion,  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  State  is 
weak,  and  in  which  improvement  may  be  effected. 

Strength  of  Companies. 

The  military  organization  is  to  be  considered,  not  only  in 
the  light  of  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  those  who  may  be 
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called  upon  to  take  part  in  extensive  military  operations,  but 
also  as  a  force  that  can  be  relied  upon  to  aid  the  civil 
authorities  in  the  repression  of  disturbances  too  formidable 
for  the  ordinary  police-force. 

This  last-mentioned  office  is  of  constantly  increasing 
importance,  in  view  of  the  troubles  of  the  last  summer  in  a 
number  of  the  States,  the  present  small  strength  of  the 
regular  army,  and  the  evident  policy  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment, which  requires  each  State  to  depend  upon  its  own 
troops  for  the  repression  of  internal  troubles. 

Massachusetts  now  supports  a  force  of  sixty-one  companies 
of  infantry,  each  with  a  nominal  strength  of  three  officers 
and  forty-eight  men. 

These  companies,  it  is  believed,  are  altogether  too  small 
for  efficiency.  The  experience  of  the  last  three  years  proves 
that  only  eighty  per  cent  of  the  enlisted  men  can  be  relied 
upon  for  duty,  as  shown  by  the  following  table.

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This  experience  reduces  the  actual  strength  of  each  infan- 
try company  to  about  thirty-six  enlisted  men. 

The  moral  effect  of  soldiery  upon  disorderly  assemblages 
is  due  either  to  discipline  (or  a  reputation  for  discipline),  or 
to  visible  numerical  strength. 

In  the  Militia  numerical  strength  is  a  necessity  now,  more 
than  ever  before,  in  consequence  of  the  demoralization  of  the 
Militia,  and  consequent  success  of  the  mob  element,  during 
the  troubles  of  last  July. 

Nothing  can  be  more  unfortunate  than  the  indiscriminate 
use  of  arms  in  contact  with  mobs,  as  there  are  always  many 
people  injured,  who  have  without  vicious  intent  imprudently 
ventured  into  the  crowd  to  gratify  curiosity ;  yet  in  subse- 
quent troubles  the  Militia  forces  will  be  compelled  to  show 
their  power,  and  prove  the  destructiveness  of  their  weapons, 
in  order  to  compel  the  respect  of  the  unruly.  By  a  display 
of  numbers  with  discipline  this  destruction  of  life  may  to 
some  extent  be  avoided. 

It  is  respectfully  urged  that  the  number  of  enlisted  men 
to  a  company  be  increased  to  at  least  seventy-five.  For  pur- 
poses of  instruction,  seventy-five  will  not  be  found  too  large 
a  number,  provided  proper  attention  be  given  to  the  selection 
and  instruction  of  non-commissioned  officers. 

Under  the  present  system  of  small  companies,  the  three 
officers  have  little  enough  to  do,  if  they  personally  instruct 
their  men :  as  a  consequence,  the  non-commissioned  officers 
are  very  generally  inefficient ;  they  feel  no  responsibility 
whatever,  and  do  not  realize  that  upon  them  depend  the 
real  worth  and  discipline  of  their  companies. 

Bkanches  in  which  Instruction  is  Needed. 

If  called  upon  to  aid  the  civil  authorities,  Militia  will  be 
required  to  perform  guard-duty,  know  how  and  where  to  use 
their  arms  to  advantage,  and  to  be  familiar  with  the  princi- 
ples of  skirmish-drill,  branches  in  which  they  are  especially 
deficient.  The  time  devoted  to  military  duties  is  now  largely 
occupied  either  with  ceremonies  or  in  preparing  for  them. 

If  complete  and  detailed  directions  for  the  performance  of 
the  various  ceremonies  be  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Militia, 
valuable  time  need  not  be  occupied  in  rehearsing  these  forms, 
but  can  be  devoted  to  important  branches  of  the  soldier's 
education. 
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Guard-Duty. 

Guard-duty,  as  now  taught,  consists  in  the  duties  of  the 
sentinel  in  camp  alone.  Little  knowledge  is  had  of  the 
rights  and  powers  of  the  sentinel ;  and,  unless  special  precau- 
tions are  taken,  the  inexperienced  men  are  detailed  for  this 
duty  with  officers  who  either  do  not  know  how  to  properly 
instruct  their  men  or  who  are  not  required  to  do  so. 

To  accustom  men  to  this  duty,  it  is  recommended  that  at 
every  company  or  other  drill  a  detail  be  made  for  guard  ;  and 
that  those  detailed  under  the  personal  supervision  of  their 
officers  be  required  to  attend  to  their  duties,  and  not  be 
allowed  to  lounge  about  in  the  careless  and  unsoldierly  man- 
ner now  so  frequently  noticed. 

While  there  has  been  in  many  companies  during  the  last 
year  an  increasing  interest  in  these  branches,  and  considera- 
ble proficiency  obtained  by  individuals,  there  is  nothing  to 
encourage  or  facilitate  universal  practice. 

Rifle-Practice. 

With  the  experience  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  rifle- 
practice  at  our  command,  neither  time  nor  money  need  be 
occupied  in  experiments ;  but  a  system  can  be  adopted,  and  at 
once  carried  out. 

It  is  believed  that  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, properly  applied,  would  inaugurate  such  a  system,  that 
no  additional  officers  would  be  required:  as  there  are  now,  in 
each  organization,  officers  who  have  given  careful  attention 
to  this  subject,  who  could  be  detailed  as  instructors  of  rifle- 
practice  ;  and  all  company  officers  should  be  able  to  instruct 
their  men  in  armory  practice  and  drill. 

While  the  State  camp-ground  at  South  Framingham  is  not 
favorably  located  for  target-practice,  except  during  the 
encampments,  there  are  in  various  sections  of  the  State, 
easily  accessible  by  the  different  organizations,  private  ranges 
already  equipped,  whose  managers  would  be  glad  to  arrange 
for  State  patronage.  Out-door  practice  should  be  preceded 
by  aiming  and  other  drills  in  the  armories,  which  would 
increase  the  interest  of  the  mem  in  their  military  duties,  and 
could  be  supplemented  by  the  continuance  of  the  present 
annual  matches  at  the  State  camp-ground,  —  matches  which 
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have  already   done  much  to  interest    the   members   of   the 
Militia  in  the  use  of  the  rifle. 

The  interest  in  bayonet-exercise  is  very  gradually  in- 
creasing ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  attention  may  be  given 
to  this  drill,  rather  than  to  the  various  "  silent  manuals,  "  that 
require  as  much  time  to  attain  proficiency,  and,  having  been 
acquired,  are  less  interesting  as  exhibitions  of  memory,  and 
far  less  useful. 

Skirmish-Drill. 

Skirmish-drill  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  necessary 
drills,  but  is  rarely  practised.  During  the  late  encampments, 
only  three  or  four  were  seen,  and  these  by  single  companies. 
It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  attention  be  given  to  this 
matter,  especially  at  the  annual  encampments,  where  alone 
sufficient  ground  is  available. 

The  law  requires  each  company  to  hold  a  meeting  for  drill, 
at  least  once  in  two  months  (this  in  addition  to  the  annual 
encampments),  no  pay  being  allowed  for  such  drills. 

Attendance  at  Drills. 

During  the  last  winter  companies  met  for  drill  weekly,  — 
some  more  frequently;  and  a  reference  to  the  returns  of  at- 
tendance will  show  that  less  than  sixty  per  cent  of  the  men 
and  officers  attended  such  meetings.  It  will  be  found  that 
the  same  men  regularly  attend  drills ;  and  that  others,  habit- 
ually absent,  only  attend  when  preparations  are  being  made 
for  some  special  service  not  required  by  the  State. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  at  camp  is  somewhat  greater 
than  at  drill,  owing  to  the  extra  exertion  of  the  officers  to 
get  out  their  men.  The  general  excuse  for  non-attendance 
is  the  demands  of  private  business,  or  the  unwillingness  of 
employers  to  allow  their  men  to  be  connected  with  the  Mili- 
tia. In  some  companies,  absence  from  drill  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  indifference,  and  to  the  fact  that  officers  do  not  render 
the  meetings  either  instructive  or  interesting. 

In  the  first  case,  it  would  seem  eminently  proper  for  the 
Captain  to  decline  to  enlist  men  who  could  not  attend  to 
their  duties,  and  under  no  circumstances  to  enlist  men  with- 
out the  consent  of  their  employers.  If  enough  men  cannot 
be  found  in  a  place  sufficiently  interested  to  perform  the 
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duties  of  the  soldier,  the  company  should  be  transferred  to 
a  more  favorable  locality.  In  the  second  case,  the  officers 
should  be  compelled  to  yield  their  places  to  others  who  would 
do  themselves  and  their  companies  justice.  The  number  of 
men  on  the  rolls  of  a  company  should  indicate  the  number 
that  could  be  relied  upon  in  case  of  emergency,  and  not,  as  at 
present,  be  entirely  deceptive.  The  State  should  not  be  at 
the  expense  of  educating  men  who  cannot,  when  called  upon, 
give  their  services. 

Season  for  Encampments. 

The  law  now  authorizes  the  holding  of  encampments  in 
July,  August,  and  September.  It  is  respectfully  recom- 
mended that  October  be  added  to  this  list.  While  troops  can 
encamp  to  advantage  at  the  sea-shore  during  the  hot  months, 
encampments  at  the  State  grounds  at  South  Framingham 
held  in  the  hot  weather,  are  unprofitable,  not  only  because  of 
the  number  sick,  but  also  from  the  necessity  of  relinquishing 
drills  on  account  of  the  heat.  The  returns  of  the  Surgeons 
will  demonstrate  how  much  healthier  late  encampments  are 
than  the  earlier  ones. 

System  of  Brigade  Encampments. 

After  a  careful  examination,  for  four  successive  years,  of 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  present  system  of 
conducting  brigade  encampments,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  taking 
all  things  into  consideration,  that  each  encampment  has  been 
an  improvement  upon  its  predecessor ;  but  the  system  is  not 
wholly  satisfactory  or  profitable. 

There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  to  relieve  from  responsibility 
all  except  the  commanding  officers  of  the  camps,  and  to 
render  the  camps  instructive  for  a  few,  regardless  of  the  needs 
of  the  many,  or  of  the  true  interest  of  the  service.  By 
depriving  commanders  of  regiments  and  companies  of  respon- 
sibility and  power,  their  interest  must  be  diminished,  and,  to 
some  extent,  their  influence  over  their  men  be  lost. 

Regimental  and  other  commanders  should  have  opportuni- 
ties to  learn  what  they  would  have  to  provide  for  if  called 
into  service  without  their  superior  officers  to  think  for  them. 
It  is  not  believed  to  be  the  duty  of  brigade  commanders  to 
arrange  minute  details  for  the  men  of  their  commands,  but 
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rather  to  make  general  arrangements,  requiring  subordinates 
to  attend  to  details,  and  contribute  their  share  to  the  comple- 
tion of  the  project  in  hand. 

The  daily  repetition  of  brigade  drills  and  dress  parades 
consumes  much  time,  during  which  the  company  officers  and 
men  learn  absolutely  nothing,  and,  if  the  weather  be  warm, 
suffer  considerably.  General,  staff,  and  field  officers  are 
without  doubt  instructed ;  but  it  is  to  be  questioned  if  battal- 
ion and  other  drills  are  not  now  of  more  consequence.  It 
is  believed  that  while  the  brigade  commander  and  his  staff 
should  be  in  camp  with  his  command ;  that  he  should  allot  to 
each  organization  the  ground  for  its  camp ;  prescribe  regu- 
lations for  police  and  discipline ;  designate  the  hours  for 
stated  roll-calls  (reveille,  retreat,  and  tattoo)  ;  receive  daily 
reports  as  to  the  strength  and  condition  of  each  organization ; 
and  cause  brigade  guards  to  be  established,  —  the  regimental 
commanders  should  arrange  for  other  details  affecting  their 
commands,  as  hours  and  number  of  drills,  discipline,  &c. 
That  the  review  by  the  commander-in-chief  should,  to  save 
time,  be  by  brigade,  and  possibly  that  a  single  brigade 
dress  parade  might  be  held.  That  the  brigade  commander 
should  daily  detail  a  member  of  his  staff  to  each  organization, 
to  observe  every  movement  carefully,  and  report  daily  its 
progress,  calling  attention  to  any  thing  that  may  need  correc- 
tion. That  the  brigade  commander  should  observe  drills  and 
ceremonies,  and  each  day  assemble  the  field-officers,  to  point 
out  errors,  and  to  explain  how  they  are  to  be  corrected. 
At  the  same  time  he  should  hold  each  commander  respon- 
sible for  the  order  and  discipline  of  his  command.  By  some 
such  course  each  regimental  commander  would  have  consid- 
erable responsibility;  he  would  hold  his  Captains  responsi- 
ble for  their  men ;  each  Captain  would  require  aid  from  his 
Lieutenants  and  non-commissioned  officers ;  and,  if  properly 
managed,  each  officer  and  man  would  realize  that  the  good 
name  of  his  command  depended  upon  his  own  actions,  and 
that  he  was  of  some  importance,  not,  as  is  now  often  the 
case,  merely  one  of  many  who  serve  to  render  a  few  persons 
prominent. 

Books  and  Papers. 

With  the  exception  of  three   organizations  (1st   and    2d 
Corps  of  Cadets  and  the  4th  Battalion),  there  is  no  system  of 
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keeping  books.  The  organizations  named  have  different  sys- 
tems, each  good,  but  all  unnecessarily  complicated.  There 
are  almost  as  many  methods  (or  absence  of  methods)  of  keep- 
ing these  papers  as  there  are  companies.  Great  improvement 
has  been  made  in  keeping  property  accounts,  and  consider- 
able interest  is  shown  in  the  matter  of  keeping  books  and 
papers  ;  and  from  every  hand  come  requests  for  instruction  or 
direction. 

To  meet  this  great  need,  it  is  respectfully  recommended 
that  some  system  be  adopted,  at  an  early  date,  to  avoid  the 
present  uncertainty  and  lack  of  uniformity.  The  blanks  in 
use  are  often  incomplete,  and  require  alteration  before  they 
can  be  properly  made  up. 

Equipments. 

The  Militia  are  generally  very  well  equipped.  The  new 
Springfield  breech-loaders  are  well  liked,  and  are  fairly  cared 
for.  The  cartridge-boxes,  belts,  and  bayonet-scabbards  are  in 
good  condition,  although  the  quality  is  not  of  the  best.  The 
uniforms  are  gradually  becoming  worn,  especially  the  trousers 
of  the  mounted  arms,  yet  will  bear  longer  service. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  a  number  of  haver- 
sacks and  canteens  be  obtained  by  the  State,  to  be  kept  until 
needed  at  the  arsenal  at  South  Framingham.  The  State  has 
none  now  on  hand,  and,  in  case  of  need,  could  not  at  once 
obtain  a  supply  of  serviceable  articles. 

The  nose-bags  of  the  mounted  arms  are  in  wretched  con- 
dition ;  and  new  ones  are  greatly  needed,  not  necessarily  for 
immediate  issue,  but  for  storage  at  the  arsenal  until  wanted. 

Mounted  Arms  of  the  Service. 

While  much  of  the  preceding  report  relates  as  well  to  the 
mounted  arras  as  infantry,  it  is  not  recommended  that  the 
number  of  men  in  the  mounted  companies  be  increased. 

In  the  mounted  arms,  the  percentage  of  attendance  both 
at  camp  and  at  armory  drills  is  much  higher  than  in  the 
infantry ;  owing  either  to  the  greater  care  used  in  enlisting 
men  or  to  greater  interest  in  the  exercises. 

The  annual  encampments  being  the  only  opportunity  for 
these  arms  to  be  instructed  in  the  mounted  drills,  they  suffer 
to  a  greater  degree  than  the  infantry  from  the  present  system

of  brigade  encampments.     Their  present  proficiency  is  to  be 
commended,  although  there  is  much  to  be  acquired. 

There  is  much  to  be  learned  in  the  armory  regarding  the  use 
of  their  weapons ;  in  the  artillery  especially,  care  should  be 
taken  to  instruct  the  men  as  to  their  duties  at  the  piece,  and 
what  is  to  be  done  in  an  emergency  or  in  case  of  accident. 

During  the  firing  of  a  salute,  when,  owing  to  the  careless 
construction  and  wretched  material  of  the  cartridge-bags, 
men  at  a  piece  were  somewhat  burned,  in  order  to  avoid  delay 
in  firing,  an  officer  himself  performed  the  more  laborious 
duties,  although  there  were  men  enough  at  hand  who  should 
have  at  once  replaced  the  injured.  This  action  was  highly 
creditable  to  the  officer,  but  it  did  not  speak  well  for  the  dis- 
cipline or  drill  of  the  men. 

While  it  is  believed,  that,  if  consolidated,  the  three  batter- 
ies into  one  battalion,  and  the  three  companies  of  cavalry 
into  another,  and  required  to  encamp  separately,  great  good 
would  result,  it  is  conceded  that  at  brigade  encampments  a 
detachment  of  cavalry,  and  at  least  a  platoon  of  artillery, 
are  needed  for  provost  duty  and  to  fire  salutes.  Perhaps  for 
the  good  of  the  greater  number  the  present  arrangement 
should  be  retained.  Yet  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that 
these  arms  be  relieved  from  attending  brigade  exercise,  unless 
it  be  a  single  dress  parade  and  the  review  by  the  Command- 
er-in-Chief, the  time  in  camp  to  be  devoted  to  instruction 
in  the  special  duties  of  these  arms,  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  brigade  commander. 

Each  company  of  cavalry  is  taxed  at  each  encampment  one 
hundred  dollars  for  temporary  stables  for  horses  ;  and  it  is 
respectfully  recommended  that  some  provision  be  made  for 
stabling,  either  in  the  way  of  money  allowance  or  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  for  the  purpose. 

The  annual  encampments  are  limited  by  law  to  five  days, 
usually  from  Tuesday  to  Saturday.  The  first  and  last  days 
are  occupied  almost  wholly  with  entering  and  leaving  camp ; 
therefore  but  three  days  are  available  for  actual  work,  and 
these  are  liable  to  be  lost,  either  on  account  of  rain  or  exces- 
sive heat.  In  Vermont  the  law,  while  requiring  five  days  to 
be  passed  annually  in  camp,  authorizes  the  governor  to  ex- 
tend the  time  to  eight  days,  should  he  deem  it  advisable  to 

do  so.     There  has  been  a  natural  objection  to  requiring  men 
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to  remain  in  camp  over  Sunday ;  but  this  year  it  was  consid- 
ered advisable  for  the  First  Brigade  to  be  in  camp  on  Sun- 
day, and  the  excellent  behavior  of  its  members,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  Eighth  Regiment,  who  were  required  to  remain  at 
the  Second  Brigade  camp  over  Sunday  to  guard  State  prop- 
erty, tends  to  remove  fears  of  the  violation  of  the  day,  and  it 
is  respectfully  recommended  that  Massachusetts  adopt  this 
feature  of  the  Vermont  law. 

The  present  provision  of  law,  that  where  a  company  shall 
be  found  inefficient  it  shall  be  disbanded,  and  the  number  of 
infantry  companies  be  reduced  to  sixty,  works  most  unfavor- 
ably ;  as  no  officer  will  recommend  the  inspection  of  a  com- 
pany of  his  command  with  a  view  to  its  disbandment,  know- 
ing, that,  if  disbanded,  the  organization  to  which  it  belongs 
will  be  reduced  as  to  number  of  companies :  therefore  it  is 
respectfully  recommended  that  this  section  be  amended,  so 
that  company  charters  may  be  transferred  from  one  locality 
to  another  when  it  shall  appear  that  the  first  location  of  the 
company  is  unfavorable  to  the  interests  of  the  service.  Some 
provision  of  this  nature  will  do  much  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  companies,  as  each  will  know  that  its  retention  in  the 
service  depends  wholly  upon  its  own  exertion  and  conduct. 
It  is  recommended  that  such  transfer  be  made  only  after  an 
inspection  held  by  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall 
demonstrate  the  inefficiency  of  the  company  in  question  and 
its  unfitness  for  service. 

All  general  and  sudden  changes  in  the  organization  of  the 
Militia  cannot  fail  to  be  disastrous  to  its  interests,  by  disheart- 
ening the  efficient  and  hard-working,  and  by  causing  a  wide- 
spread feeling  of  insecurity,  and  preventing  all  movements 
looking  toward  future  prosperity  and  worth.  Yet  it  is  be- 
lieved that  if  advantage  be  taken  of  the  facts  that  the  uni- 
forms now  owned  by  the  State  are  wearing  out  and  must 
eventually  be  replaced,  and  that  officers  now  hold  commis- 
sions for  five  years,  that  will  soon  expire,  gradually  the  Mili- 
tia may  be  re-organized,  so  as  to  make  it  not  only  more  valu- 
able, but  also  of  less  expense  to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  present  arrangement  of  infantry  into  battalions  and 
regiments  of  two,  four,  six,  and  eight  companies,  each  organ- 
ization having  a  large  staff  and  band,  is  not  only  expensive, 
but  is  not  attended  with  good  results. 
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Table,  showing  the  cost  to  the  State  of  a  two,  six,  and  eight  company  organi- 
zation from  the  time  it  leaves  Boston  for  camp  until  it  returns,  including 

mileage :  —

For  the  purpose  of  instruction,  a  man  in  a  two-company 
battalion  is  no  better  off  than  one  in  an  eight-company  regi- 
ment; yet  the  former  costs  the  State  annually  from  fifty  to 
seventy-five  per  cent  more  than  the  latter.  For  service,  a 
small  battalion  of  perhaps  sixty  enlisted  men,  with  six  com- 
pany and  eleven  staff  and  non-commissioned  staff  officers, 
however  well  disciplined,  however  brilliantly  uniformed,  or 
even  if  attended  by  a  large  band  and  drum-corps,  would  not 
have  as  great  a  moral  effect  upon  a  disorderly  crowd  as  the 
eight-company  regiment  of  two  hundred  and  forty  men  with 
the  same  headquarters  complement. 

Commands  of  few  companies,  located  near  each  other,  hav- 
ing facilities  for  frequent  consultation  and  meeting  for 
instruction,  should  be  more  efficient  than  larger  commands, 
widely  scattered :  except  in  the  large  cities,  whole  regiments 
cannot  well  be  so  located  as  to  permit  all  officers  to  meet 
frequently. 

These  small  commands  are,  as  at  present  constituted,  un- 
necessarily expensive. 

The  necessary  correspondence  between  State  and  organ- 
ization headquarters  is  largely  a  matter  of  form,  yet  is  volumi- 
nous. It  is  believed  that  the  advantage  of  having  small 
commands  located  in  one  neighborhood,  and  at  the  same  time 
reduce  the  expenses  and  correspondence,  may  be  had  by 
adopting  the  following  system,  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.     Regiments  to  consist  of  two  or  three  battalions,  of 
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four  companies  each.  Each  regiment  to  be  commanded  by 
a  Colonel,  assisted  by  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  one  Major  to 
each  battalion,  the  regimental  staff  to  remain  as  at  present. 
Each  battalion  to  be  composed  of  four  companies,  located  in 
one  neighborhood,  and  commanded,  for  the  purpose  of  instruc- 
tion, by  a  Major,  who  is  to  be  allowed  no  battalion  staff;  the 
Adjutant  and  Sergeant  Major,  when  the  services  of  such  offi- 
cers are  required,  to  be  temporarly  detailed  from  the  Lieuten- 
ants and  Sergeants  of  the  battalion.  Each  regiment  to  be 
the  unit  of  administration,  through  whose  headquarters  all 
correspondence  will  be  conducted.  Should  it  become  neces- 
sary to  increase  the  militia  force,  each  battalion  would  form 
the  nucleus  for  a  regiment,  having  in  its  ranks  ample  material 
for  officers  for  the  new  command. 

The  Majors  should  attend  the  regimental  officers'  school, 
and  at  the  battalion  officers'  schools  could  impart  the  instruc- 
tion they  had  received  at  the  regimental  meetings.  Offi- 
cers of  the  four  companies  situated  near  each  other  could 
attend  meetings  when  the  officers  of  eight  or  twelve  compan- 
ies could  not  assemble  without  great  inconvenience. 

By  the  adoption  of  this  system  of  twelve-company  or  three- 
battalion  regiments,  the  militia  correspondence  of  the  Adju- 
tant-General's office  would  be  reduced  fully  one-half,  and  the 
expense  of  five  battalion  headquarters,  armories,  and  bands 
would  be  saved.  The  organization  would  be  uniform,  and 
facilities  for  instruction  greatly  increased. 

Before  adopting  a  new  uniform,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
future  regulation  uniform  will  be  more  useful  than  the  pres- 
ent gaudily  trimmed,  uncomfortable  dress  affair.  It  would 
seem  proper  that  the  State  should  furnish  something  neat  and 
serviceable,  leaving  the  organization  to  procure  the  fancy 
ornamental  dress,  if  such  be  desired. 

This  system  has  worked  well  in  the  case  of  the  cavalry ;  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  equally 
practicable  if  applied  to  the  other  arms. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that'  the  maximum  of  in- 
fantry companies  be  increased.  No  additional  officers  or 
non-commissioned  officers  will  be  required,  as  there  are  enough 
now  for  a  force  of  ten  thousand  men,  organized  as  in  the 
present  Militia.  If  there  be  objection  to  the  expense,  it  is 
recommended  that  companies  be  permitted  to  enlist  not  over 
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ninety  men ;  the  State  to  pay  for  the  service  of  some  smaller 
number. 

In  concluding  my  Report,  I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to 
the  commanding  officers  of  all  the  organizations  which  have 
been  inspected,  for  the  courtesy  with  which  they  have  in  all 
cases  treated  the  officers  of  this  department  visiting  them 
officially  or  in  an  informal  manner. 

The  reports  of  the  Assistant  Inspectors-General,  transmitted 
herewith,  show  the  minute  care  which  has  been  taken  to 
make  the  inspections  thorough  and  systematic ;  and  to  those 
officers  who  were  immediately  charged  with  the  inspection  of 
the  troops,  I  am  greatly  obliged  for  their  faithful  and  patient 
performance  of  their  onerous  duties.

General,  —  In  compliance  with  your  instructions  I  inspected 
the  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  M.V.M.,on  Boston  Common,  on  the 
afternoon  of  Tuesday,  May  29,  and  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  Report,  — 

The  Corps  received  Major-Gen.  Cunningham,  Adjutant-General, 
and  other  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  at 
the  State  House,  and  escorted  them  to  the  Common,  where  battalion 
line  was  formed  for  review,  at  2.45,  p.m. 

The  passage  in  review  was  well  executed,  the  men  march e*d 
steadily,  with  heads  and  ej'es  to  the  front ;  distances  and  align- 
ments were  well  preserved. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  is  called  to  Par.  755  of  the  Tactics, 
which  prescribes,  that,  in  saluting,  the  sword-blade  shall  incline 
downwards  and  to  the  front,  not  to  the  right. 

Officers  should  commence  to  salute  when  six  yards  from  the  re- 
viewing officer,  and  return  to  the  carry  when  they  have  passed 
him  by  six  yards  (page  355,  Tactics).  In  several  instances  the 
salute  was  given  too  soon,  and  the  carry  resumed  before  passing 
the  reviewing  officer  by  the  prescribed  distance. 

Marching  in  quick  time,  especially  at  review,  there  seems  to  be 
no  authority  in  Tactics  permitting  officers  to  carry  their  swords  in 
an}r  position  other  than  at  carry. 

On  the  termination  of  the  review,  the  battalion  was  at  once 
formed  for  inspection.  At  the  command  open  order,  some  of  the 
company  commanders  neglected  to  verify  the  position  of  their 
guides. 

The  column  having  been  properly  formed,  the  inspection  as  to 
general  appearance  was  held :  the  men  were  well  set  up,  and  in 
most  cases  knapsacks  and  accoutrements  were  properly  adjusted. 
Considerable  attention  had  evidently  been  given  to  the  matter  of 
collars  (criticised  at  the  inspection  at  Camp  Rice  in  1876)  ;  and, 
while  there  was  a  marked  improvement  in  this  respect,  there  yet 
remains  much  to  be  done  to  secure  uniformity. 

Officers  and  men  were  in  proper  position,  and  remained  steady 
during  inspection. 

The  minute  inspection  of  arms  and  equipments  followed  the 
inspection  as  to  general  appearance. 
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The  Adjutant  gave  all  necessary  commands  for  the  inspection 
of  the  non-commissioned  staff  and  the  color-guard ;  the  smooth- 
ness with  which  the  various  movements  were  executed  is  a  strong 
point  in  favor  of  the  form  adopted  (which  is  an  amplification  of 
that  prescribed  by  Tactics) . 

The  companies  were  inspected  in  succession ;  and  every  thing 
was  found  to  be  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  four  rifles 
somewhat  rust3T. 

The  band  presented  a  fair  appearance,  and  seemed  to  be  familiar 
with  its  duties. 

On  the  termination  of  the  inspection,  knapsacks  were  laid  aside, 
and  line  formed  for  battalion  drill.  This  drill  was  an  unusually 
fine  one,  embracing  every  thing  laid  down  in  the  Tactics,  with  the 
exception  of  the  firings  and  the  advance  in  line :  there  was  no 
unnecessary  repetition  of  the  simple  movements  in  column,  no 
time  was  wasted,  one  movement  following  another  in  rapid  succes- 
sion, showing  the  result  of  careful  study  and  drill  during  the  win- 
ter. The  guides  and  markers  were  promptly  on  hand  when 
required,  and  to  their  thorough  acquaintance  with  their  duties  the 
excellence  of  the  drill  was  largely  due. 

The  afternoon  exercises  terminated  with  a  dress  parade,  which 
was  faultless  in  form,  but  weak  in  the  execution  of  the  manual. 

After  dress  parade,  knapsacks  were  resumed,  battalion  line 
formed,  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  escorted  to  the  State 
House,  and  the  corps  conducted  to  its  armory  and  there  dismissed. 
The  weather  was  extremely  favorable  for  the  exercise  ;  the  attend- 
ance of  members  of  the  corps,  fair.

The  inspection  of  this  command  demonstrated,  that,  with  the 
single  exception  of  the  condition  of  the  pieces,  improvement 
has  been  made  in  ever}-  respect  since  the  encampment  of  1876. 
The  camp  was  located  on  the  ground  occupied  in  1876,  was  simi- 
larly laid  out,  and  governed  b\T  the  same  regulations.  The  weather 
was  not  entirely  favorable  ;  heav}r  showers  occurring  each  day, 
on  Thursday  during  the  formal  inspection,  and  on  Frida}'  during 
the  review  bjr  the  Commander-in-Chief.  The  grounds  were  care- 
fully policed,   twice   each  da}*,   and   the  camp  was  at  all  times 
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neat  and  clean.  Strict  discipline  was  maintained ;  no  noise  was 
heard  during  the  night ; '  attendance  at  roll-calls  was  all  that  could 
be  desired ;  while  under  arms  the  men  were  steady  and  attentive 
to  their  duties,  and  at  all  times  they  observed  strictly  the  require- 
ments of  militaiy  courtes}^.  Guard-duty  was  well  performed,  all 
being  familiar  with  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  sentinel,  and  giving 
evidence  of  careful  and  thorough  instruction. 

The  two  reviews  were  creditably  performed ;  that  on  Friday 
being  correct  with  the  single  fault  on  the  part  of  the  musicians,  of 
omitting  to  sound  the  prescribed  "  march,"  at  the  termination  of 
the  review,  until  ordered  to  do  so.  On  Thursda}',  the  formal  inspec- 
tion of  the  command  and  camp  took  place.  At  the  review  previ- 
ous to  this  inspection,  the  non-commissioned  staff,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Sergeant  Major,  were  out  of  position,  and  their  salute 
was  not  as  prescribed.  The  passage  in  review  was  marred  at  the 
start  by  loss  of  distance,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  line  had  been 
formed  too  far  to  the  right.  At  the  inspection,  the  commanding 
officer  took  post  at  the  head  of  the  column  too  soon,  and  the  com- 
mand order  arms  was  not  given  at  the  prescribed  time.  The 
general  appearance  of  the  command  was  excellent,  being  greatly 
improved  by  the  adoption  of  a  linen  collar  of  uniform  width  ; 
eveiy  coat  was  buttoned  ;  waist-belts  and  knapsacks  were  property 
adjusted.  The  more  minute  inspection  of  the  men  found  many  of 
the  rifles  rusty.  While  the  constant  dampness  accounted  in  a  meas- 
ure for  this  unusual  condition  of  the  arms,  it  could  not  be  con- 
sidered an  excuse  for  the  neglect :  many  of  the  rifles  were  perfectly 
clean.  Officers  and  men  showed  that  they  were  thoroughly  famil- 
iar with  their  duties  at  this  ceremonj^.  At  the  inspection  of 
quarters,  every  thing  was  found  in  excellent  order,  the  band- 
quarters  especially  showing  improvement  as  to  neatness  over  the 
camp  of  1876.  The  tents  throughout  the  command  appeared 
unusuallv  well,  owing  to  the  uniform  arrangement  of  their  contents. 

The  Hospital  department,  in  the  absence  of  the  Surgeon,  was  in 
charge  of  the  Assistant-Surgeon,  whose  duties,  owing  to  the  healthy 
condition  of  the  command,  were  chiefly  in  the  signal  department ; 
his  arrangement  of  the  thermometers,  and  the  case  that  protected 
them,  is  especially  to  be  commended.  The  sinks  were  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Assistant-Surgeon  and  Officer  of  the  Da}',  and 
were  in  excellent  condition. 

Voluntaiy  target-practice,  under  the  direction  of  an  officer,  was 
held  daily,  at  a  range  of  one  hundred  yards,  located  in  rear  of  the 
camp.  Each  man  was  allowed  five  rounds,  no  sighting  shots,  posi- 
tion standing,  highest  possible  score  25.  Sixty-five  (Go)  members 
c 
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of  the  corps  took  part  in  the  exercise ;  the  highest  single  score 
made  was  23  ;  the  highest  average  (three  days  shooting)  was  21.33. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  is  called  to  the  prescribed  manner 
of  drawing  and  returning  the  sword  (pp.  752-763,  Tactics).  In 
establishing  guides,  officers  should  not  touch  the  guides  with  their 
hands  ;  a  word  or  motion  of  the  sword  is  quite  as  effective,  and 
presents  a  much  better  appearance. 

Members  of  this  command,  both  officers  and  men,  by  their  con- 
stant attention  to  minute  details  show  their  determination  to  main- 
tain their  corps  in  a  position  equal  to  any  militia  organization  and 
second  to  none. 

It  is  reported  that  special  orders  from  the  Adjutant-General's 
office  are  required  to  be  copied  into  the  orderly  books.  I  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  permission  be  granted  to  preserve 
them  in  adhesive  files,  in  the  same  manner  as  general  orders  and 
circulars  are  filed. 

Lieut. -Col.  Edmands,  and  the  other  officers  of  the  corps,  assisted 
in  every  possible  wa}7  to  make  the  inspection  thorough  and  com- 
plete ;  and  thanks  are  due  them  for  constant  attention  and  courtesy 
to  me,  as  the  representative  of  the  Inspector's  department.

The  afternoon  of  the  16th  was  devoted  to  the  review  of  the 
corps  by  Brig. -Gen.  Sutton  of  the  Second  Brigade,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  short  drill  in  battalion  movements. 

The  ceremony  of  the  review  was  well  performed  ;  the  men  stand- 
ing and  marching  steadity,  and  the  officers  being  well  posted  in 
their  various  duties.  The  second  company  lost  distance  in  march- 
ing past  the  reviewing  officer ;  so  that  in  coming  into  line  at  the 
close  of  the  review,  there  was  a  distance  of  two  j^ards  between  the 
first  and  second  companies.  The  drill  which  followed  the  review 
was  very  good,  but  the  same  loss  of  distance  was  noticed  as  in  the 
review. 

The  corps  was  mustered  before  dress  parade,  and  the  muster 
was  preceded  by  a  careful  inspection  by  the  commander.  This  was 
done  each  evening :  the  men  were  very  steady  and  attentive. 
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At  roll-call  the  men  were  prompt ;  at  reveille  and  tattoo  the 
different  companies  were  formed  in  two  ranks  ;  and  at  parade  rest, 
during  the  sounding  of  the  calls,  gave  strict  attention,  and  answered 
promptly,  and  when  dismissed  were  orderly  and  quiet.  At  taps 
lights  were  promptly  extinguished,  and  the  camp  was  perfectly 
quiet.  Men  seemed  to  respect  their  officers,  and  saluted  veiy  gen- 
erally ;  and  the  cases  were  very  rare  when  this  wras  neglected. 

The  discipline  generally  was  excellent,  and  the  camp  was  more 
nearly  what  a  Militia  camp  should  be  than  any  I  have  before  in- 
spected. The  sanitarj^  condition  of  the  camp  was  excellent :  there 
was  no  litter  of  any  kind,  either  on  the  parade-ground  or  within 
the  lines  of  the  camp.  The  sinks  were  carefully  and  frequently 
covered,  and  were  kept  in  good  order.  Bedding  was  taken  imme- 
diately after  reveille,  and  placed  in  tents  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  after  retreat  was  replaced  in  the  tents  for  the  night :  in  the 
middle  of  the  day,  those  that  were  damp  from  any  cause  were  placed 
on  the  grass  in  the  sun.  When  the  bedding  was  taken  from  the 
tents,  the  tent- walls  were  looped  up,  and  remained  so  until  the 
bedding  was  replaced. 

There  was  target-practice  each  day,  but  no  skirmish-drill. 

Books  and  papers  were  neatly  and  carefully  kept ;  the  only  notice- 
able error  being  that  the  companj^  orders  were  signed  by  the  First 
Sergeants,  "  By  order  of"  the  Captains,  instead  of  by  the  Captains 
themselves.  Attention  was  called  to  this,  and  the  proper  method 
explained. 

At  the  review  and  inspection  on  Friday  morning,  improvement 
on  that  of  the  previous  day  was  noticed. 

The  weather  was  pleasant,  slight  showers  only  occurring  on  the 
days  of  inspection.  The  location  of  the  camp  near  the  sea-shore 
seemed  to  be  very  favorable  to  health,  the  sea  breeze  tempering 
the  heat.

Consolidated  Inspection  Report  of  Second  Brigade,  M.V.M., 
Brig. -Gen.  Eben  Sutton,  commanding,  at  South  Framingham, 
Aug.  21-26  (inclusive),  1877. 

Books,  Records,  and  Papers  at  General  Headquarters. 

Order  Books.  — Brigade,  general,  and  special  orders  and  indorse- 
ments are  written  out  in  full  in  regular  sequence,  in  separate  books, 
according  to  number  of  order  or  date  of  indorsement ;  general  and 
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special  orders  from  the  office  of  the  Adjutant-General  are  kept  in 
order  of  sequence  in  separate  adhesive  files. 

The  brigade  roster  is  kept  in  the  roster-book,  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Adjutant-General's  office  ;  the  enlistment  roll- 
book  of  the  brigade  non-commissioned  staff  is  properly  kept  in 
the  prescribed  book ;  the  propertj^-book  is  properly  kept,  allowing 
one  page  to  each  period  for  which  returns  are  made. 

General  orders  issued  from  each  regimental  or  battalion  head- 
quarters are  kept  in  separate  adhesive  files  ;  those  of  each  organi- 
zation together,  in  regular  order.  Letters  received  are  in  two  files, 
—  one  comprising  those  from  superior  headquarters,  the  other  those 
from  inferior, 

All  leaves  of  absence  are  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose. All  books  are  written  up  to  date,  and  are  models  that  may 
wTell  be  followed. 

General  Remarks. 

The  brigade  headquarters  were  especially  remarkable  for  the  good 
example  set  for  the  enlisted  men  of  the  command  in  the  matter  of 
military  courtesy  :  all  distinctions  prescribed  by  tactics  and  regula- 
tion were  most  scrupulously  observed ;  officers  and  members  of 
the  non-commissioned  staff  never  meeting  officially  without  exchan- 
ging the  prescribed  salutes.  The  new  brigade  non-commissioned 
staff  appeared  for  the  first  time,  and  proved  very  useful :  they  were 
constantly  employed  each  in  his  department,  and  relieved  the  sev- 
eral staff  officers  of  much  routine  duty. 

The  brigade  commander  and  the  members  of  his  staff  labored 
constantly  to  render  the  camp  instructive  and  profitable :  the  ex- 
cessive heat  and  rain  on  the  last  day  interfered  seriously  with 
drill.  Still  the  camp  will  compare  favorably  with  any  held  before, 
except  in  the  matter  of  guard-duty,  which,  with  occasional  indi- 
vidual exceptions,  was  very  poorly  performed  ;  far  behind  that  of 
the  last  encampment.  This  discreditable  state  of  affairs  seemed 
to  be  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  man}'  of  the  men  in  camp  were 
newly  enlisted,  and  the  several  battalion  and  regimental  command- 
ers generally  detailed  these  new  men  for  this  duty,  in  order  to 
retain  the  better  informed  men  for  the  various  battalion  exercises. 
All  should  remember  that  in  the  brigade  encampments,  sentinels 
are  the  most  conspicuous  persons,  and  any  ignorance  shown  by  a 
sentinel  reflects  seriously  on  the  entire  command. 

The  police  of  the  camp  was  at  times  each  day  excellent,  but 
there  appeared  to  be  no  person  outside  of  the  brigade  headquarters 
who  made  it  his  business  to  keep  the  camp  clean  :  all  the  camps 
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when  inspected  appeared  well,  but  in  some  cases  a  visit  later  in 
the  day  discovered  considerable  litter.  Brigade  headquarters  at 
all  times  appeared  neat  and  clean. 

The  arrangement  of  tents  at  headquarters  was  very  convenient 
and  comfortable,  in  the  form  of  a  rectangle,  —  the  reception  and 
office  tents  at  the  end  next  the  line,  the  sleeping  tents  on  the  sides, 
dining- tent  at  the  end  opposite  the  line,  servants'  tents  to  the  rear 
of  the  dining-tent.  The  arrangement  of  tents  on  the  line  was  not 
as  convenient  in  many  respects  as  it  might  have  been  ;  by  allowing 
a  separate  street  to  each  company,  the  organizations  were  crowded 
together :  there  were  no  well-defined  intervals  between  the  bat- 
talions, the  streets  were  narrow,  and  the  camp  had  a  confused 
appearance.  The  battalion  and  regimental  headquarters  tents 
were  arranged  either  upon  two  sides  of  a  triangle  or  upon  three 
sides  of  a  square,  and  were  both  convenient  and  comfortable  ;  the 
sinks  were  at  some  distance  in  rear,  were  thoroughly  attended  to, 
and  were  in  no  way  offensive. 

With  exception  of  brigade  guard-mounting,  all  brigade  exer- 
cises were  creditably  rendered,  especially  the  review  before  .His 
Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  on  Friday,  Aug.  24.  The 
trouble  with  brigade  guard-mounting  was  due  to  the  ignorance  of 
those  detailed  for  the  guard ;  new  men  appearing  at  each  cere- 
mon}^,  the  instructions  had  to  be  constantly  repeated,  and  while 
considerable  improvement  wTas  made  during  the  week,  the  subject 
should  be  studied  before  the  next  encampment  by  all  company 
officers. 

Lights  were  very  generally  extinguished  at  "  taps  "  in  tents  of 
enlisted  men,  and  the  nights  were  fairly  quiet :  owing  to  the 
extreme  heat,  it  was  difficult  for  the  men  to  sleep  during  the  early 
part  of  the  night ;  after  midnight  the  camp  was  verj'  still ;  and  at 
no  time  was  there  any  of  the  old-time  uproar,  loud  singing,  or 
shouting. 

With  the  single  exception  of  brigade  headquarters,  too  great 
familiarity  existed  between  officers  and  men.  With  the  putting 
on  of  uniform  and  coming  to  camp,  the  equality  of  citizens  should 
for  the  time  disappear ;  and  all  officers  and  men  should  consider 
the  requirements  of  military  courtesy  as  binding  upon  them  when 
out  of  ranks  as  when  under  arms.  Salutes  were  given  and 
returned  with  care  in  man}7  organizations  ;  but  the  custom  was  not 
uniform,  some  men  being  noticeably  deficient  in  this  respect.  The 
men  of  the  Ninth  Battalion  are  entitled  to  the  greatest  credit,  both 
for  the  attention  to  saluting  and  the  manner  of  performing  guard- 
duty  :  the  First  and  Fifth  came  next  in  order  of  excellence  in  this 
respect. 
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With  reference  to  the  formal  inspections,  as  compared  with  those 
of  last  encampment,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  reports  submitted 
herewith,  that  the  First  Battalion,  as  last  year,  should  give  atten- 
tion to  the  care  of  arms,  uniformity  of  equipment,  and  position  of 
the  field  music  at  inspection  :  the  battalion  is  credited  with 
marked  advancement  in  efficiency  of  its  officers  and  discipline  of  its 
men. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  are  cautioned,  as  last  year,  as  to  the  care  of 
arms  :  in  all  other  respects  they  seem  to  have  materially  advanced. 

The  Seventh  Battalion  are  credited  with  caring  properly  for 
their  arms,  and  presenting  a  fine  appearance  at  the  inspection  ;  but 
the  color-guard  needs  instruction  as  to  its  duties.  As  last  year, 
the  battalion  is  criticised  for  its  hick  of  attention  to  officers.  The 
large  number  of  absentees  is  also  to  be  remarked. 

The  Eighth  Regiment  seem  to  have  improved  in  many  points 
criticised  last  year,  yet  appeared  to  great  disadvantage :  the 
attendance  was  very  poor. 

The  Ninth  Battalion  are  admonished  to  take  better  care  of  their 
arms,  Co.  UH"  being  reported  for  gross  neglect;  the  police  of 
quarters  and  camp  of  the  Ninth  Battalion  is  adversely,  criticised. 

Battery  u  A"  has  improved  in  many  respects;  being  still  defi- 
cient in  attention  to  officers  and  ' '  setting  up ' '  of  the  men. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry  are  still  weak  in  the  matter  of 
attention  to  officers. 

The  First  Battalion  and  Fifth  Regiment  have  added  greatly  to 
their  appearance  by  adopting  a  neat  shako  in  place  of  the  dress 
hat  formerly  worn  by  them.

Agreeably  to  orders  I  inspected  this  battalion  on  the  morning 
of  Aug.  23.  As  the  time  fixed  for  the  ceremony  was  in  the  heat 
of  the  clay,  and  the  weather  was  intensely  warm,  I  directed,  after 
the  inspection  of  dress  and  general  appearance,  that  the  three  left 
companies  and  the  band  be  marched  to  their  quarters  until  I  had 
finished  with  the  arms  and  equipments  of  the  right  wing.  The 
heat  also  prevented  my  being  as  thorough  as  would  otherwise  have 
been  the  case. 

The  entire  battalion  (officers  and  men)  appeared  in  white  panta- 
loons, which  were  in  most  cases  extremely  ill-fitting  and  poorly 
made,  detracting  very  much  from  the  soldierly  appearance  of  those 
who  wore  them :  white  cross-belts  were  also  worn,  with  a  brass 
plate  on  the  breast ;  in  one  compairy  this  plate  was  of  an*  entirely 
different  pattern  from  all  the  others.  No  one  gave  the  orders  for 
the  inspection  of  the  non-commissioned  staff  until  I  requested  the 
Adjutant  to  do  so  :  the  stack  arms  in  the  color-guard  was  poor ; 
the  stacks  would  not  stand  until  the  second  attempt.  I  notice,  in 
all  the  organizations  I  have  inspected,  that  more  or  less  of  the 
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bayonets  are  badly  marred  by  blows  received  in  making  and  break- 
ing stacks.  I  therefore  think  it  important  that  the  Militia  be 
instructed  in  the  proper  use  of  the  hooks  attached  to  the  upper 
bands  of  all  the  guns  at  present  in  the  hands  of  the  troops. 

There  is  considerable  want  of  attention  to  the  inside  of  the  bar- 
rels apparent  in  the  guns  of  this  battalion ;  many  are  rust}'  about 
the  interior  of  the  muzzle  and  are  otherwise  dirty ;  a  few  of  the 
butt-plates  have  been  scoured  bright.  As  this  plate  is  specially 
exposed,  this  is  a  state  of  things  which  will  be  very  liable  to  in- 
crease, as  it  requires  the  utmost  care  to  remove  rust  without  taking 
off  the  browning.  Aside  from  the  above  defects,  the  arms  are  in 
a  perfectly  serviceable  condition  and  complete  in  all  their  parts. 

The  company  musicians  were  at  first  massed  with  the  band  ; 
when  finally  properly  posted,  many  of  them  had  their  drums  on 
the  ground  when  inspected.  The  uniforms,  aside  from  the  white 
pantaloons,  are  in  fair  condition  and  fit  very  well ;  waist-belts  and 
cartridge-boxes  are  well  preserved  and  serviceable ;  one  company 
had  two  different  patterns  of  cartridge-boxes,  a  portion  being  com- 
pany property  brought  to  camp  through  mistake  ;  the  knapsacks 
need  repairs,  some  being  badly  torn.  The  quarters  and  camp 
were  found  upon  inspection  to  be  excellently  neat ;  at  inspection 
of  quarters  the  men  were  in  fatigue  dress,  but  were  properly  posted. 
The  sinks  and  kitchens  are  well  cared  for ;  salutes  are  quite  gen- 
erally exchanged. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Lieut. -Col.  Berry  for  his  assistance  in  the 
inspection  of  books  and  papers:  below  I  quote  from  his  re- 
marks :  — 

"  There  is  a  tendency  to  keep  too  many  books,  by  dividing  the 
orders  issued  from  the  various  headquarters,  and  keeping  a  separate 
book  for  each.  While  it  is  commendable  in  officers  to  separate  the 
different  orders  under  their  appropriate  heads,  yet  in  view  of  the 
complaints  that  have  been  made  in  regard  to  the  increased  duties 
required  of  officers,  it  would  seem  that  the  proper  recording  of 
orders  in  the  orderly-book  would  simplify  matters,  and  there  would 
be  a  more  uniform  style  of  keeping  the  books  required.  The  head- 
quarters books  are  neatly  kept ;  but  a  page  of  the  property-book  is 
used  eveiy  six  months,  being  closed  when  the  semi-annual  return 
is  made  and  a  new  page  opened.  This  method  is  not  as  good  as 
that  generally  adopted,  of  keeping  this  account  continuously  as  in 
the  last  wa}r  it  can  be  seen  at  a  glance  how  many  changes  have 
been  made,  while  b}-  the  method  in  use  two  or  three  pages  must  be 
turned  to  obtain  the  same  information.  Company  books  generally 
7 
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were  well  kept,  only  a  few  errors  of  minor  importance  being  ob- 
served ;  attention  was  called  to  them,  and  the  proper  methods 
suggested.'' 

This  is  the  first  time  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to  notice  this 
battalion  since  its  re-organization ;  and  I  was  very  much  pleased 
with  the  advancement  it  has  made  in  discipline  and  the  apparent 
efficiency  of  its  officers.

This  battalion  is  composed  of  men  who  seem  determined  (both 
the  officers  and  those  in  the  ranks)  to  do  their  whole  duty,  so  far 
as  they  are  instructed  and  circumstances  will  allow.  Salutes 
are  much  more  generally  exchanged  between  officers  and  men 
than  has  formerly  been  the  custom  in  the  Militia,  and  at  no  time 
did  I  witness  any  unseemly  disorder  about  the  camp.  Not 
having  had  occasion  to  remark  this  command  when  in  camp  last 
}rear,  I  am  unable  to  state  upon  my  personal  knowledge  as  to  the 
advancement  it  has  since  made.  I  am  informed,  however,  that  a 
decided  improvement  has  been  made  in  discipline,  and  that  the 
ranks  are  fuller  than  was  the  case  last  }Tear.  A  change  recently 
made  in  the  dress-hat  has,  in  my  opinion,  added  greatly  to  the 
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soldierly  appearance  of  the  men,  and  without  a  doubt  is  conducive 
to  a  great  deal  of  comfort. 

Owing  to  the  intense  heat,  all  drills  in  the  middle  of  the  day 
were  omitted,  by  advice  of  the  brigade  Medical  Director  ;  this 
action  resulted  in  my  not  witnessing  an}T  drills  while  in  camp.  I 
am  therefore  unable  to  report  in  this  particular. 

The  formal  inspection  passed  off  with  but  few  errors,  and  these 
were  of  but  small  importance ;  the  non-commissioned  staff  wore 
knapsacks,  but  had  not  been  properly  instructed  how  to  unsling 
and  unpack  them  ;  the  color-guard  did  not  order  arms  when  the 
Colonel  gave  the  command  to  the  regiment ;  some  companies  had 
tompions  in  their  guns,  and  others  did  not.  I  noticed  but  one  coat 
which  was  not  fully  buttoned.  Quite  a  number  of  waist-belts  were 
loose  and  poorly  put  on.  I  find  the  arms  of  the  entire  command 
are  very  well  cared  for ;  there  being  scarcely  any  appearance  of 
rust,  except  just  at  the  muzzle  inside  the  barrel,  caused,  probably, 
by  moisture  collecting  around  the  tompion.  A  very  considerable 
number  of  the  guns  were  oily  and  dirty  inside  the  barrels. 

The  entire  camp  was  perfectly  policed,  and  the  sinks  well  cared 
for  ;  the  latter  being  covered  twice  each  day  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Surgeons.  At  inspection  of  quarters  I  found  the  men  in 
full  uniform,  properly  drawn  up  in  front  of  their  respective  tents. 
All  tents  were  floored,  and  every  thing  about  them  was  neat  and  in 
perfect  order.  The  bedding  (during  the  day)  was  carefully  piled 
up  at  one  side  of  the  tent. 

All  the  roll-calls  I  witnessed  were  under  the  supervision  of  a 
commissioned  officer,  and  the  men  were  standing  in  the  ranks 
quietly  and  in  a  soldier-like  manner.  The  men  did  not  turn  out 
very  promptly  at  "reveille,"  and  when  they  finally  fell  into  the 
ranks,  their  style  of  dress  was  somewhat  varied  ;  but  all  roll-calls 
were  over  within  ten  minutes  after  the  call  ceased. 

At  "taps"  on  Aug.  22  (the  only  night  I  passed  in  camp)  the 
lights  were  immediately  extinguished  in  the  quarters  of  the  enlist- 
ed men,  but  w^ere  left  burning  for  an  indefinite  period  in  the  tents 
occupied  by  commissioned  officers.  This  is  contrary  to  what  I 
have  previously  seen  practised  in  encampments  of  our  Militia,  and 
does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  proper.  I  think  the  officers  should 
feel  it  a  d\ity  to  set  an  example  in  this  matter. 

Attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  remarks  of  Lieut. -Col. 
Berry  upon  the  books  and  papers  of  the  First  Battalion,  which  will 
apply  generally  to  those  of  this  regiment.  My  thanks  are  also  due 
Lieut. -Col.  Berry  for  assistance  in  inspecting  the  books  and  pa- 
pers of  this  command.

Owing  to  the  temporary  illness  of  the  adjutant,  his  duties  at 
inspection  were  undertaken  by  the  Quartermaster.  Aside  from  the 
mistakes  made  by  this  officer  (which  were  excusable  under  the  cir- 
cumstances) ,  the  inspection  passed  off  very  satisfactorily  and  with 
but  few  errors,  which  were  of  minor  importance.  The  arms  of 
this  battalion  are  all  in  good  and  serviceable  condition  ;  those 
of  Co.  "I"  are  especially  commendable  for  the  care  taken 
with  them.  These  guns  were  issued  in  the  month  of  May  of  the 
present  year.  The  knapsacks  need  a  little  money  expended  upon 
them,  when  they  will  be  in  a  fairly  serviceable  condition.  Belts 
and  cartridge-boxes  are  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 

Two  staff  officers  did  not  have  the  State  buttons  on  their  coats. 
The  stack  arms  in  the  color-guard  was  executed  by  numbers  one 
and  four  of  the  front  rank,  who  stepped  one  pace  to  the  front,  and 
then  closed  in  to  the  centre  in  order  to  do  it ;  one  enlisted  man 
had  no  fatigue-cap  ;  one  company  had  tompions  in  the  guns,  and 
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the  other  had  none  ;  many  of  the  coats  of  the  enlisted  men  appear 
to  be  too  large  for  them,  and  wrinkle  badly  on  the  back. 

I  found  the  quarters  in  excellent  condition  :  all  the  tents  in  use 
were  floored,  and  the  property  inside  arranged  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner, the  bedding  being  neatly  piled  up  at  one  side,  out  of  the  way. 
The  men  were  drawn  up  in  full  uniform  in  front  of  their  respective 
quarters,  and  stood  at  attention  as  required  by  the  Tactics.  The 
camp  was  excellently  policed,  no  dirt  or  refuse  of  any  kind  being 
visible.  The  sink,  which  is  a  temporary  structure,  erected  by  the 
battalion  at  the  expense  of  its  members,  was  well  cared  for  under 
direction  of  the  Surgeons.  The  walls  of  all  the  tents  were  raised, 
it  being  very  hot  and  dry.  I  regret  that  want  of  time  prevented 
me  from  visiting  this  command  during  roll-calls,  thereby  rendering 
it  impossible  for  me  to  report  upon  the  manner  in  which  this  duty 
was  done. 

There  is  a  considerable  lack  of  interest  among  the  members  of 
this  battalion,  as  is  shown  by  the  small  number  present  at  camp. 
The  commander  of  the  battalion  seems  to  be  energetic,  and  the 
members  of  his  staff  know  their  duties  and  attend  to  them ;  but 
there  is  a  lack  of  military  courtesy  between  the  officers  and  men. 
I  also  noticed  that  company  commanders  did  not  appear  to  have 
proper  control  over  the  men  when  out  of  the  ranks.

The  regiment  was  inspected  on  the  morning  of  Wednesda}', 
Aug.  22.  Having  entered  camp  the  preceding  day,  no  special 
preparation  for  the  inspection  had  been  made.  The  day  was  one 
of  the  hottest  of  the  season,  and  unfavorable  for  the  ceremony. 
This  regiment  made  a  fine  appearance  at  the  inspection  held  in  the 
spring  hy  order  of  the  brigade  commander,  but  on  this  occasion  it 
did  not  do  itself  justice.  Many  of  the  men  appeared  to  be  newly 
enlisted  and  not  thoroughly  instructed  ;  their  steadiness  being  the

commendable  feature.  The  compairy  officers  seemed  ill  at  ease, 
and  often  gave  incorrect  commands,  thereby  confusing  the  men. 

The  company  officers  should  all  be  required  to  supply  them- 
selves with  the  regulation  sword  and  belt,  and  not  retain  their 
present  equipments  of  many  different  patterns.  Their  sword 
manual  is  also  different  from  that  prescribed  b}r  Upton's  Tactics. 
Arms  are  generally  well  cared  for.  Those  of  the  Marblehead 
company7  were  generally  rust}'.  This  is  due,  in  a  measure,  to  the 
fact  that  the  company  has  no  armor}7,  having  recently  been  burned 
out,  and  that  the  company  was  obliged  to  perform  guard-duty  at 
the  fire.  The  pieces  throughout  the  command  should  occasionally 
be  oiled.  The  uniforms  are  in  very  fair  condition ;  but  in  many 
cases,  having  been  made  for  other  than  the  present  members,  are 
ill-fitting,  and  cannot  be  hooked  at  the  neck  or  buttoned  through- 
out. Tompions  were  generally  carried  in  the  muzzles  of  the 
pieces  at  inspection.  This  is  believed  to  be  improper,  although 
there  is  no  State  order  prohibiting  it. 

The  police  and  arrangement  of  the  regimental  camp  was  ex- 
cellent, and  deserves  commendation.  In  each  company  a  tent  was 
reserved  for  the  storage  of  bed-sacks  during  the  da}*,  which  is  to 
be  commended.  The  dining- tent,  affording  room  for  the  entire 
regiment  to  mess  together,  was  a  new  feature,  one  apparently 
satisfactory  to  all,  and  certainly  pleasing  in  appearance. 

Guard-duty  as  performed  by  members  of  this  command,  so  far 
as  observed,  was  poor  in  the  extreme,  the  men  appearing  entirely 
uhinstructed.  Commanding  officers  should  remember  that  in  no 
one  respect  can  more  credit  or  discredit  be  gained  than  by  the 
selection  of  men  for  guard-duty,  especially  at  brigade  encamp- 
ments. The  neatest  and  best  informed  should  be  detailed,  as  a 
single  slovenly  or  ignorant  sentinel  will  materiall}*  injure  the  repu- 
tation of  his  regiment. 

The  large  number  of  absentees  is  to  be  remarked :  the  excuse 
that  they  were  detained  by  demands  of  business  is  doubtless 
sufficient  for  the  men ;  but  officers  should  take  warning  from  the 
frequent  rendering  of  this  excuse,  and  endeavor  to  enlist  in  their 
companies  only  such  men  as  can  perform  the  militar}T  dut}T  required 
by  the  State,  or  such  as  will  agree  to  pay  the  fines  prescribed  by 
law  for  absence  from  such  duty.  The  encampment  should  be 
attended  by  every  enlisted  man  as  well  as  b}T  eveiy  officer,  it  being 
the  only  occasion  when  thorough  instruction  in  regimental  exer- 
cises can  be  received.  The  regiment  should  devote  considerable 
time  to  drill  and  study,  that  there  may  be  no  possibility^  of  again 
appearing  to  so  great  a  disadvantage. 
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To  Lieut. -Col.  A.  Hun  Berry,  A.I.G.,  I  am  indebted  for  the 
inspection  of  company  books  and  papers,  who  makes  the  following 
report :  — 

4 'Co.  H.  has  sixteen  books  of  record  opened;  viz.,  one  each 
for  regimental  and  brigade  orders  and  orders  from  the  office  of  the 
Adjutant-General  (which  are  copied),  company  records,  drills  and 
meetings,  uniforms,  property,  treasurer's  ledger,  journal  and  com- 
pany fund  account,  executive  committee,  enlistment  roll,  First 
Sergeant's  and  books  for  orders  filed.  While  the  captain  of  this 
company  is  to  be  commended  for  the  great  pains  he  has  taken  for 
the  care,  neatness,  and  completeness  of  his  books  of  record,  yet  his 
method  is  too  complex  for  the  limited  time  that  can  be  devoted  to 
the  keeping  of  books  by  the  commanders  of  companies  generally. 
The  books  generally  throughout  the  regiment  were  well  kept ;  but 
the\'  differed  in  the  method  of  keeping,  some  having  all  orders 
copied  in  them,  whether  received  or  issued  ;  some  having  all  author- 
ized orders  filed  ;  others  being  used  for  general  or  special  orders,  or 
orders  from  regimental,  brigade,  or  State  headquarters.  In  the 
absence  of  official  instruction,  suggestions  as  to  keeping  them  were 
made  in  accordance  with  such  orders  and  circulars  as  have  been 
issued,  and  such  other  information  as  could  be  obtained  upon  con- 
sultation."

In  regard  to  attendance,  there  seems  to  be  the  usual  percentage 
of  absences  :  this  would  be  remedied  by  a  larger  maximum  number 
being  authorized  to  be  mustered,  as  it  appears  to  be  impossible  to 
get  a  full  attendance,  owing  to  business  and  other  imperative 
engagements. 

The  weather  on  the  clay  of  the  inspection  was  extremely  hot ;  it 
being  one  of  the  hottest  days  of  the  season.     It  is  the  opinion  of 
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a  great  many  of  the  officers,  that  a  later  part  of  the  season  is  much 
better  than  the  early  time  appointed  this  year,  both  as  regards 
attendance  and  health. 

The  men  were  very  steady  in  the  ranks,  notwithstanding  the 
extreme  heat.  In  the  second  and  fourth  companies  the  alignments 
on  inspection  were  poor,  but  on  the  review  on  the  24th  the  march- 
ing of  the  whole  battalion  was  excellent.  There  appears  to  be 
some  improvement  in  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of  this  battalion  ; 
and  yet,  as  there  are  many  new  men  and  officers,  there  were  a  few 
mistakes  and  omissions  that  men  who  had  been  longer  in  the 
companies  would  not  have  made.  Carelessness  or  want  of  thought 
among  the  officers  will  account  for  many  of  the  mistakes  of  the 
men.  The  instruction  by  the  commander  of  the  battalion  in  the 
different  movements  to  be  performed  during  the  ceremony  of 
inspection  seemed  to  be  very  much  out  of  place  ;  and  it  would  have 
added  to  the  ceremony  if  these  instructions  had  been  given  before, 
so  that  all  necessary  movements  would  have  been  executed  simply 
b}'  the  commands. 

There  were  no  badges  observed  in  the  battalion. 

In  closing  this  Report,  it  seems  necessary  to  bring  to  notice  the 
bad  condition  of  the  arms  of  Co.  "H;"  this  being  the  second 
time  the  arms  of  this  company  have  been  inspected  and  found  in 
the  same  condition,  and  the  recommendations  by  the  inspector  of 
proper  care  being  entirely  disregarded.  In  view  of  these  facts, 
this  company  is  not  considered  fit  to  have  charge  of  State  arms, 
unless  immediate  improvement  is  manifested.

This  battery  seemed  to  have  made  considerable  improvement 
during  the  year.  The  "setting  up"  of  the  men  requires  much 
attention,  although  they  appeared  better  than  at  the  previous 
inspection  :  their  steadiness  at  ceremonies  was  very  commendable, 
and  at  drill  they  seemed  very  fairly  acquainted  with  their  duties. 
The  camp  was  conveniently  laid  out  and  in  excellent  condition : 
the  stables  erected  by  the  battery,  at  an  expense  of  sixty -five 
dollars,  were  excellently  cared  for.  It  is  respectfully  recommended 
that  the  State  either  make  some  provision  for  stables  for  the  artil- 
lery horses,  or  make  some  mone}7  allowance  for  stabling. 
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Sabres  and  battery  equipment  generally  in  good  condition :  the 
harnesses  had  received  considerable  attention.  New  blankets 
have  been  received  since  the  last  encampment,  and  were,  with 
scarcely  an  exception,  carefully  folded  and  adjusted.  The  valises 
are  much  jammed  and  worn,  and  did  not  look  well :  the  horses 
were  decidedly  superior  to  those  used  last  year.  The  adoption  of 
the  astrachan  hat  in  place  of  the  artillery  helmet  added  greatly  to 
the  appearance  of  the  battery. 

The  battery  did  not  seem  to  find  time  for  as  many  drills  as 
should  be  held  at  the  annual  encampments.  While  this  was  due 
in  a  great  degree  to  the  excessive  heat,  it  would  seem  possible 
to  arrange  the  duties  of  the  battery  so  as  to  allow  them  to  accom- 
plish more  than  they  do,  at  this,  their  only  opportunity  for  mount- 
ed exercises. 

.  Attention  is   required   in   the   matter  of  saluting,   officers  not 
receiving  the  salutes  from  the  men  to  which  they  were  entitled.

The  command  is  armed  only  with  sabres ;  these  were  of  one 
pattern  and  well  cared  for.     The  camp  of  this  battalion  was  well 
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and  conveniently  arranged,  the  police  of  headquarters  and  of  the 
quarters  of  Co.  A  was  very  good ;  no  fault  is  to  be  found  ; 
that  of  Co.  D  was  not  equal  to  that  of  the  last  encampment. 
The  tents  of  both  companies  of  this  command,  especially  those 
of  Co.  A,  were  overcrowded  with  articles  (such  as  bunks  and 
boxes)  not  absolutely  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  men  in  an 
encampment  of  only  five  da}V  duration. 

This  battalion  has  improved  considerably  since  the  last  encamp- 
ment :  uniforms  were  carefully  worn,  belts  properly  adjusted ;  the 
men  were  steadier  and  were  better  "  set  up  "  than  before.  How- 
ever, there  is  room  for  much  improvement  in  the  last  respect :  a  few 
thorough  drills  in  the  school  of  the  soldier  mounted,  and  in  the 
riding-school,  would  do  more  than  any  thing  else  toward  improv- 
ing the  appearance  of  the  command.  The  men  were  generally 
well  mounted  at  the  ceremonies,  and  during  the  passage  in  review 
they  appeared  well ;  but  all  need  to  study  the  use  of  the  sabre  and 
the  position  of  the  cavalry-man  when  in  the  saddle. 

Each  company  furnishes  its  own  stable,  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred 
dollars  to  each.  As  already  stated  in  the  report  of  inspection  of 
Battery  A,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  State  will,  by  the  next 
encampment,  make  some  allowance  for  stabling. 

Provost-duty  was  satisfactorily  performed  by  detail  from  this 
command,  and  orderly  duty  was  more  fully  understood  than  at  the 
last  encampment. 

The  chief  fault  observed  was  tne  universal  absence  of  salutes  by 
the  men.  While  sentinels  and  orderlies  were  not  forgetful  in  this 
regard,  all  others  seemed  entirely  indifferent  as  to  their  duties : 
this  neglect  was  the  more  noticeable  on  account  of  the  attention 
given  to  this  matter  in  other  organizations  in  camp.

Brigade  general  and  special  orders  are  kept  in  one  book,  in 
order  of  date  of  issue  ;  general  orders  and  circulars  from  the 
Adjutant-General's  office  are  kept  in  an  adhesive  file  as  received  ; 
special  orders  from  the  Adjutant-General's  office  are  copied  into  a 
book  as  received.  The  muster-in  roll  is  generally  well  kept ;  the 
brigade  roster  is  kept  in  the  roster  book,  each  organization  by 
itself;  the  property  book  is  kept  as  required,  except  that  vouchers 
are  not  numbered  to  date.  Copies  of  the  most  important  indorse- 
ments are  kept  in  a  book  provided  by  the  State. 

General  Remarks. 

The  First  Brigade  went  into  camp  on  Wednesda}',  Sept.  12, 
remaining  until  Monday,  Sept.  17.  The  weather  was  unusually 
warm,  causing  the  suspension  of  some  of  the  drills,  }-et  the  camp 
was  quite  successful.  Profiting  from  the  errors  made  at  the 
camp  of  the  Second  Brigade,  as  to  guard-duty  and  police  of 
camp,  especial  attention  was  given  to  these  matters,  with  excellent 
results.  By  requiring  some  one  from  each  command  to  attend  to 
the  cleanliness  of  the  camp,  it  can  be  easily  maintained  in  proper 
condition :  without  such  detail,  the  camp  of  this  brigade,  at  the 
various  times  visited,  was  as  a  whole,  the  cleanest  }*et  observed. 
In  some  commands  particular  attention  was  paid  to  saluting  offi- 
cers ;  in  others,  noticeably  in  the  mounted  commands,  this  duty 
was  overlooked.  Brigade  headquarters  was  laid  out  with  the 
sleeping-tents  in  a  semicircle  opening  toward  the  line,  office  tents 
on  the  flanks  ;  the  reception  marquee  occupied  a  position  in  the 
centre,  midway  between  the  office  tents  ;  the  dining-tent  just  out- 
side the  semicircle  opposite  the  marquee  ;  servants  and  other  tents 
to  the  right  and  rear  of  the  dining-tents.  While  this  arrangement 
presented  a  fine  appearance  to  visitors  and  from  the  line,  each  tent 
was  very  much  exposed,  comfort  and  privacy  much  less  than  in 
the  rectangular  arrangement.  On  the  line,  tents,  streets,  and 
organizations  were  excellently  placed :  a  single  line  of  tents  was 
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allowed  to  each  company,  wide  streets  existed  between  officers 
and  men's  quarters,  and  marked  intervals  were  left  between  organi- 
zations. Regimental  and  battalion  headquarters  were  arranged 
either  on  three  sides  of  a  rectangle,  or  on  two  sides  of  a  triangle : 
of  the  latter  the  headquarters  of  the  Second  Battalion  were  espe- 
cially commendable,  having  the  line  of  side  tents  diverging  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  permit  the  commanding  officer,  who  occupied  the 
tent  at  the  apex,  to  see  every  tent  of  his  command.  The  head- 
quarters of  the  battalion  of  artillery,  for  comfort,  privac}',  and 
elegance,  were  most  conspicuous.  Sinks  and  kitchens  were  well 
arranged  and  properly  cared  for.  In  this  brigade  several  com- 
panies own  complete  mess-kits  and  dining-tents,  catering  for 
themselves  with  excellent  results.  While  this  practice  is  very 
commendable,  and  when  possible  should  be  adopted,  yet  it  is  not 
believed  advisable  to  insist  that  each  company  shall  not  only  cater 
for  itself,  but  also  prepare  its  food  :  the  ordinary  occupation  of 
many  of  the  men  does  not  teach  them  any  of  the  necessary 
requirements  that  a  cook  must  possess  ;  and  in  a  five-days'  encamp- 
ment little  could  be  learned,  while  the  health  of  the  men  would 
certainly  suffer  if  they  did  their  own  cooking.  It  is  respectfully 
recommended  that  in  camp  the  Surgeons  look  after  the  caterers  and 
kitchens,  and  oppose  their  influence  to  the  supplying  of  unhealthy 
food  ;  and  it  is  also  suggested  that  anniversary  or  complimentary 
dinners  are  entirely  out  of  place  at  the  annual  encampments. 

The  brigade  exercises  were  excellently  rendered ;  the  battalion 
drills  witnessed  were  an  improvement  over  those  of  last  year,  but 
there  is  still  room  for  great  improvement. 

The  unattached  company  newly  organized  under  the  Act  of  the 
last  Legislature  was  not  formally  inspected,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  was  permanently  detailed  for  guard-duty  at  brigade  head- 
quarters ;  but  both  officers,  men,  and  their  camp  were  carefully 
observed  each  of  the  da}'s  that  I  was  in  camp,  without  an}'  previ- 
ous warning :  the  result  of  these  inspections  was  alwajs  highly 
creditable  to  the  company,  which,  in  its  brief  period  of  existence, 
has  accomplished  a  great  deal.  The  manner  of  performing 
guard-duty,  the  attention  to  officers,  and  especiall}r  the  police  of 
camp  and  quarters,  were  equal  to  the  best :  their  passage  in  review 
on  the  afternoon  of  Sept.  14,  in  single  rank,  was  very  good  ;  the 
men  were  well  u  set  up  ;  "  one  of  the  Lieutenants  omitted  to  salute 
at  the  proper  time. 

With  reference  to  the  formal  inspection,  as  compared  with  those 
of  last  year,  reference  to  the  accompanying  reports  will  show  that  in 
the   Second  Battalion,  Cos.  "B,"  "G,"  and  "I"  take  excellent 
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care  of  their  arms  ;  that  roll-calls  were  held  under  the  supervision 
of  a  commissioned  officer ;  that  tents  for  the  storing  of  bed-sacks 
during  the  day  were  used  by  each  company ;  and  that  head- 
quarter books  and  papers  were  excellent^  arranged  and  cared 
for.  Attention  is  needed  in  the  matter  of  familiarit}'  between 
officers  and  men,  and  to  the  position  of  the  band  and  field-music 
at  inspection ;  coats  were  often  without  buttons  or  unbuttoned. 
Co.  "E"  is  reported  for  neglect  of  arms.  Improvement  has 
been  made  in  regard  to  the  police  of  camp,  condition  of  sinks, 
and  attention  to  saluting. 

The  Third  Battalion  is  credited  with  excellent  headquarter 
books.  The  Fourth  Battalion  is  complimented  upon  the  excellent 
S}<stem  of  book-keeping  adopted  throughout  the  command,  and 
upon  the  military  bearing  and  appearance  of  its  members.  The 
Sixth  Regiment  has  improved  in  the  attention  paid  to  roll-calls 
and  police  of  camp,  but  should  give  attention  to  the  wearing  of 
uniform  fatigue  caps,  the  proper  buttoning  of  dress-coats,  and 
should  avoid  undue  familiarity  between  officers  and  men.  Cos. 
41  C  "  and  "  D"  are  deficient  in  the  matter  of  enlistment-books. 
(It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  this  deficiency  could  have  escaped 
the  notice  of  both  mustering  officer  and  colonel  of  the  regi- 
ment.) In  this  regiment  two  unserviceable  rifles  were  found, 
and  the  knapsacks  were  not  uniform  in  pattern.  The  Tenth  Regi- 
ment should  give  attention  to  the  proper  wearing  of  uniforms  ; 
Cos.  "A,"  "  B,"  and  "C,"  to  the  wearing  of  private  badges 
at  inspection;  and  Co.  "D"  to  the  care  of  its  arms.  It  was 
noticed  that  in  this  command  seven  companies  wear  plumes, 
while  the  remaining  company  wears  pompons.  On  inquiry,  I 
was  informed  that  the  pompon  was  adopted  and  approved  as  a 
part  of  the  uniform  of  the  regiment,  the  plumes  being  subsequently 
obtained :  however  this  ma}'  be,  it  is  hoped  that  the  regiment  will 
appear  uniformly  in  this  regard  at  the  next  inspection.  From  a 
careful  observation  of  this  regiment,  at  this  and  the  preceding 
encampment,  it  is  believed  that  marked  improvement  has  been 
made. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Artiller}^  should  give  attention  to  drill 
and  respect  to  officers :  their  books,  papers,  and  police  of  camp 
were  unusualty  good.  Co.  "  F,"  Cavalry,  have  made  greater 
improvement  during  the  year  than  any  other  command  :  attention 
should  continue  to  be  given  to  drill  and  "set  up"  of  the  men, 
and  to  saluting  officers. 

The  brigade  commander,  with  his  staff  and  non-commissioned 
staff,  were  on  the  alert  to  correct  what  mistakes  could  be  observed  ; 
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and  these  officers  and  the  entire  brigade  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  having  had,  if  all  things  are  considered,  the  best  encamp- 
ment }-et  witnessed.

This  command  was  inspected  upon  one  of  the  hottest  days  of 
the  encampment,  and  appeared  to  great  advantage.  The  battal- 
ion is  armed  with  Springfield  breech-loaders,  cal.  .45,  in  very  fair 
condition  and  well  cared  for.  Considerable  attention  had  been 
given  to  the  "  setting  up  "  of  the  men  and  to  the  form  of  the  cere- 
mony ;  with  the  exception  of  two  First  Sergeants,  who  were  slow  in 
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bringing  up  their  pieces.  At  the  minute  company  inspection,  every 
thing  passed  off  creditably. 

This  command  on  all  occasions,  at  drills,  dress  parades,  and 
particularly  at  the  review  in  honor  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
attracted  attention  for  its  soldierly  appearance  and  excellent  align- 
ments. The  inspection  of  camp  and  quarters  found  the  tents  well 
arranged  and  the  camp  excellently  policed ;  guard-duty  was  well 
performed,  so  far  as  observed.  Officers  generally  received  from  the 
members  of  this  battalion  the  proper  salutes. 

The  arrangement  of  headquarters  was  convenient  and  to  be 
commended :  all  the  points  adversely  criticised  in  the  report  of 
last  year's  inspection  have  been  attended  to,  and  improvement 
made.  The  battalion  has  improved  materially  during  the  }Tear, 
and  with  continued  study  and  practice  in  the  school  of  the  soldier 
and  company  should  become  equal  to  the  best  of  Militia  organiza- 
tions. The  large  attendance  at  camp  is  especially  commendable. 
Each  companj*  is  free  from  debt  and  has  a  balance  in  its  treasur}r. 

At  battalion  headquarters,  in  addition  to  the  roster,  order, 
property,  and  muster  books,  there  is  kept  an  excellent  indorsement 
book,  with  memoranda  of  orders  transmitted,  and  a  letter-copy 
book;  muster-in  rolls,  letters  received,  general  and  special  orders 
both  from  State  and  brigade  headquarters,  are  properly  arranged 
in  order  of  number  or  date,  and  kept  in  adhesive  files :  the  com- 
pany muster-in  rolls  are  also  kept  in  such  files.  The  enlistment 
books  should  contain  the  full  Christian  names  of  the  enlisted  men. 
An  excellent  S}Tstem  for  keeping  books  and  papers  has  been 
adopted  throughout  this  command.

The  battalion  appeared  well  at  all  the  ceremonies  in  which  it 
took  part.  The  equipment  of  the  batteries  was  in  very  fair  condi- 
tion and  well  cared  for.  Blankets  were  well  folded  and  carefully 
adjusted.  The  uniform  coats  were  in  very  fair  condition ;  the 
trousers  were  considerably  worn,  and  will  soon  need  to  be  replaced. 
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The  bearing  of  the  men  was  better  than  last  year ;  the  position 
of  the  drivers  in  their  saddles  needed  correction :  coats  were  gen- 
erally buttoned  throughout,  and  the  men  seemed  anxious  to  appear 
well.  Chiefs  of  platoon  should  remember  to  accompany  an  in- 
spector when  their  platoons  are  being  inspected  ;  at  inspection  of 
quarters,  men  were  in  proper  position  and  every  thing  was  in  excel- 
lent condition.  The  drills  that  were  witnessed  found  officers  and 
men  fairly  instructed  in  their  duties :  their  proficiency  is  to  be 
commended,  as  they  have  so  little  opportunity  for  practice. 

The  annual  encampments  being  the  only  occasions  when  mounted 
drills  can  be  held,  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  mounted 
arms  be  excused  from  the  daily  brigade  ceremonies,  or  be  allowed 
to  encamp  separately,  that  time  may  be  found  for  instruction  in  the 
very  important  school  of  the  soldier  mounted. 

Horses  were  of  a  higher  quality  than  the  average,  and  were  fairly 
treated :  stables  were  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  several  bat- 
teries. It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  some  allowance  be 
made  to  the  mounted  companies  for  stables  :  they  are  a  necessity ; 
for  without  them  suitable  horses  cannot  be  obtained  for  camp-ser- 
vice. 

Improvement  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  attendance  to 
roll-calls  and  discipline  ;  the  lack  of  attention  to  officers  is  still  to 
be  criticised  :  salutes  were  rarely,  if  ever,  given  b}r  the  men.  The 
arrangement  of  the  battalion  camp  was  essentially  the  same  as  last 
year :  the  neatness  was  highly  commendable,  battalion  headquar- 
ters being  conspicuous  for  luxurious  furnishing  at  private  expense. 

As  last  3Tear,  the  battalion  order-book,  kept  by  the  Adjutant,  is 
especially  commendable  for  its  neatness,  convenient  arrangement, 
and  complete  list  of  contents.  The  enlistment  books  should  con- 
tain the  full  Christian  names  of  the  enlisted  men.

The  Adjutant  being  called  home  for  the  da}T,  his  duties  at 
inspection  were  very  creditably  performed  b}T  a  Lieutenant  detailed 
from  Co.  u  E."  The  non-commissioned  staff  appeared  with- 
out knapsacks,  none  having  been  issued  to  them.  The  Drum 
Major  posted  himself  with  the  non-commissioned  staff  when  the 
regiment  was  formed  for  inspection  ;  this  I  consider  correct  under 
the  Massachusetts  law,  but  it  has  not  been  practised  by  any  other 
organization  I  have  inspected  this  year.  The  men  were  remarkably 
steacty  during  inspection,  and  the  officers  well  posted  in  their  du- 
ties. The  uniforms  are  clean  and  fit  well ;  quite  a  number  of  coats 
were  not  fully  buttoned,  and  in  several  cases  buttons  were  miss- 
ing ;  collars   were  not  generally  hooked.     In  some  instances  the 
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belts  were  not  properly  put  on,  the  plate  not  being  in  the  middle. 
Two  guns  in  Co.  4<E"  are  so  poorly  constructed  that  the 
breech-block  cannot  be  opened  when  the  hammer  is  at  half-cock. 
I  instructed  the  Captain  commanding  to  turn  them  in  at  once,  and 
make  requisition  for  others  to  replace  them.  The  arms  are  gener- 
ally well  cared  for  and  perfectly  serviceable.  The  knapsacks 
being  of  two  patterns  prevent  uniformit}'  in  the  manner  of  slinging 
and  unslinging  them  at  inspection ;  the  waist-belts  and  cartridge- 
boxes  are  new,  and  are  constructed  of  good  material.  About  one- 
half  the  men  in  Co.  UI,"  and  all  those  of  Co.  "K,"  had  fatigue- 
caps  with  them  at  inspection.  In  both  cases  these  caps  were 
compan}T  property,  and  were  of  a  different  pattern  in  each  com- 
mand :  the  effect  was  to  detract  very  much  from  the  uniform 
appearance  of  the  regiment. 

The  compairy  quarters  and  entire  camp  were  excellently  po- 
liced :  all  the  tents  which  wrere  occupied  had  floors,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  those  in  one  compairy.  Too  much  familiarity  existed 
between  the  line  officers  and  the  men  under  this  command.  I 
noticed  enlisted  men  singing  in  the  quarters  of  the  officers  of 
Company  "D  "  ;  and  the  practice  seemed  to  be  quite  general  for 
privates  to  be  sitting  in  the  officers'  tents,  or  lounging  about  in 
front  of  them.  All  the  roll-calls  were  under  the  supervision  of 
commissioned  officers,  and  were  held  promptly  at  the  times  speci- 
fied in  general  orders. 

The  books  and  papers  at  headquarters  are  fairly  kept,  except  the 
battalion  order-book  ;  instead  of  writing  the  general  orders  in  this 
book,  a  printed  copy  is  pasted  in.  This  is  done  to  save  trouble  and 
time  ;  but,  aside  from  being  incorrect,  detracts  very  much  from  the 
appearance  of  the  book.  All  special  orders  are  properly  written 
in  the  book,  and  signed  by  the  Adjutant.  In  the  line,  Co.  "F" 
is  the  only  organization  that  keeps  a  written  order-book ;  in  this 
is  copied  only  regimental  general  orders,  omitting  all  special  orders, 
these  latter  being  placed  on  file.  There  seems  to  be  a  general 
misunderstanding  in  this  matter,  growing  out  of  Par.  9,  General 
Orders  No.  25,  A.  G.  O.,  Sept.  9,  1876.  The  company  fund- 
book  is  not  used  b}<  all  the  companies  ;  in  Company  "D"  the  men 
are  not  required  to  sign  the  enlistment-book  ;  and  I  was  informed 
by  the  commander  of  Co.  "C,"  that  no  such  book  had  ever 
been  furnished  his  command.  In  the  majority  of  cases  where  no 
order-book  is  kept,  the  original  papers  are  properly  filed  in  book- 
form  ;  the  treasurer's  account  in  Co.  "E"  is  specially  commend- 
able, being  very  complete  and  accurate. 

I  found  in  this  camp,  as  in  those  previously  reported  on,  that 
10 
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lights  are  left  burning  in  the  quarters  of  the  line  officers  after 
"taps."  This  results  in  laxit}' of  discipline;  in  some  cases  the 
enlisted  men  being  deprived  of  lights  were  seen  occupying  the 
officers'  quarters.

In  forming  for  inspection,  some  cielay  was  caused  through  the 
ignorance  of  the  band,  which  did  not  seem  to  have  any  idea  of  its 
proper  position.  At  inspection  of  the  color-guard,  the  Adjutant 
forgot  to  give  the  order,  open  boxes. 

The  arms  of  this  command  are  fully  up  to  the  average  as  re- 
gards the  care  they  receive;  the  guns  of  Cos.  "B,"  UG," 
and  "  I,"  are  in  particularly  good  condition,  being  thoroughly 
clean,  inside  and  out.  Accoutrements  are  in  good  condition.  The 
uniforms  are  clean  and  fit  well ;  some  buttons  are  missing,  and  a 
few  were  not  buttoned;  two  men,  in  Co.  "E,"  had  no  gloves 
on,  and  the  guns  in  this  command  are  more  neglected  than  in  any 
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other  organization  in  the  battalion.  The  field-music  was  almost 
universally  incorrectly  posted. 

The  quarters  and  camp  were  excellently  policed ;  in  each  com- 
pany one  tent  was  used  for  storing  the  bedding  during  the  da3T,  a 
practice  which  I  think  commendable,  especially  so  where,  as  was 
the  case  in  both  brigade  camps  this  3'ear,  more  tents  were  issued 
to  each  compan}r  than  were  absolutely  needed  for  sleeping  pur- 
poses. The  camp  of  the  field  and  staff  was  pitched  in  shape  of  the 
letter  V,  with  the  commander's  quarters  in  the  angle  ;  with  this 
arrangement  every  tent  in  the  battalion  could  be  seen  from  head- 
quarters. Sinks  are  covered  in  twice  each  da}^ ;  kitchens  neat, 
and  all  refuse  property  disposed  of. 

The  unusually  large  number  reported  as  present  for  dut}^  and 
absent  from  inspection  must  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the 
hour  fixed  upon  for  the  ceremony  fell  at  just  that  time  of  day 
when  the  guard  detail  of  the  previous  day  had  not  been  relieved, 
and  the  detail  for  the  current  day  had  just  gone  on  duty. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  remarkble  neatness 
and  order  in  which  I  found  all  books  and  papers  at  these  battalion 
headquarters.  The  Adjutant  has  constructed  a  desk,  which,  al- 
though inexpensive,  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  purposes  for 
which  it  is  intended.  Every  book  is  fully  and  correctly  kept,  and 
all  papers  filed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  readily  accessible. 

In  the  line  these  matters  are  generally  very  well  attended  to, 
the  books  of  Co.  "B,"  being  especially  good.  I  find  the 
same  misunderstanding  about  the  order-book  and  company-fund 
account  that  I  have  previously  spoken  of  (see  Sixth  Regiment 
Report)  ;  but  in  every  case  all  orders  are  carefully  kept  and  filed. 
IJvery  company  also  has  some  kind  of  a  treasurer's  account. 

Co.  "  C,  "  having  been  recently  transferred  from  Stock- 
bridge  to  North  Adams,  has  had  no  time  to  open  a  set  of  books 
since  its  change  of  base.  The  Captain  had  the  books  of  the  old 
company  in  camp,  from  which  all  entries  had  been  removed.  I 
recommended  him  to  make  requisition  for  a  new  set,  and  open 
them  at  once. 

I  found  the  same  familiarity^  between  officers  and  men  out  of 
the  ranks  that  I  have  spoken  of  in  my  report  on  the  Sixth  Regi- 
ment :  salutes,  however,  were  very  generally  exchanged.  After 
"  taps  "  the  camp  was  very  quiet,  and  all  lights  were  extinguished 
in  the  tents  of  the  enlisted  men.  All  roll-calls  were  under  the 
supervision  of  a  commissioned  officer.

The  progress  of  this  command  seems  to  have  been  good  since 
the  encampment  of  last  }'ear,  and  the  efficiency  of  officers  and  the 
state  of  discipline  have  increased.  Arms  are  Springfield  breech- 
loading  pattern,  of  good  quality,  recently  issued. 

The  time  of  the  encampment  this  year  is  bad  for  this  battalion, 
as  business  in  the  section  of  the  State  in  which  this  organization 
is  located  has  just  begun  to  revive,  after  a  long  period  of  dulness  ; 
and  many  of*  the  good  soldiers  were  given  the  alternative  bjr  their 
employers,  of  staying  from  camp  or  losing  good  situations  :  this 
accounts  for  the  smallnesa  of  numbers  present. 

The  day  of  the  formal  inspection  of  the  battalion  was  very  warm, 
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but  the  men  were  very  steady  and  passed  a  very  creditable  in- 
spection. 

It  is  again  strongly  recommended  that  additional  men  be 
allowed  to  be  mustered  into  companies,  as  suggested  in  the  report 
of  the  inspection  of  the  Tenth  Regiment,  as,  from  various  causes, 
it  seems  to  be  impossible  to  get  as  good  an  attendance  for  any 
dut3T  as  would  be  desirable. 

The  books  and  papers  at  headquarters  are  exceedingly  neat  and 
well  kept,  and  the  officers  in  charge  are  to  be  highly  commended 
for  their  neatness  and  completeness.

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  this  regiment  in  regard 
to  the  efficiency  of  officers  and  in  discipline,  compared  with  the 
last  encampment.  * 

At  the  formal  inspection  of  the  regiment  on  the  14th,  although 
the  day  was  exceedingly  warm,  the  regiment  was  very  stead3T,  and 
the  ceremony  was  well  performed  ;  but  few  errors,  and  these  of  a 
minor  character,  being  observed.  In  one  or  two  cases  it  was 
apparent  that  men  did  not  know,  or  had  forgotten,  that  a  watch- 
chain  was  not  a  part  of  the  uniform  ;  but  this  was  observed  in  only 
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a  few  cases.  There  is  not  as  careful  attention  paid  to  dress  in 
the  different  companies  as  would  seem  desirable,  and  the  little 
carelessness  that  was  scattered  through  the  regiment  detracted 
from  the  general  good  appearance  of  the  command. 

The  chief  complaint  b}T  commanders  of  companies  is  the  diffi- 
culty with  which  the}T  make  a  presentable  appearance  at  camp 
with  regard  to  numbers.  The  time  of  year  set  for  the  annual 
encampment  is  bad  for  a  certain  number  of  the  men  of  each  com- 
pany ;  and  Captains  are  obliged  to  part  with  good  soldiers  and  to 
fill  their  places  with  poorer  ones,  in  order  to  obtain  sufficient  num- 
bers to  properly  attend  to  camp-duties.  In  view  of  this  fact,  it  is 
earnestly  recommended  that  the  maximum  number  of  men  allowed 
to  a  compan}7  be  raised  to  seventy-five,  pay  to  be  allowed  only  to 
the  minimum  number,  which  would  remain  as  at  present. 

The  badges  in  Cos.  "A,"  "B,"  and  u  C,"  noticed  as  not 
being  properly  worn,  were  personal  badges  in  no  way  relating 
to  military  service  :  in  the  other  companies,  wherever  badges  were 
displayed,  they  were  properly  worn,  and  related  either  to  army 
service,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  or  prizes  for  marksman- 
ship or  soldierly  bearing  at  drill.

This  compan}'  has  made  improvement  in  every  respect  during 
the  year.  The  new  Captain  and  other  officers  have  worked  hard  to 
make  the  company  a  good  one,  and  have  met  with  success;  yet 
there  remains  much  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  familiarizing  the 
men  with  their  duties,  especially  with  the  proper  use  of  their  arms. 
The  members  of  the  company,  being  scattered  over  a  large  section 
of  the  State,  find  it  almost  impossible  to  meet  regularly  for  drill; 
but  the  Captain  is  gradually  filling  up  the  ranks  of  the  company 
11 
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with  men  who  live  near  the  main  armory,  and  who  are  able  to 
attend  company  meetings. 

This  company  is  armed  with  sabres  of  one  pattern,  and  well 
cared  for ;  saddles  had  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  looked  very 
well ;  saddle-cloths  had  received  attention  ;  uniform  jackets  in  fair 
condition,  but  some  are  much  too  small  for  the  present  members  of 
the  company,  and  could  not  be  buttoned  throughout.  A  helmet  has 
been  adopted  since  the  last  encampment,  in  place  of  the  felt  hat, 
which  added  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  command.  Horses 
were  veiy  good,  mostly  owned  by  the  riders. 

The  attendance  at  camp  was  verj^  creditable :  orderly  and  pro- 
vost duty  was  excellently  performed.  At  inspection  the  com- 
mand appeared  well ;  at  inspection  of  quarters  men  were  cor- 
rectly placed ;  and  the  camp,  including  stables,  kitchens,  and 
sinks,  appeared  excellently. 

Attention  should  be  given  to  company  drills  and  formation. 
Officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  should  continue  their  study 
of  tactics  and  regulation,  and  impress  upon  their  men  the  necessity 
of  saluting  all  officers  properly. 

The  tents  of  the  men  seemed  to  be  unnecessarily  cumbered  with 
bunks  and  boxes.  The  horses  were  kept  in  a  stable  furnished  at 
an  expense  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  the  company. 

The  officers  and  clerk  have  labored  hard  to  ascertain  how  the 
various  books  should  be  kept,  and  are  to  be  commended  for  the 
great  improvement  made  since  last  year.

General, — I  have  the  honor  to  report  briefly  the  business  of 
my  department  for  the  j'ear  ending  Dec.  31,  1877. 

There  has  been  but  one  court-martial.  This  was  ordered  for  the 
trial  of  Lieut.  Ferdinand  M.  Trifet,  Co.  G,  First  Battalion  Infan- 
try, M.V.M.  A  full  statement  of  this  case  will  be  found  in  my 
report,  now  on  file  in  the  Adjutant-General's  Department. 

The  business  of  the  Examining  Board  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31,  1877,  of  which  Board  the  Judge- Advocate  General  is 
ex-officio  chairman,  has  been  as  follows :  —

Of  this  number  eighty-five  Lieutenants,  twenty-seven  Captains,  one 
Major,  and  one  Lieut. -colonel,  have  been  examined,  and  passed 
for  full  commissions. 

Seven  Lieutenants  and  one  Captain  have  failed  to  appear  within 
the  time  limited  by  law.  Two  Lieutenants  and  two  Captains  failed 
to  pass  the  Board,  and  were  rejected. 

Two  Lieutenants  and  one  Captain  declined  their  commissions 
before  the  time  for  their  examination  had  expired. 

One  Captain  is  still  awaiting  examination.

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EEPOETS  OF  ENCAMPMENTS.

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  command,  in 
obedience  to  Special  Orders  No.  71,  dated  June  4,  1877,  Adjutant- 
General's  Office,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  went  into 
camp  at  Nahant  for  five  da}'s  according  to  law,  and  03^  my  order, 
following  the  precedent  established  last  year,  remained  in  camp 
during  the  morning  of  a  sixth  da}',  Saturday  the  21st  inst.,  thus 
obtaining  the  benefit  of  duty  through  one  more  night  than  was 
formerly  the  case  when  the  tour  began  on  Tuesday,  and  ended  on 
Saturday.  The  corps  was  indebted  to  Barthold  Schlesinger,  Esq., 
for  the  use  of  camp-ground. 

The  weather  was  not  all  that  could  have  been  desired,  although 
the  regular  routine  of  duty  was  not  materially  interrupted.  Rain 
fell  during  parts  of  two  days  and  two  nights  fog  or  mist  envel- 
oped the  camp  during  every  evening  and  night  when  rain  did  not 
fall.

In  addition  to  the  above,  voluntary  target-practice  took  place  on 
the  last  four  da}^s,  between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  one,  under 
charge  of  a  commissioned  officer.  A  guard,  consisting  of  a 
Lieutenant,  a  Sergeant,  three  Corporals,  nine  privates,  and  a  musi- 
cian, was  maintained:  three  posts  were  established,  viz.,  one  at 
the  guard-tents,  one  at  headquarters,  and  one  at  the  rear  entrance 
to  the  camp  near  the  commissary  department.  On  two  or  three 
occasions,  during  severe  rain,  the  sentinels  were  placed  undercover 
near  their  respective  posts.  I  do  not  believe  it  to  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  service,  in  camps  of  instruction,  to  expose  sentinels 
to  severe  weather,  except  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity.  I 
respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  sentry-boxes  or  shelters  be 
allowed :  such  could  be  easily  made  portable,  to  be  transported 
with  the  tents.  The  present  form  of  guard-report  is  inconveniently 
large  :  it  answers  very  well  for  a  very  large  guard  ;  but  I  respect- 
fully suggest  the  adoption  of  a  small  blank,  suitable  for  the  record 
of  a  small  guard. 

On  Wednesday,  the  18th  inst.,  Col.  Edward  G.  Stevens,  Assist- 
ant Inspector-General,  arrived  in  camp,  and  remained  until  retreat 
on  Frida}T  the  20th  inst.,  thoroughly  inspecting  the  corps  in  the 
various  departments  of  its  dutjT.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  express  the 
sense  of  obligation  felt  b}T  the  corps  to  this  officer  for  many  valua- 
ble suggestions,  as  well  as  for  the  manner  in  which  he  detected  and 
corrected  errors,  or  gave  encouragement  where  such  was  merited. 

On  Friday,  the  21st  inst.,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Commander-in-Chief,  accompanied  by  his  staff,  arrived  in  camp  at 
half-past  three  o'clock,  and,  after  inspecting  quarters,  reviewed  the 
corps.  Rain  prevented  battalion  drill  after  review  ;  but  the  weather 
was  sufficiently  clear  to  allow  inspection  and  muster  and  dress- 
parade  to  proceed  as  usual.  After  the  latter  ceremony,  the  drill 
in  the  manual  of  arms  for  the  "  Palfrey  Drill  Medal  "  took  place  ; 
the  medal  having  been  won  by  Corporal  J.  Brooks  Parker  of 
Company  "  D."  His  Excellency  and  staff  left  camp  about  half- 
past  eight  o'clock. 

The  competition  for  the  "  Appleton  Target  Medal  "  took  place 
on  the  morning  of  Saturday,  the  21st  inst.  Private  Edward  B. 
Bobbins  was  the  winner,  by  a  score  of  twenty-three  out  of  a  pos- 
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sible  twent}T-five,  at  a  distance  of  one  hundred  j-ards.  This  range 
was  the  only  one  available  in  the  vicinit}'  of  the  camp,  and  it  was 
inconveniently  located.  Some  benefit,  no  doubt,  accrued  to  the 
corps  from  its  use  ;  but  I  question,  whether,  on  the  whole,  in  view  of 
the  other  duties  required  of  them,  the  Militia  should  be  expected  to 
have  target-practice  in  camp.  I  again  respectfully  urge,  as  I  have 
many  times  before,  the  establishment  of  a  State  range,  with  speci- 
fied times  in  even'  year,  when  all  the  Militia  ma}'  be  accommo- 
dated ;  making  it  obligatory  upon  every  commanding  officer  to  see 
that  his  men  conform  to  regulations,  which  should  compel  every 
soldier  to  fire  a  stated  number  of  rounds  }*early. 

The  fact  that  the  troops  of  the  Commonwealth  are  not  supplied 
with  canteens  and  haversacks  has  doubtless  been  unfavorably  com- 
mented upon  b}7  those  who  know  the  use  of  these  most  necessary 
portions  of  a  soldier's  equipment.  During  the  past  }'ear,  the 
corps  has  been  at  no  little  trouble  to  find  these  articles,  and  is  now 
in  possession,  at  its  own  expense,  of  two  hundred  canteens  of  the 
United  States  pattern  :  a  like  number  of  haversacks  we  have  been 
unable  thus  far  to  find  ;  we  shall  probably  be  obliged  to  have  them 
manufactured,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  do  so  before  the  close  of  this 
year. 

It  was  the  endeavor  of  the  officers,  in  our  late  encampment  as  in 
others,  to  impart  to  the  men  such  instruction  as  will  best  fit  them 
for  the  duties  of  actual  service,  and  the  men  have  shown  a  most 
praise  worth}'  desire  to  learn  these  duties.  The}*  have  been  cheer- 
ful, obedient,  and  zealous,  and  have,  we  hope,  profited  by  the  les- 
sons received.  No  little  perplexity  is  at  times  experienced  by  the 
officers  in  deciding  certain  points  of  instruction  for  which  no 
standard  is  fixed ;  but  it  is  expected  that  the  code  of  regulations 
now  being  prepared  by  order  of  His  Excellency  the  Commander-in 
Chief,  will  greatly  facilitate  instruction,  and  so  increase  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Militia.

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my 
report :  — 

My  command,  in  obedience  to  S.  O.,  No.  71,  c.  s.  A.  G.  O., 
dated  June  4,  1877,  went  into  camp  at  Magnolia,  Mass.,  on  Tues- 
day-, Aug.  14,  leaving  Salem  by  boat,  and  arriving  in  camp  at 
ten  o'clock,  and  remaining  there  until  Saturday,  Aug.  19,  until 
half-past  four  o'clock. 

M}T  command  wras  in  readiness  at  half-past  eight  o'clock ;  but 
the  boat  which  was  to  transport  us  met  with  an  accident,  causing 
dela3T ;  but,  the  camp  having  beeen  pitched  the  day  before,  I  was 
enabled  to  commence  routine  of  clutj7  on  arrival. 

The  weather  was  most  delightful ;  and  duty  wras  performed  as 
laid  down  in  orders,  except  dress-parade  on  Wednesday,  for 
which  undress-parade  was  substituted  on  account  of  rain. 

On  Thursday,  Brig. -Gen.  Sutton,  accompanied  by  his  staff,  re- 
viewed the   corps,  and,  after  review,  witnessed  a  battalion  drill. 

Lieut.-Col.  A.  Hun  Berry,  Assistant  Inspector-General,  of  His 
Excellenc3''s  Staff,  arrived  in  camp  on  Thursday  noon,  and  re- 
mained until  Fridaj',  p.m.,  during  which  time  and  evening  the 
several  staff  departments,  company  books,  and  papers,  and  police 
of  camp,  were  inspected. 

The  formal  inspection  took  place  on  Friday  morning.  I  would 
suggest  that  a  copy  of  Assistant-Inspector's  report  be  forwarded  to 
each  battalion  commander  as  soon  as  possible  after  completion,  as 
commanding  officers  could  see  wherein  they  were  deficient.  I  can- 
not refrain  from  expressing  my  satisfaction  with  this  encampment. 
Both  officers  and  men  paid  strict  attention  to  dutjT,  salutes  being 
given  special  attention. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  repeating  the  suggestion  in 
my  report  of  last  year  regarding  the  allowance  for  transportation 
of  camp  equipage  and  men,  which  is  now  withheld.  Being  so  far 
from  the  State  grounds,  it  would  cost  the  State  less  if  such  allow- 
ance were  made  than  if  the  encampment  were  held  on  the  grounds 
at  Framingham. 

Not  being  inspected  03*  an3T  officer  representing  the  Surgeon- 
General's  department,  Surgeon  Osborne  of  this  command  for- 
warded a  report  to  that  office.

The  camp  was  laid  out  with  neatness  and  regularity'.  The  plan 
adopted  was  essentially  the  same  as  last  year,  when  two  commands 
were  absent.  It  proved,  however,  not  adapted  for  the  entire 
brigade ;  and  the  necessity  of  reducing  intervals,  occasioned  \)y 
lack  of  space,  materially  injured  the  general  appearance. 

The  promptness   with  which   the   tents   were   distributed   and 
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pitched  was  very  noticeable,  and  proves  conclusively  the  salutary 
effect  of  the  improved  organization  of  camping-parties. 

The  discipline  maintained  throughout  the  camp  was  very  credit- 
able to  the  commanding  officers.  The  disadvantages  under  which 
they  labor  are  not  generally  appreciated,  but  are  certainly  very 
great.  So  large  a  proportion  of  officers  and  men  are  new  to  their 
positions  and  duties,  that  the  duration  of  the  encampment  is  en- 
tirely inadequate  for  their  proper  instruction.  The  marked  im- 
provement always  noticed  after  the  first  day  or  two  gives,  however, 
striking  evidence  of  the  unremitting  labor  which  they  devote  to 
this  task.  I  regret  that  guard-duty  was  performed  in  a  manner 
which  brought  discredit  and  unfavorable  comment  upon  an  other- 
wise successful  encampment.  Ify  providing  for  a  more  careful 
and  regular  instruction  in  this  most  important  of  duties  at  the 
company  drills  during  the  winter,  company  commanders  have  it 
in  their  power  to  easily  remedy  this  serious  defect. 

Arms  were  found  in  good  order ;  but  uniforms  and  equipments 
are  not  in  a  condition  to  be  called  serviceable.  In  the  matter  of 
uniforms,  especially,  steps  should  at  once  be  taken  to  arrive  at  a 
decision  as  to  how  they  are  to  be  provided  in  the  future.  The 
time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace 
them. 

The  brigade  non-commissioned  staff  authorized  by  chapter  117, 
Acts  of  1877,  was  of  the  greatest  service.  Although  new  to  their 
duties,  they  were  able  to  do  all  the  clerical  work  of  their  several 
departments  ;  so  that  my  staff  officers  were  free  to  give  their  time 
to  the  more  important  duties  connected  with  the  routine  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  camp. 

I  respectfully  refer  to  enclosed  reports  of  Capt.  E.  N.  Fenno, 
Aid-de-Camp  and  Acting  Assistant  Inspector-General,  Capt.  F. 
W.  Lawrence,  Provost-Marshal,  and  Capt.  H.  B.  Sargent,  jun., 
Engineer,  for  further  information  in  their  respective  departments. 

In  the  spring  I  ordered  inspections  of  the  several  commands  of 
the  brigade.  Owing  to  the  different  circumstances  under  which 
these  inspections  were  held,  and  in  most  cases  lack  of  space 
and  time  to  hold  them,  it  was  found  impossible  to  follow  such  a 
method  as  would  allow  of  a  careful  and  uniform  examination  of 
the  condition  of  each  organization.  For  purposes  of  comparison, 
they  were  therefore  of  little  use,  and  to  mention  the  imperfect 
results  obtained,  could  not  fail  to  do  injustice.  I  am  persuaded, 
however,  that  they  aroused  the  pride  and  interest  of  both  officers 
and  men  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  both  are  at  a  low  ebb,  and  to 
that  extent  at  least  were  beneficial.     Want  of  funds  to  defray  the 
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cost  of  transportation  was  a  serious  obstacle  to  contend  with  ;  and 

1  am  glad  to  have  an  opportunit}r  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  zeal  which  led  many  companies  stationed  at  a  distance  from 
their  battalion  headquarters  to  make  pecuniar}'  sacrifices  in  order 
to  be  present. 

The  need  of  a  proper  drill-hall  never  made  itself  more  promi- 
nent than  at  these  inspections ;  and  I  trust  that  the  present  effort 
to  obtain  one  will  meet  the  aid  and  encouragement  it  deserves. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  usefulness  of  the  brigade 
non-commissioned  staff  would  be  greatly  increased  if  they  were 
all  mounted.  The  distances  between  battalion  and  brigade  head- 
quarters at  the  annual  encampment  are  \evy  great ;  and  on  other 
occasions  they  should  be  able  to  accompany  the  brigade  commander 
in  order  to  insure  their  presence  wrhen  needed. 

This  year,  as  before,  the  efficiency  of  the  brigade  was  decreased 
by  the  weakness  of  companies  of  infantry ;  and  I  would  again 
recommend  that  the  maximum  be  raised. 

In  view  of  the  possibility  of  serious  disturbances  of  order  in 
large  cities,  and  resulting  loss  of  life  and  property,  it  is  necessary 
to  take  measures  for  their  prompt  repressal. 

The  addition  of  two  Gatling  guns  to  the  equipment  of  Battery 
"A,"  Light  Artillery  (the  only  batter}^  stationed  at  Boston), 
would  greatly  increase  its  efficienc}^  bj'  providing  it  with  weapons 
more  effectual,  and,  at  the  same  time,  easy  to  transport. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  such  guns  be  furnished  and 
issued  to  said  battery. 

I  respectfully  call  attention  to  suggestions  in  my-  last  report, 
that  the  camp-ground  be  properly  graded  and  a  topographical 
survey  made. 

Also,  that  stables  be  built  for  all  horses  used  by  officers,  and  by 
the  cavalry  and  artillery.

Sir, — In  compliance  with  G.  O.  No.  28,  series  of  1876,  A.  G. 
O.,  and  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  the  honor  to 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  encampment  of  the 
Second  Brigade,  M.V.M.,  at  South  Framingham,  from  Aug.  21 
to  25,  inclusive. 

The  weather  throughout  the  whole  period  was  clear,  but  oppres- 
sively hot,  and  strongly  demonstrated  the  inadvisability  of  en- 
campments for  instruction  at  this  season  of  the  year,  for  many 
and  obvious  reasons,  among  which  I  would  especially  note  the 
following. 

The  men  cannot  with  safety  be  properly  worked  so  as  to  ob- 
tain the  full  benefit  of  the  five  daj-s  duty  during  the  important 
hours  from  nine,  a.m.,  until  four,  p.m.  ;  and  even  at  dress-parade, 
after  half-past  five,  p.m.,  several  privates  dropped  in  the  ranks 
during  the  parade  rest,  mainly  from  the  effects  of  the  sun.  Again, 
the  heat  natural^  interferes  with  the  soldierly  appearance  and  set- 
up of  officers  and  men,  both  on  and  off  duty,  from  the  tempta- 
tion to  wear  uniforms  unbuttoned  and  in  any  wajT,  however  care- 
less, which  seems  least  oppressive ;  and,  finally,  the  unavoidable 
lack  of  work  during  the  cla}T  induces  disturbance  and  noise  in  the 
evening  and  at  night  after  taps. 

The  partial  grading  of  the  camp-ground  was  a  great  and  notice- 
able improvement ;  but  its  efficienc}r  and  appearance  can  be 
much  promoted  b}T  filling  up  and  levelling  the  old  road,  which  now 
crosses  diagonally  the  entire  parade,  and  greatly  interferes  with 
manoeuvering  the  infantry,  and  is  decidedly  dangerous  to  the 
cavalry  and  artilleiy.  The  swamp  in  the  rear  should  also  be 
filled  and  levelled,  thereby  preventing  much  of  the  unhealthy 
dampness  that  alwa3's  envelops  the  camp  after  nightfall ;  and  a 
fence  thrown  across  the  rear  would  greatly  assist  in  the  guard- 
duty  done  there,  and  add  to  the  appearance  of  the  ground. 

Guard-duty  was  noticeably  bad  as  performed  by  all  the  com- 
mands, and  severely  criticised  by  visiting  officers.  The  poorest 
men  were  apparently  selected  for  this  duty,  and  the  result  was 
unfortunately  apparent.  None  of  the  details,  from  their  com- 
manders down,  seemed  to  have  had  proper  instruction  in  guard- 
mounting,  which  ceremony  is  an  important  test  of  the  discipline 
and  drill  of  troops;  and  much  study  and  work  are  needed  in  this 
direction. 

The   uniforms  of    the  entire  brigade    showed   wear,    and    were 
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more  or  loss  soiled.  The  arms  were  in  good  condition  ;  but  the 
equipments,  although  they  seemed  to  have  been  used  with  proper 
care,  were  of  poor  qualit}-,  and  the  cartridge-boxes  of  different 
patterns. 

The  discipline  and  general  appearance  of  the  men  throughout 
the  camp  was  fair  ;  being  decidedly  best  in  the  Fifth  Regiment  and 
First  Battalion,  and  poorest  in  the  Seventh  Battalion  and  Co. 
"  A,"  cavalry. 

The  Eighth  Regiment,  while  it  is  to  be  commended  for  quiet  in 
its  quarters  after  taps,  and  promptness  in  forming  battalion  and 
brigade  line,  can  be  greatly  improved  in  the  points  of  salutes  to 
officers,  steadiness  of  men  at  guard-mounting  and  battalion  drill, 
care  of  dress  uniforms,  and  neatness  in  the  persons  of  the  pri- 
vates when  off  duty  in  fatigue  about  their  quarters. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  showed  marked  improvement  in  most  points 
over  last  }Tear,  and  was  prompt  in  all  formations,  but  is  open  to 
criticism  in  the  matter  of  noise  after  taps,  which  was  invariably 
manifest  from  its  quarters  ;  and  there  is  need  of  further  instruction 
to  the  men  in  the  matter  of  salutes  to  officers. 

The  Ninth  Battalion,  while  showing  very  evidently  the  effects  of 
its  winter's  work,  by  its  excellent  battalion  drills,  and  very  fine 
marching,  and  while  the  respect  paid  to  officers  in  the  matter  of 
salutes  was  better  than  in  the  other  commands,  was  very  tardy  in 
forming  line,  and  in  sending  out  details  for  guard-mounting ;  was 
also  veiy  deficient  in  the  neatness  and  appearance  of  its  men,  both 
in  dress  and '  undress  uniform  ;  and  its  officers  are  much  to  blame 
for  the  lack  of  control,  and  indifference  displayed  in  the  disturbance 
which  occurred  when  one  of  their  men  attempted  to  escape  from 
the  provost-guard  while  under  arrest. 

The  First  Battalion  reflects  great  credit  upon  its  officers  for  the 
marked  improvement  over  last  year  manifest  in  all  points.  Its 
quarters  were  always  quiet  after  taps,  showing  excellent  discipline 
on  the  part  of  its  commander,  which  was  also  forcibly  apparent  in 
the  commendable  promptness  with  which  a  compan}r  was  formed, 
and  marched  to  headquarters,  when  required  b}*  the  General  com- 
manding, upon  the  day  of  the  disturbance.  There  rs  still  a  chance 
for  criticism,  however,  in  the  unsoldierly  appearance  of  some  of 
the  men  about  their  quarters,  and  infrequenc}"  of  salutes  to  officers. 

The  Seventh  Battalion  seemed  very  deficient  in  morale  and  disci- 
pline ;  and  there  is  good  opportunitj*  for  earnest  work  on  the  part 
of  both  officers  and  men,  in  order  to  reach  the  efficienc}-  for  which 
it  certainly  possesses  the  material ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  at 
another  camp  a  change  for  the  better  will  be  observed  in  all 
points. 
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The  artillerjr  camp  was  made  better  than  last  }rear.  The  roll- 
calls,  which  at  first  were  not  held  as  prescribed,  were  promptly 
corrected  when  criticised. 

Police-duty  was  poorly  performed,  and  there  was  a  noticeable 
lack  of  proper  salutes  to  officers.  The  practice  of  some  of  the 
non-commissioned  officers  of  this  command,  imitated  naturally  by 
the  privates,  of  wearing  articles  of  citizen's  clothing  about  camp, 
or  appearing  without  an}T  uniform  coat,  even  at  roll-calls,  should  be 
corrected  by  the  commanding  officer. 

The  Cavalry  Battalion  was  prompt  in  all  formations,  but  failed 
to  correct  most  of  the  faults  noted  last  year.  Salutes  to  officers 
were  rare.  Police-dut}',  particularly  about  the  cook  and  mess 
tents,  was  very  imperfect.  The  roll-calls  of  Co.  UD"  were 
greatl}7  improved  during  the  encampment,  while  those  of  Co. 
UA"  were  irregular,  and  carelessly  held.  The  lack  of  uni- 
formity in  the  appearance  of  this  battalion  when  off  duty,  occa- 
sioned apparently  by  no  provision  being  made  for  a  proper  fatigue- 
dress,  seems  an  objectionable  feature,  which  could  be  easil}'  and 
inexpensively  remedied.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  here, 
that  permanent  stables  be  erected  for  the  use  of  the  cavalry  and 
artilleiy,  providing  adequate  shelter  for  the  horses,  which  are  very 
indifferently  cared  for  in  the  temporary  sheds  now  used,  and  vastly 
improving  the  appearance  and  neatness  of  that  portion  of  the 
camp-ground. 

The  provision  made  by  most  of  the  commands  for  the  comfort  of 
their  men,  by  furnishing  mattresses  for  each  tent,  has  greatly 
improved  the  general  appearance  of  the  camp,  by  lessening  the 
amount  of  straw  scattered  through  the  company  streets  ;  and  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  State  now  supplement  this 
by  providing  sufficient  ticking  or  canvas  bags,  in  which  fresh  straw 
could  be  placed  at  each  encampment  for  use  at  brigade  and  regi- 
mental guard-tents,  thus  greatly  aiding  the  work  already  done.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  work 
undertaken  and  carried  out  by  my  department  in  connection 
with  the  annual  encampment  of  the  Second  Brigade,  M.V.M.,  at 
South  Framinglfam,  Mass.,  in  August  of  this  year.  In  making 
my  report,  I  shall  first  describe  the  manner  in  which  the  camp  was 
laid  out,  and  then  respectfully  make  such  recommendations  as  are 
suggested  by  this  year's  experience. 

The  front  line  of  the  camp,  as  laid  out,  was  a  straight  line,  1,850 
feet  long,  running  N.  55°  41'  W.,  being  parallel,  to  the  north  of, 
and  at  a  distance  of  254.5  feet  from  the  line  of  wells. 

It  was  between  this  front  line  and  the  line  of  wells  that  the 
mess-tents,  and  tents  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  brigade,  were 
situated. 

Brigade  headquarters  were  placed  in  the  north-east  corner  of 
the  field. 

The  guard-tents  were  placed  near  the  main  entrance  to  the  field 
from  the  road,  and  to  the  left  as  one  enters. 

The  cook-houses  were  placed  on  a  line  10  feet,  and  the  sinks  on 
line  150  feet,  to  the  south-west  and  rear  of  the  line  of  wells,  and 
parallel  to  said  line  of  wells,  except  on  the  left  of  the  camp,  where 
the  rapid  falling  away  of  the  ground  necessitated  a  somewhat 
different  arrangement  with  regard  to  the  sinks.  Such  was  in 
general  the  disposition  of  the  camp  ;  and  it  remains  to  consider 
more  in  detail  the  manner  and  form  of  its  lajing  out. 

And,  first,  as  to  that  portion  of  the  camp  which  was  occupied 
by  the  tents  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  b}'  the  mess-tents 
of  the  different  organizations  composing  the  brigade. 

This  was  laid  out  in  the  form  of  a  rectangle,  the  opposite  sides 
of  which  were  1,850  feet,  and  254.5  feet  in  length  respectively. 
The  north-east  angle  of  this  rectangle,  or  the  extreme  right  of  the 
front  line  of  the  camp,  was  at  a  distance  of  115  feet  from  the 
fence,  whose  bearing  is  N.  16°  30'  E.,  and  which  separates  the  camp- 
ground from  the  main  road.  It  was  found  that  this  distance  of 
115  feet  was  sufficient  in  ordinar}*  weather  to  prevent  the  occupants 
of  tents  near  the  road  from  being  seriously  inconvenienced  by  the 
dust  caused-  b}-  moving  teams  and  vehicles. 

The  north-west  angle  of  this  rectangle,  or  the  extreme  left  of  the 
front  line  of  the  camp,  reached  nearly  to  the  point  where  the 
ground  begins  to  fall  awa}T  to  the  west.  The  different  organiza- 
tions, with  intervals  of  30  feet  between  them,  were   emcamped 
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along  this  front  line,  and  the  following  number  of  feet  was  allowed 
for  the  front  of  each  organization,  taking  them  in  their  order  of 
encampment  from  right  to  left.

In  the  infant^  the  tents  of  the  enlisted  men  were  placed  side 
by  side,  in  rows  of  three  deep,  and  facing  on  company  streets  of 
15  feet  in  width,  said  streets  running  at  right  angles  to  the  front 
line  of  the  camp.  For  each  regiment  and  battalion,  there  wTas  a 
centre  street  of  20  feet  in  width,  parallel  to  the  company  streets, 
and  running  up  to  battalion  headquarters. 

The  tents  of  the  company  officers  were  placed  facing  down  the 
company  streets  ;  the  front  of  these  tents  being  at  a  distance  of 
24.5  feet  from  the  sides  of  the  tents  of  the  enlisted  men,  and  tins 
interval  of  24.5  feet  was  the  company  officers'  street.  The  tents 
of  the  battalion  commanders  and  the  field  and  staff  were  also  placed 
facing  in  the  same  direction  as  the  company  officers'  tents,  and  at  a 
distance  from  them  of  30  feet. 

A  distance  of  58  feet  was  allowed  between  the  front  line  of  the 
battalion  commanders'  tents,  and  the  front  line  of  the  mess-tents, 
and  a  distance  of  100  feet  then  remained  between  the  frontline  of 
the  mess-tents  and  the  line  of  wells.  The  mess-tents,  however, 
were  not  all  on  the  line  traced  out  of  them,  but  were  in  some  cases 
placed  at  longer  or  shorter  distances  from  it,  and  varj'ing  accord- 
ing to  the  greater  or  less  depth  of  the  space  consumed  in  the 
laying  out  of  their  headquarters  by  battalion  commanders,  the  size 
and  patterns  of  the  mess-tents,  their  proximity  to  the  cook-houses, 
and  various  considerations  of  expediency  and  convenience.  In 
Battery  A  the  tents  of  the  enlisted  men  were  placed  as  in  the 
infantry,  but  in  two  rows  of  six  deep  and  facing  on  the  park.  An 
interval  of  44.5  feet  was  allowed  between  the  enlisted  men's  tents 
and  the  officers'  tents,  which  latter  faced  in  the  same  direction  as 
those  of  the  infantry  officers.  The  line  of  mess-tents  was  50.5 
feet  from  the  company  officers'  tents,  and  the  stables  to  the  rear 
and  parallel  to  the  front  line. 
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In  the  cavalry  the  tents  of  the  enlisted  men  were  placed  as  in 
the  infantry,  but  in  four  rows  of  eight  deep,  there  being  two  com- 
pany streets  of  66  feet  in  width  each,  and  a  centre  street  for  the 
battalion  commander  of  42  feet  in  width.  A  street  of  30  feet  was 
allowed  for  the  tents  of  the  company  officers,  which  faced  to  the 
front.  The  headquarters  of  the  battalion  commander  and  the  mess- 
tents  were  to  the  rear  of  the  line  established  for  the  company  offi- 
cers' tents.  The  stables  were  on  the  extreme  left  of  the  camp, 
where  the  ground  begins  to  slope  rapidly,  and  on  a  line  nearty  at 
right  angles  with  the  front  line  of  the  camp. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  intervals  between  tents, 
widths  of  streets,  &c. 

Tent,  11  feet  6  inches  deep,  9  feet  wide. 

Intervals  between  walls  of  tents  placed  side  by  side,  4  feet. 

Interval  between  tents  placed  back  to  back,  2  feet. 

Width  of  company  streets  in  the  infantry,  15  feet. 

Width  of  company  street  in  the  cavalry,  66  feet. 

Width  of  comany  officers'  streets  in  infantry,  20  feet. 

Width  of  company  officers'  streets  in  artillery,  44.5  feet. 

Width  of  company  officers'  streets  in  cavalry,  30  feet. 

Width  of  centre  street  for  battalion  commanders  in  infantry,  20  feet. 

Width  of  centre  street  for  battalion  commanders  in  cavalry,  42  feet. 

Width  of  street  between  rear  of  company  officers'  tents,  and  front  of 
tents  for  field  and  staff  in  infantry,  30  feet. 

Width  of  street  between  rear  of  company  officers'  tents,  and  front  of 
tents  for  field  and  staff  in  cavalry,  30  feet. 

Intervals  between  organizations,  30  feet. 

A  plan  was  prepared  by  the  brigade  Engineer,  and  given  to  the 
Quartermaster  of  each  organization  composing  the  brigade.  Each 
plan  showed  on  a  scale  of  25  feet  to  one  inch,  the  ground  occupied 
by  the  organization  for  which  it  was  prepared,  and  the  position  of 
certain  wooden  stakes  or  pegs  which  had  been  driven  in. the  ground 
to  mark  the  places  for  the  front  and  rear  poles  of  the  tents.  On 
the  back  of  each  plan  was  written  a  summary  of  intervals  between 
tents,  width  of  streets,  &c,  similar  to  the  one  before  given. 

A  plan  of  the  camp  of  an  infant^  battalion  of  six  companies, 
with  the  tents  drawn  in  outline,  is  annexed  to  this  report.  The 
position  of  the  headquarters  tents  was  not  established  by  brigade 
orders  ;  but  the  usual  form  is  shown  on  the  plan. 
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This  made  the  work  of  the  regimental  and  battalion  Quarter- 
masters comparatively  simple  and  easy,  and  certainly  has  the 
merit  of  considerably  shortening  the  time  required  to  properly 
pitch  the  tents,  and  of  obviating  the  necessity  of  taking  them 
down  and  re-pitching  them  on  account  of  incorrect  alignments,  &c. 

Some  criticism  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the  brigade  Engineer 
performing  this  work,  and  thus  confining  the  duties  of  the  Quar- 
termasters, attendant  on  pitching  camp,  within  somewhat  narrow 
limits  ;  and  it  has  been  said  that  they  are  thus  prevented  from 
themselves  acquiring  experience  in  these  duties. 

While  this  may  be  true,  it  is  respectfully  submitted  that  it  is 
more  than  compensated  for  by  the  uniform  appearance  of.  the 
brigade  encampment  taken  as  a  whole,  and  also  by  the  very  great 
saving  of  time  required  to  pitch  the  tents,  which,  when  raised, 
should  be,  once  for  all,  in  their  proper  positions,  and  correctly 
aligned.  Brigade  headquarters,  as  before  stated,  were  placed  in 
the  north-east  corner  of  the  field.  The  tents  of  the  General  com- 
manding and  of  his  staff  were  placed  in  the  form  of  a  rectangle, 
and  facing  one  another  on  a  broad  street,  and  nearly  parallel  to  the 
road  whose  bearing  is  N.  16°  E.  This  rectangle  was  closed  on  the 
north  by  a  large  marquee. 

The  office-tents  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  and  brigade 
Medical  Director  being  on  the  north-west  and  north-east  sides  of 
this  marquee,  respectivel}*,  the  brigade  hospital-tent  was  placed 
between  the  mess-tent  and  the  provost-guard  house.  The  servants' 
tents  were  placed  to  the  east  of  the  mess-tent.  There  were  five 
tents  erected  for  the  use  of  the  provost-guard,  near  their  guard- 
house. 

The  guard-tents,  twelve  in  number,  were  placed  near  the  main 
entrance  from  the  road,  to  the  left  as  one  enters,  and  at  about 
fort}T  feet  from  the  road.  The  men's  tents  faced  one  another  on  a 
street  fifteen  feet  wide,  parallel  nearly  to  the  road  ;  and  the  two 
tents  of  the  officers  of  the  guard  looked  down  this  street,  and 
faced  towards  brigade  headquarters. 

The  recommendations  which  I  respectfully  offer  are  the  follow- 
ing: — 

First,  That  a  proper  surve}7  of  the  camp-ground  at  South  Fram- 
ingham  should  be  made  by  direction  of  the  State  authorities. 

This  is  deemed  quite  important,  as  it  would  much  facilitate  the 
operation  of  lajing  out  and  planning  camps  in  the  future  ;  and  it 
is  believed  that  the  cost  would  be  small  as  compared  with  the  bene- 
fits accruing  therefrom  ;  if  it  should  not  be  deemed  advisable  to 
make  a  complete  topographical  survey  of  the  ground  (which  is  the 
13 
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survey  here  recommended),  it  is  submitted  that  it  would  at  least 
be  well  worth  the  trouble  and  expense  to  have  a  plan  prepared, 
showing  the  outline  of  the  field,  and  the  relative  positions  of  the 
arsenal,  fences,  line  of  wells,  and  other  prominent  objects.  No 
such  plan  is  now  known  to  exist ;  and  its  utility  becomes  at  once 
apparent,  should  the  general  commanding  deem  it  at  an}T  time 
desirable  to  encamp  the  brigade,  not  as  has  been  done  heretofore, 
along  one  straight  line,  but  assigning  to  each  organization  a  sepa- 
rate and  independent  position  on  the  field.  With  a  good  plan  at 
hand,  this  would  be  a  matter  of  eas}'  calculation,  and  could  be 
done  almost  entirely  in  the  office,  and  without  making  frequent 
visits  to  the  ground. 

Second,  That  the  ground  should  be  graded  in  some  places,  and 
certain  hollows  now  existing  in  various  parts  of  the  field  be  filled 
up.  Notwithstanding  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  this 
direction,  there  still  remain  quite  a  number  of  places  which  ought 
to  be  attended  to,  and  which  in  wet  weather  might  seriously  en- 
danger the  health  of  the  men. 

Third,  That  the  roads  running  across  the  parade-ground  be 
ploughed  up  and  levelled. 

In  concluding,  sir,  my  report,  I  beg  to  express  through  }ou  to 
the  general  and  my  fellow-officers  of  the  staff,  my  grateful  sense 
of  their  valuable  assistance  and  advice  relating  to  various  matters 
connected  with  the  lajing-out  of  the  camp.  Most  efficient  aid  was 
rendered  me  also  by  several  of  our  non-commissioned  staff.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  provost  duty 
performed  during  the  late  encampment  of  the  Second  Brigade  .at 
South  Framingham. 

In  accordance  with  special  orders  No.  9,  Brigade  Headquar- 
ters, a  detail  of  one  Sergeant,  three  Corporals,  and  nine  privates 
from  the  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry  reported  to  me  on  the  ground 
at   ten   o'clock,    a.m.,    Monday,    Aug.    20;    and    the   camp   was 
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thoroughly  patrolled  from  that  time  until  half-past  five,  p.m.,  Aug. 
21,  when  the  permanent  detail,  consisting  of  one  Lieutenant,  one 
Sergeant,  three  Corporals,  and  twelve  men,  reported.  Owing  to 
the  inefficiency  of  a  portion  of  this  detail,  I  was  unable  to  patrol 
the  camp  and  its  vicinity  as  satisfactorily  as  I  could  have  wished, 
the  different  reliefs,  especially  those  from  Co.  "A,"  failing  to 
report  promptly ;  and  in  several  cases  I  was  obliged  to  send  men 
to  their  quarters,  who  were  not  in  a  fit  state  to  perform  their  duties. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  present  system  of  detailing  the  provost- 
guard  from  the  cavalry  battalion  is  a  wrong  one ;  the  men  being- 
selected  in  most  cases,  seemingly,  from  those  who  are  the  least 
fitted  for  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  required  of  them. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  brigade  guard-duty  was  very  inefficiently 
performed,  and  also  to  the  lack  of  a  fence  on  the  rear  line  of  the 
camp,  the  number  of  enlisted  men  found  outside  the  lines  was 
large  ;  but  in  most  cases  they  seemed  to  have  gone  out  more  from 
curiosity  than  from  the  desire  to  make  a  disturbance,  and  generally 
returned  quietly  to  their  quarters  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  the 
patrol. 

The  only  serious  disturbance  which  took  place  within  the  lines 
was  on  Aug.  23,  when  a  private  of  the  Ninth  Battalion  escaped 
from  the  provost-guard  at  the  headquarters  gate,  and  ran  across 
the  parade-ground,  pursued  by  Sergeant  Goodwin  of  the  non-com- 
missioned staff,  who  was  at  that  time  detailed  for  provost  duty.  A 
large  number  of  the  Ninth,  with  men  from  the  Eighth,  Fifth,  and 
Seventh,  came  out  to  meet  him,  and  to  prevent  his  re-capture  ;  and, 
only  three  or  four  of  the  provost-guard  being  on  duty  at  the  time, 
matters  looked  serious  for  a  few  minutes,  but  owing  to  the  appear- 
ance in  their  midst  of  the  General  commanding,  the  disturbance 
was  quieted  without  any  serious  results.  Sergeant  Goodwin  is  en- 
titled to  commendation  for  capturing  the  prisoner,  almost  single- 
handed,  and  returning  him  to  the  guard-house.  During  the  five 
days'  encampment,  forty-eight  persons  were  arrested,  of  whom 
fort}T-two  were  enlisted  men  belonging  to  the  brigade,  as  follows  :  — 

Eighth  Regiment,  seven  ;  Ninth  Battalion,  fourteen ;  Seventh 
Battalion,  fourteen ;  Fifth  Regiment,  five  ;  First  Battalion,  two ; 
total  fort}T-two. 

I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  suggestions  :  — 

First,  That  a  permanent  provost-guard  be  enlisted,  to  consist  of 
twenty-six  men,  to  be  organized  as  follows :  one  First  Lieuten- 
ant, one  Second  Lieutenant,  four  Sergeants  (one  of  whom  should 
act  as  Quartermaster-Sergeant),  four  Corporals,  sixteen  men. 

It  is  respectfully  urged  that  the   duties   of  the   provost-guard 
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being  of  an  especially  onerous  and  delicate  character,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  it  should  be  of  a  permanent  nature,  in  order  that 
the  men  —  who  should  be  selected  for  their  fitness  for  performing 
those  duties,  and  not  detailed  at  random  from  the  cavahy  organ- 
izations—  may  obtain  the  proper  discipline  and  instruction. 

Second,  That  permanent  stables  should  be  built  for  the  horses 
of  the  provost-guard,  which  at  present  are  picketed  out  of  doors, 
day  and  night,  in  all  weathers. 

Third,  That  a  book  should  be  furnished  the  Provost-Marshal,  in 
which  he  should  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  all  prisoners, 
together  with  their  rank,  companj7,  regiment,  or  battalion,  offences, 
time  of  arrest,  discharge,  &c.  If  it  were  understood  throughout 
the  various  organizations,  that  such  a  book  existed,  the  number 
of  arrests  wrould,  in  my  opinion,  be  decreased.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
duty  performed  by  my  command  in  camp  from  the  twelfth  to  the 
sixteenth  days  of  September  inclusive. 

I  have  forwarded  herewith  copies  of  reports  made  to  me  by 
Major  Edmund  H.  Hewins,  Assistant  Inspector-General,  Captain 
L.  G.  Burnham,  Provost-Marshal,  and  Captain  Henry  M.  Nourse, 
Engineer,  to  which  I  would  respectfully  refer  as  part  of  this 
report. 

The  strength  of  the  brigade,  present  and  absent,  was  1,950 
officers  and  enlisted  men  ;  the  number  present  at  camp,  152  offi- 
cers and  1,487  enlisted  men;  making  a  total  present  of  1,639, 
or  about  eighty-four  per  cent  of  the  total  number. 

In  the  various  duties  performed  in  camp,  there  was  a  decided 
improvement  over  the  previous  year,  particularly  as  relates  to 
discipline,  promptness,  and  general  knowledge  of  the  required 
duties. 

The  hearty  support  rendered  commanding  officers  by  subordi- 
nates was  noticeable,  and  resulted  in  steady  improvement  from 
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day  to  da3T.  Much  more  attention  was  given  to  salutes  by  both 
sentinels  and  men,  which  added  greatly  to  the  discipline  of  the 
camp. 

The  meetings  of  field-officers  during  the  year  have  proved  of 
great  value,  and  the  good  results  were  very  noticeable  during  the 
encampment.  They  have  been  of  great  service  in  promoting  good 
feeling  among  the  officers,  and  establishing  a  systematic  method 
of  canying  out  the  drill  and  discipline  in  the  several  organiza- 
tions. 

Sunday  being  one  of  the  days  in  camp,  some  anxiety  was  pre- 
viously expressed  as  to  the  deportment  of  the  troops  on  that  day ; 
but  I  think  the  commanding  officers,  as  well  as  the  five  chaplains 
who  conducted  religious  exercises,  will  bear  me  out  in  sajing  that 
this  was  one  of  the  most  profitable  days  of  the  encampment. 
No  insubordination  or  breach  of  the  observance  of  the  day  came 
to  my  knowledge. 

I  believe  that  the  sabbath  would  be  much  better  observed  by 
ordering  the  troops  into  camp  on  Wednesdaj',  and  dismissing  them 
on  Monday  morning  following,  than  the  present  custom  of  dismiss- 
ing them  on  Saturday,  which  requires  the  men  to  be  at  their  armo- 
ries most  of  the  next  day  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  property 
returned  from  camp. 

I  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  recommendations  :  — 

1.  That  the  maximum  number  of  enlisted  men  in  companies  of 
infantry  be  increased  to  at  least  sixty-four,  and  in  companies 
of  cavalrj-  and  artillery  to  one  hundred. 

2.  That,  instead  of  the  elementary  drills,  authorized  in  batteries 
of  artillery,  one  day  in  each  year  be  devoted  to  artillerj'  practice 
at  some  one  of  the  forts  in  the  harbor,  if  permission  can  be  ob- 
tained to  do  so. 

3.  That  the  number  of  meetings  authorized  for  field-officers  be 
increased  to  one  each  month,  and  that  the  same  privileges  be 
extended  to  commanders  of  regiments  and  battalions  in  calling 
meetings  of  the  line-officers  of  their  respective  commands.  This 
I  consider  one  of  the  most  effective  means  of  promoting  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Militia,  and  the  expense  but  trifling. 

4.  That  the  law  be  so  changed,  that  any  company  may  be  dis- 
banded by  the  Commander-in-Chief  whenever  it  shall  fail  to  keep 
to  a  proper  standard  of  efficiency :  and  that  he  be  authorized  to 
raise  another  company  for  the  same  regiment  or  battalion  in  some 
other  locality. 

5.  That  all  brigade  non-commissioned  staff  officers  be  allowed 
horses  at  encampments. 
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6.  That  Hospital  Stewards  be  allowed  to  unattached  companies. 

7.  That  permanent  stables  be  erected  on  the  camp-ground  for 
horses  of  cavahy  and  artillery.

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  sect.  115,  chap. 
320,  Acts  of  1874,  I  hereby  make  a  report  of  such  observations 
as  I  was  able  to  make  during  the  encampment  of  this  brigade,  the 
12th,  13th,  14th,  15th,  and  16th  days  of  September. 

The  effect  of  the  meetings  of  field-officers  that  have  been  held 
during  the  past  }~ear  was  very  decided,  and  was  observable  in  the 
drill,  showing  a  familiarity  and  understanding  of  tactics  not  be- 
fore existing,  and  a  still  stronger,  if  possible,  unanimit}'  of  good 
feeling  ;  it  having  been  increased  by  more  frequent  personal  asso- 
ciations. I  would  most  earnestly  recommend  that  the  number  of 
these  meetings  be  increased  to  one  per  month  ;  and  that  battalion 
commanders  be  authorized  to  assemble  the  officers  of  their  re- 
spective commands  under  the  same  conditions.  1  believe  the 
experiment  has  proved  a  decided  success,  and  that  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  its  extension  will  amply  repa}T  the  very  slight 
expense. 

The  discipline  maintained  throughout  the  encampment,  which 
improved  from  da}*  to  da}~,  shows  the  efforts  of  commanding  offi- 
cers not  to  have  been  in  vain  ;  but  I  think  an  improvement  can  be 
made  in  some  respects,  as  Field  Officers  of  the  Da}*  do  not  seem  to 
understand  always  their  authority  and  duties.  A  perfect  under- 
standing of  this  matter  would  have  obviated  some,  not  serious, 
but  objectionable  occurrences. 

The  saluting  of  sentinels  and  men  was  very  much  of  an  improve- 
ment ;  and  it  seemed  to  have  been  learned,  that  to  render  the  pre- 
scribed salute  with  cheerfulness  is  not  degrading,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, is  the  courtesy  of  the  gentleman  as  well  as  soldier. 

Officers  and  men  seemed  anxious  to  perform  guard-dut}*  prop- 
erly, and  to  have  gained  very  much  ;  but  it  is  not  an  easy  accom- 
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plishment  to  acquire,  and  I  think  it  should  receive  equal  attention 
to  drill  in  the  school  of  the  company  in  the  armories.  Sentinels 
over  the  arms  of  some  of  the  police-guards  were  not  instructed  to 
challenge  at  night,  and  practically  had  no  instructions  even  to  pro- 
tect the  arms.  A  steady  improvement  in  the  performance  of  guard- 
duty  was  observable. during  the  encampment. 

I  desire  especially  to  commend  the  manner  in  which  this  duty 
was  performed  at  brigade  headquarters,  and  particularly  the  im- 
provement that  took  place  from  day  to  da}-,  showing  the  most 
earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  officers  and  men.  I  conceive  it  to  be 
of  vastly  more  importance  that  guard-duty  be  thoroughly  under- 
stood in  all  its  conditions  than  that  a  company  should  be  able  to 
drill  with  extreme  precision  ;  and  that  a  command  should  first 
become  familiar  with  the  movements  laid  down  in  the  tactics, 
rather  than  to  be  particular  as  to  nicety  of  execution.  The  opera- 
tion of  the  new  code  of  regulations  now  being  prepared,  and  par- 
ti all}*  followed  at  this  encampment,  shows  already  a  decided 
improvement.  The  brigade  dress-parades  and  reviews,  instead  of 
being  a  hardship  upon  the  men,  as  has  been  the  case  heretofore, 
are  now  comparatively  easy,  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  the 
time  they  are  required  to  be  under  arms,  none  having  to  wait  for 
others  to  be  ready.  The  same  also  applies  in  some  measure  to 
brigade  drills,  two  of  which  were  had ;  and  I  learned  that  the 
enlisted  men  generally  were  very  much  pleased  on  account  of  the 
slight  amount  of  fatigue  that  followed  ;  and  although  a  greater 
variety  of  movements  were  executed  than  I  have  ever  seen  before, 
it  was  not  tedious  for  long  periods  of  either  waiting  or  marching ; 
and  I  think  it  will  be  of  much  benefit  to  the  unity  and  efficiency  of 
the  'command  to  hereafter  make  brigade  drill  a  more  prominent 
feature  of  the  annual  encampments.  I  observed  at  guard-mount- 
ing that  the  non-commissioned  officers,  whom  I  assume  to  have 
been  a  fair  average  of  those  in  the  brigade,  were  generally 
deficient  in  the  duties  of  guides  ;  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  of  material  assistance,  if  some  arrangements  could  be 
made  to  establish  in  each  regiment  or  battalion  systematic  instruc- 
tion in  the  various  duties  of  non-commissioned  officers.

Sir: —  In  compliance  with  direction  of  brigade  commander,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  report  of  my  department  for  the  annual 
encampment  at  South  Framingham,  Sept.  12  to  16,  inclusive. 

Having  been  detailed  by  the  brigade  commander,  in  execution 
of  General  Orders  No.  10,  Par.  2,  A.  G.  O.,  current  series,  I 
proceeded  to  the  camp-ground  on  the  day  prior  to  the  encampment, 
to  receive  the  detail  for  fatigue  and  camp  duty,  as  provided  in 
Par.  2  of  above  G.  O. 

Particularly  noticeable  were  the  good  results  of  Par.  3  ;  inas- 
much as  being  under  orders,  more  work  was  accomplished  by  the 
respective  details  than  in  former  years  when  camp  was  pitched  by 
volunteer  parties. 

The  main  lines  of  the  camp  differed  but  slightly  from  those  of 
last  year,  with  exception  of  carrying  front  line  of  tents  some  150 
feet  forward,  whereby  additional  depth  was  gained  for  regimental 
and  battalion  headquarters.  Intervals  of  80  feet  were  established 
between  organizations,  thereby  giving  an  appearance  of  individu- 
ality  as  well  as  solidity.  Extreme  length  of  line,  1,879  feet; 
depth  from  front  line  of  tents  to  rear  of  sinks,  539  feet ;  company 
streets,  20  feet  in  clear.  A  new  departure  characterized  the  form 
in  which  brigade  headquarters  were  laid  out;  the  quadrangle  of 
former  }'ears  being  discarded,  and  the  arc  of  a  circle  with  radius 
of  100  feet  substituted  therefor.  This  new  arrangement  has,  in 
my  opinion,  several  advantages;  the  principal  one  being  the  op- 
portunity afforded  of  securing  an  unobstructed  view  of  almost  the 
entire  camp  from  every  tent,  which  formerly  was  impossible.  The 
performance  of  duties  was  materially  aided  by  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  the  respective  Quartermasters  throughout  the  brigade,  in 
matter  of  detail  pertaining  to  nry  department. 

I  would  most  respectfully  and  urgently  recommend  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  careful  and  thorough  topographical  survey  of  the  entire 
camp-ground,  without  further  delay.  Also  that  the  many  inequali- 
ties of  ground  over  the  entire  field  be  properly  filled  and  graded  ;  as 
great  difficult}'  is  oftentimes  experienced  in  locating  organizations 
in  the  endeavor  to  avoid  gullies  and  side  hills,  which,  in  event  of 
heavy  rainfall,  would  render  such  tracts  of  land  untenable,  and  not 
unlikely  result  in  partial  submersion,  to  an  organization  that  had 
camped  on  its  surface. 

The  north-east  corner  of  the  field  should  be  properly  graded  and 
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rolled  hard  ;  and  the  tow-path  running  from  main  entrance-gate 
to  centre  of  field  be  filled  in  level  with  side  The  removal  of 
the  liliputian  flag-staff,  and  the  substitution  of  one  of  imposing 
stature,  is  also  suggested.

Sir, — I  have  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  duties  performed 
in  my  department,  during  the  tour  of  duty  at  South  Framingham, 
Sept.  11  to  16  inclusive. 

A  detail  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  from  Co. 
F,  Cavalry,  reported  on  the  State  camp-ground  on  the  morning 
of  Sept.  1 1  ;  and  we  were  immediately  placed  on  duty  in  guarding 
State  property  on  the  field.  At  dark  a  detail  of  infantry,  under 
the  immediate  charge  of  the  commissioned  officer  in  command  of 
each  camping-party,  was  placed  on  guard  ;  the  cavalry  patrolling  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  camp.  A  number  of  suspicious  persons  were 
removed  from  the  field  :  no  arrests  were  made. 

Owing  to  the  small  number  of  cavalry  in  the  brigade,  but  few 
men  were  allowed  for  permanent  duty  as  provost-guards,  and 
these  were  worked  harder  than  was  consistent  with  the  welfare  of 
men  and  horses.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  cavalry  company  for  the  prompt  assembling  of  his 
entire  force  in  the  event  of  necessity. 

No  arrests  were  made  on  Thursday  or  Friday,  and  but  one 
complaint  was  made  to  me  ;  the  citizens  on  all  occasions  speaking 
in  complimentary  terms  of  the  orderly  conduct  of  the  troops.  A 
few  men  were  confined  in  the  guard-house  on  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day, who  suffered  greatly  from  bad  ventilation.

Numerous  parties  were  overhauled  outside  the  camp,  some  of 
whom  were  undoubtedly  soldiers,  but,  having  on  citizen's  clothes, 
could  not  be  identified. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  no  enlisted  man  be  allowed  to 
carry  citizen's  clothes  to  camp ;  also  that  the  guard-house  be 
provided  with  better  ventilation,  and  that  sheds  be  erected  for  the 
protection  of  the  horses  of  the  provost-guard.

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The  following  circular  was  issued  to  all  companies  in  the 
State  :  — 

[Circular.] 

Headquarters  of  the  Executive  Committee, 

Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  Rifle  Association, 

Boston,  Sept.  28  1877. 

I.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer 
Militia  Rifle  Association  met  at  the  State  House  this  da}r,  and 
voted  to  issue  notice  of  a  Match  to  be  held  at  the  State  Camp- 
Ground,  South  Framingham,  on  Tuesday,  23d  October  next. 

II.  The  Match  will  commence  at  10  o'clock,  a.m.,  or  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  arrival  of  the  8.30  train  from  Boston. 

III.  Each  team  will  be  composed  of  five  men,  all  of  whom  must 
have  been  mustered  into  the  Militia  on  or  before  Sept.  15, 
1877,  and  borne  on  the  rolls  of  the  companj^  sending  them.  Com- 
missioned officers,  by  vote  of  the  Association,  are  not  eligible  as 
members  of  company  teams,  but  each  team  must  be  commanded 
b}^  a  commissioned  officer.  Compairy  commanders  are  requested 
to  send  two  extra  enlisted  men  in  uniform,  and  armed,  for  guard 
duty. 

IV.  Entry  for  teams  and  officers  can  be  made  at  an}T  time,  on 
or  before  Oct.  19th,  by  sending  notification  of  same  to  the  Execu- 
tive Officer,  State  House,  Boston,  with  ten  dollars  for  each  team, 
and  two  dollars  for  each  commissioned  officer.  Entr}r  checks  will 
be  issued  only  on  receipt  of  the  amounts  herein  named.  Drawing 
for  order  of  shooting  will  be  made  on  the  field  ;  hence  all  teams 
must  be  on  the  ground  before  10  o'clock. 

V.  Each  team,  as  its  number  is  called,  will  take  position  at  the 
firing-point  to  which  it  is  assigned  ;  and  any  team  not  in  readiness 
to  move  promptly  to  its  position  will  forfeit  its  number  and  wait 
for  its  turn  at  the  end.  Commissioned  officers  will  shoot  singly 
from  one  of  the  firing-points,  commencing  at  the  same  hour  with 
company  teams. 

VI.  The  distance  will  be  200  yards.  Hits  will  be  marked  and 
indicated  as  follows :  Bull's-eye,  5,  White  Disk  ;  Centre,  4,  Red 
Disk  ;  Inner,  3,  Black  Disk  with  White  Cross  ;  Outer,  2,  Black 
Disk  ;  Miss,  0  ;  Ricochet  Shots,  Red  Flag  waved  twice. 

VII.  At  each  firing-point  will  be  stationed  a  register-keeper, 
who  will  be  provided  with  score-cards,  upon  which  will  be  entered 
the  team  number,  the  target  number,  and  the  name  and  corps  of 
each  competitor  as  he  presents  himself.     They  are  so    arranged 
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that  the  score  is  entered  in  duplicate,  —  one  score  as  a  coupon  to 
be  torn  off  and  handed  to  the  competitor,  the  other  to  be  handed 
to  the  Statistical  Officer.  Each  commander  of  a  team  will  collect 
the  coupons  after  the  firing,  and  carefully  preserve  them  for  com- 
parison with  the  record  of  the  Statistical  Officer,  should  any  ques- 
tion arise.  Two  sighting-shots  will  be  allowed  to  each  competitor, 
and  may  be  fired  in  any  position  wdthout  artificial  rests  ;  five  com- 
petitive shots  will  be  fired  by  each  man,  and  they  must  be  fired  in 
a  standing  position  from  the  right  shoulder.  No  piece  will  be 
wiped  during  the  competition.  Sights  may  be  blackened  with 
smoke,  but  no  filing  will  be  allowed.  The  minimum  trigger-pull 
allowed  will  be  six  pounds,  and  each  piece  wrill  be  tested  before 
firing.  Any  violation  of  the  last  three  rules  will  cause  the  compet- 
itor to  be  thrown  out.  No  two  competitors  will  be  allowed  to  fire 
with  the  same  rifle  ;  and  officers  of  teams  are  therefore  recom- 
mended to  inspect  the  rifles  carefully,  and  see  that  each  man  has  a 
proper  piece  before  taking  position  to  fire.  Any  team  containing  a 
member  firing  under  another  man's  name,  or  one  who  was  not  a  reg- 
ularly mustered  member  of  its  company,  Sept.  15th,  will  have  its 
score  thrown  out  altogether.  Ammunition  will  be  issued  at  the 
firing-points,  and  any  competitor  using  any  other,  or  in  any  way 
tampering  with  it,  will  be  thrown  out  of  the  match.  Any  compet- 
itor firing  when  the  danger-flag  is  shown,  or  knowingly  dischar- 
ging his  rifle  except  at  a  target,  or  into  the  ground  as  may  be 
directed  by  an  officer,  shall  be  debarred  from  competition. 

VIII.  Any  competitor  firing  at  the  wrong  target  will  be  fined 
$3,  or  be  debarred  from  further  competition.  Any  person  dis- 
charging a  rifle  or  snapping  a  cap  on  the  range,  except  in  accord- 
ance with  the  regulations  for  shooting,  will  be  debarred  from 
competition.  No  team  will  have  its  entrance-money  refunded  for 
any  reason ;  and  those  having  members  thrown  out  for  an3T  cause 
must  finish  the  competition  with  their  reduced  number,  and  stand 
by  their  score  thus  obtained,  or  withdraw  at  once.  The  Executive 
Committee,  in  deciding  any  question,  will  be  governed  by  Win- 
gate's  Manual  as  far  as  possible  ;  and  teams,  it  is  hoped,  will  make 
themselves  familiar  with  the  same. 

IX.  All  members  of  each  team  must  be  uniformly  clothed,  and 
be  in  the  dress  or  undress  uniform  of  their  corps  ;  they  are  also 
recommended  to  have  overcoats.  Commissioned  officers  will  also 
be  in  dress  or  undress  uniform. 

X.  The  prizes  offered  are  as  follows :  For  company  teams : 
First  prize,  a  silver  cup  valued  at  $300,  presented  by  the  Provi- 
dence Tool  Company  in  1875,  to  become  the  property  of  the  com- 
pany whose  team  shall  make  the  highest  score  each  }-ear  in  three 

18 
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successive  annual  competitions.  This  prize  in  1875  was  taken  by 
Company  "  C,"  First  Regiment  (now  First  Battalion)  Infantry, 
of  Newton;  in  1876  it  was  won  by  Company  "  A,"  First  Corps 
of  Cadets,  Boston.  Second,  a  State  prize, — solid  silver  cup  with 
base  surrounded  by  target  and  five  rifles,  — to  be  shot  for  annually. 
Won  last  year  b}T  Company  "  E,"  Sixth  Regiment,  Marlborough. 
Third  a  State  prize  for  officers, — gold  Maltese  cross  with  target 
in  centre,  suspended  from  a  rifle-clasp,  —  to  be  shot  for  annually. 
Won  in  1876  by  Captain  Edward  Hobbs,  Compan}'  "A,"  Second 
Corps  of  Cadets,  Salem. 

XI.  The  only  arms  permitted  to  be  used  are  the  breech-loading 
rifles  issued  by  the  State. 

XII.  Dinner  will  be  furnished  on  the  grounds,  for  which  eight 
tickets  will  be  issued  to  each  team.  Visitors  to  the  match  can 
procure  dinner  tickets  of  the  caterer  at  fifty  cents  each. 

XIII.  Transportation  via  the  Boston  and  Albai^  Railroad  will 
be  at  the  usual  militia  rate,  and  tickets  will  be  obtained  by  officers 
and  teams  from  the  Executive  Officer.  Officers  and  men  of  the 
Militia  other  than  those  engaged  in  the  Match  can  obtain  tickets 
from  the  same  source  at  the  reduced  rate.  As  the  legal  rate  for 
transportation  of  troops  will  be  allowed  by  the  State  for  this  rifle- 
practice,  returns  should  be  promptly  rendered  to  the  Adjutant- 
General  upon  forms  issued  from  his  office. 

XIV.  Any  surplus  of  the  funds  received  from  officers  and  teams 
remaining  after  payment  of  all  expenses  of  the  targets,  dinner, 
and  incidentals,  will  be  held  by  the  financial  officer,  subject  to  the 
vote  of  the  Association.

General  Orders,  No.  4. 

I.     For  the  information  of  all  concerned,  and  further  to  regulate 

and  systemize  the  discharge  of  enlisted  men,  the  attention  of  com- 
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manding  officers  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Sects.  16  and  147, 
c.  320,  Acts  of  1874,  under  which  the  following  reasons  are  made 
good  and  sufficient  for  the  discharge  of  enlisted  men :  — 

(a)     Expiration  of  term  of  enlistment. 
Discharges  for  this  cause  do  not  require  special  applications,  but 
will  be  made  and  reported  by  commanders  in  accordance  with 
General  Orders,  No.  15,  series  of  1876. 

(b)     Removal  from  the  State. 

Applications  for  this  cause  must  state  explicitly  that  the  soldier 
has  removed  from  the  State  permanently ;  and  the  place  to  which 
he  has  removed  must,  if  possible,  be  given,  or,  if  not  known,  it  must 
be  so  stated.  Discharge  papers  will  read,  "  Discharged  for  remov- 
al from  the  State.'' 

(c)  At  the  request  of  two-thirds  of  the   members   of  the    Com- 
pany, because  of  being  habitually  troublesome,  or  of  bad  character. 

In  applications  under  this  head,  the  officer  making  the  applica- 
tion must  certify  that  the  wish  of  two-thirds  of  the  company  has 
been  clearly  shown  by  a  vote  of  the  company  in  each  case ;  and 
such  vote  must  be  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  company.  Dis- 
charge papers  granted  for  this  reason  will  be  filled  up  to  read, 
"  Discharged  by  reason  of  the  request  of  two-thirds  of  company  ; " 
and  the  re-enlistment  clause  will  be  stricken  out. 

(d)  Disability  established   by  certificate  of  Regimental   or  Bat- 

talion Surgeon. 

In  these  cases  the  re-enlistment  clause  will  be  stricken  out. 

(e)  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  it  will 

conduce  to  the  good  of  the  service. 

Applications  under  this  head  must  set  forth  fully  the  reasons  for 
which  the  discharge  is  requested,  in  order  that  intelligent  action 
maybe  taken.  "Permanent  removal  bej-ond  limits  of  the  com- 
mand," if  clearly  established;  "  unsoldierly  conduct,"  or  "non- 
attendance  at  drills  and  meetings,"  if  not  of  such-  an  aggravated 
nature  as  to  merit  trial  by  court-martial,  will  be  considered  good 
and  sufficient  reasons.  Discharge  papers  under  this  clause  will 
give  briefly  the  reasons  for  such  discharge,  and  the  re-enlistment 
clause  will  be  striken  out  or  not  at  the  discretion  of  the  Comman- 
der-in-Chief. 

II.  The  re-enlistment  clause  in  discharge  papers  will  in  no  case 
be  stricken  out  without  authority  from  these  Headquarters. 
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III.  Monthly  lists  of  men  in  whose  discharge  papers  the  re-en- 
listment clause  has  been  stricken  out  will  be  issued;  recruiting 
and  mustering  officers  will  be  held  responsible  that  such  men  are 
not  re-enlisted  or  mustered  in  without  special  authority  from  this 
office,

I.     For  the  information  and  guidance  of  officers  and  soldiers  of 

the  Volunteer  Militia  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  following  Acts 

and  Resolves  of  the  Legislature  are  hereby  published  :  — 

[Chapter  107.    Taking  effect  7th  day  of  May  next.] 

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  reduce  the  expenses  and 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Militia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows:  — 

Section  1.  The  title  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  "  increase  the  efficiency  of,"  and  inserting  instead  thereof 
the  word  "  re-organize." 

Sect.  2.  Immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  the  adjutant- 
general  shall  issue  and  forward  to  every  officer  of  the  militia  who  has 
been  discharged  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  four 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  new  certifi- 
cates of  discharge  expressed  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
[Approved  April  6,  1877. 

[Chapter  117.    Taking  effect  1st  day  of  May  next.] 

An  Act  to  amend  certain  Acts  concerning  the  Militia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows:  — 

Section  1.  The  maximum  number  of  commissioned  officers  and 
enlisted  men  in  companies  of  artillery  or  cavalry  when  not  attached  to  a 
battalion  shall  be  eighty-four,  and  the  minimum,  sixty-four.  The  mini- 
mum number  of  commissioned  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  companies  of 
infantry  shall  be  thirty-nine,  and  in  companies  of  a  rtillery  and  cavalry 
when  attached  sixty. 

Sect.  2.  No  election  of  officers  shall  be  ordered  in  any  company 
hereafter  organized  unless  there  shall  have  been  enlisted  therein,  if  for  a 
company  of  infantry  at  least  thirty-six  men,  and  if  for  a  company  of 
cavalry  or  artillery  at  least  sixty  men. 
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Sect.  3.  "No  uniforms,  arms,  equipments,  or  military  supplies  shall 
be  issued  to  or  for  the  use  of  any  company  unless  the  said  company  shall 
have  at  least  the  minimum  number  of  commissioned  officers  and  enlisted 
men  prescribed  by  law. 

Sect.  4.  Instead  of  the  pay  and  allowances  provided  by  section  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty,  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  for  the  special  duties 
performed  by  mustering-officers  and  paymasters,  there  shall  hereafter  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  such  officers  the  sum  of  twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  annum  for  each  company  in  the  command  to  which  they  are  attached, 
such  allowance  to  be  paid  quarterly. 

Sect.  5.  The  commander-in-chief  may  authorize  brigade  command- 
ers to  call  meetings  of  their  staff-officers,  the  field-officers,  adjutants, 
and  captains  of  unattached  companies  of  their  commands,  at  some  con- 
venient place  within  the  limits  of  their  brigades,  six  times  in  each  year, 
for  instruction  in  tactics  and  the  customs  of  the  service  ;  but  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  as  allowing  any  compensation  for  attendance 
at  such  meetings.  When  such  meetings  are  authorized,  the  quarter- 
master-general shall  provide  the  necessary  transportation  for  all  officers 
attending  such  meetings  at  rates  already  established  by  law,  whenever 
the  distance  travelled  shall  exceed  five  miles. 

Sect.  6.  Any  man  who  may  have  received  an  honorable  discharge 
from  the  volunteer  militia  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
service  may  re-enlist,  and  be  mustered  in  for  a  term  of  one,  two,  or  three 
years  as  he  may  elect. 

Sect.  7.  The  commander-in-chief  may  authorize  the  use  of  mounted 
bands  upon  occasions  of  escort  duty. 

Sect.  8.  To  each  separate  cadet  corps  and  battalion  of  infantry  and 
cavalry  there  shall  be  allowed  one  assistant-surgeon,  with  the  rank  of 
first  lieutenant. 

Sect.  9.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  each  brigade,  to  be  recruited 
by  the  brigadier-general  commanding,  the  following  non-commissioned 
officers,  who  shall  be  mustered  in,  and  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances 
as  non-commissioned  staff-officers  of  infantry,  except  that  the  bugler  and 
color-bearer  shall  be  mounted,  and  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of 
non-commissioned  staff-officers  of  mounted  commands;  viz.,  one  brigade 
sergeant-major,  one  brigade  quartermaster-sergeant,  one  brigade  hospital 
steward,  as  assistants  respectively  in  the  departments  of  the  assistant 
adjutant-general,  assistant  quartermaster,  and  medical  director.  One 
brigade  bugler,  one  brigade  color-bearer,  and  two  brigade  sergeants  as 
clerks. 

Sect.  10.  Instead  of  the  drum-major  authorized  to  battalions,  there 
may  be  enlisted  in  battalions  of  artillery  or  cavalry  one  chief  bugler; 
and  there  may  be  enlisted  in  such  battalions  of  artillery  or  cavalry  two 
guidons,  all  of  whom  shall  be  mustered  in,  and  receive  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  non-commissioned  staff-officers  of  mounted  commands. 

Sect.  11.  Transportation  for  the  volunteer  militia  may  be  furnished 
in  kind  by  the  quartermaster-general;  and,  when  so  furnished,  the  allow- 
ance for  transportation  otherwise  provided  for  in  chapter  three  hundred 
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and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundered  and  seventy-four 
shall  not  be  paid  ;  and  no  allowance  shall  at  any  time  be  paid  for  trans- 
portation not  actually  employed,  nor  to  mounted  officers  and  enlisted 
men  when  transported  by  means  of  horses  provided  by  the  state. 

Sect.  12.  The  commander-in-chief  may  confer  the  powers  of  judge- 
advocate -general  or  of  judge-advocate  upon  any  officer  serving  with 
troops,  or  may  order  military  offences  to  be  tried  as  provided  in  the 
United  States  service. 

Sect.  13.  All  acts,  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.     . 

Sect:  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  the  calendar 
month  next  succeeding  its  passage.     [Approved  April  10,  1877. 

[Chapter  118.    Taking  effect  10th  day  of  May  next.] 

An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  two  hundred  and  four  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  concerning  the  Militia,  by  tempo- 
rarily adding  one  Company  of  Infantry. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows:  — 

The  commander-in-chief  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  authority,  under 
the  petition  of  Charles  F.  A.  Francis  and  others,  to  recruit  one  company 
of  infantry;  and  the  same  shall  be  mustered  into  the  active  militia  when- 
ever they  shall  have  been  approved  for  efficiency  and  character  by  the 
commander-in-chief.  The  number  of  infantry  companies  heretofore 
established  may  be  increased  to  sixty-one  whenever  the  commander-in- 
chief  shall  accept  the  said  company;  but  the  number  of  companies  of 
infantry  shall  again  be  reduced  to  sixty  whenever  any  company  of 
infantry  shall  be  disbanded  under  section  six,  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
four,  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six.  [Approved 
April  10,  1877. 

II.  Mustering-officers  will,  immediately  after  the  first  da}'  of 
Ma}r,  forward  their  accounts  made  up  to  that  date,  at  rates  estab- 
lished by  Sect.  125,  Chap.  320,  of  1874.  After  that  date  muster- 
ing-officers' accounts  will  be  forwarded  on  the  first  days  of  July, 
October,  Januarj7,  and  April  of  each  year,  at  the  rates  established 
by  Sect.  4,  Chap.  117,  of  1877,  published  herewith. 

III.  Brigade  Commanders  are  authorized  to  call  meetings  of 
officers  as  provided  in  Sect.  5,  Chap.  117,  of  1877.  Blanks  will 
be  furnished  from  this  office  for  returns  of  officers  attending  such 
meetings.  The  allowance  for  travel  will  be  at  the  rate  of  four 
cents  per  mile  each  wa}r,  distance  to  be  reckoned  from  the  resi- 
dence of  each  officer. 

IV.  Muster-in  rolls  of  re-enlisted  men  will  state,  under  the 
head  of  remarks,  the  previous  service  of  the  soldier,  and  whether, 
the  re-enlistment  is  for  a  second  or  third  term.  Recruiting  and 
mustering  officers  will  exercise  special  care  that  no  person  takes 
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advantage  of  the  short-term  enlistments,  unless  qualified  so  to  do 
by  previous  service  of  one  full  term  of  three  }Tears.  So  much  of 
Par.  2,  General  Orders  No.  15,  of  June  13,  1876,  as  allows  thirty 
daj's  in  which  to  re-enlist,  and  so  much  as  provides  for  the  ante- 
dating of  re-musters,  is  hereby  rescinded. 

V.  The  non-commissioned  officers  allowed  for  general  service 
at  Brigade  Headquarters  (sect.  9,  chap.  117),  and  the  Guidons 
allowed  at  Headquarters  of  Artillery  and  Cavalry  Battalions 
(sect.  10,  chap.  117),  will  be  enlisted  and  mustered  in  as  pre- 
scribed for  other  enlisted  men,  and  will  be  mustered  for  pay  on 
the  roll  with  non-commissioned  staff  officers. 

VI.  The  maximum  and  minimum  of  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  batteries  of  Light  Artilleiy  and  companies  of  Cavalry  and  Infan- 
try, and  the  organization  of  such  companies,  will  hereafter  be  as 
follows  :  — 

For  a  battery  of  Light  Artillery,  when  attached  to  a  battalion, 
there  shall  be  one  Captain,  two  First  Lieutenants,  one  Second 
Lieutenant,  one  First  Sergeant,  one  Company  Quartermaster-Ser- 
geant four  Sergeants,  eight  Corporals,  one  Bugler,  one  Guidon, 
sixty  Privates  :  maximum,  eight}' ;  minimum,  sixty. 

For  a  company  of  Cavaliy,  when  attached  to  a  battalion,  there 
shall  be  one  Captain,  one  First  Lieutenant,  one  Second  Lieu- 
tenant, one  First  Sergeant,  one  Company  Quartermaster-Sergeant, 
four  Sergeants,  eight  Corporals,  one  Bugler,  one  Guidon,  sixty- 
one  Privates  :  maximum,  eight}' ;  minimum,  sixt}\ 

For  batteries  of  Light  Artillery  and  companies  of  Cavalry, 
when  not  attached  to  battalions,  there  shall  be  a  commissioned  and 
non-commissioned  staff  as  follows  :  one  Adjutant,  with  the  rank 
of  First  Lieutenant ;  one  Assistant-Surgeon,  with  the  rank  of 
First  Lieutenant ;  one  Quartermaster-Sergeant,  one  Commissary- 
Sergeant. 

No  Company  Quartermaster-Sergeant  will  be  allowed  ;  and  the 
number  of  privates  will  be  sixt}'-one  in  the  Artillery,  and  sixty-two 
in  the  Cavalry:  maximum,  eight}'-four ;  minimum,  sixty-four. 

For  a  company  of  Infantry  there  shall  be  one  Captain,  one 
First  Lieutenant,  one  Second  Lieutenant,  one  First  Sergeant, 
four  Corporals,  two  Musicians,  thirty-seven  Privates :  maximum, 
fifty-one ;  minimum,  thirty-nine. 

VII.  One  Second  Lieutenant  in  each  battery  of  Artillery,  com- 
pany Quartermaster-Sergeants  in  unattached  companies  of  Cavalry 
and  Artillery  and  in  all  companies  of  Infantry,  artificers,  wagoners, 
farriers,  saddlers,  and  blacksmiths,  are  by  this  order  rendered 
supernumerary  ;  and  vacancies  in  those  positions  which  now  exist, 
or   which    may  hereafter  occur,  will  not  be  filled.     Officers   and 
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soldiers  thus  rendered  supernumerary  will  be  honorably  discharged 
upon  their  application,  or  they  may  continue  in  service  until  the 
expiration  of  their  terms.

The  following  Act  of  the  Legislature  is  hereby  published  for 
the  information  of  all  concerned  :  — 

[Chapter  171.] 

An  Act  to  amend  section  eighty- five  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
twenty  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four, 
concerning  rent  of  armories. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assem- 
bled, and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  :  — 

Section  eighty-five  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four  is  hereby  so  far  amended  as  to 
provide,  that  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  next  the  amount  which 
may  be  allowed  for  the  rent  of  an  armory  occupied  by  a  company  of  infan- 
try shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  the 
amount  for  the  rent  of  an  armory  for  brigade  headquarters  shall  not 
exceed  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  and  the  amount 
allowed  for  rent  of  regimental  and  battalion  headquarters  shall  not 
exceed  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  [Approved  April 
28,  1877.

The  Annual  Encampments  of  the  First  and  Second  Brigades, 
Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  will,  for  the  year  1877,  be  held 
as  follows  ;  and  the  troops  composing  the  several  organizations  of 
same  will  go  into  camp  for  five  days  at  the  State  Camp-Ground, 
as  herein  directed  :  — 
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I.  Second  Brigade,  Brigadier-General  Eben  Sutton,  command- 
ing, Aug.  21. 

II.  First  Brigade,  Brigadier-General  Hobart  Moore,  command- 
ing, Sept.  11. 

III.  Brigade  Commanders  are  hereby  ordered  to  assume  con- 
trol of  the  State  Camp-Grounds  (excepting  the  Arsenal  and  build- 
ings immediately  adjoining)  on  the  day  prior  to  the  encampment 
of  their  respective  commands ;  and  all  officers  and  soldiers  are 
directed  to  conform  to  the  regulations  which  shall  be  made  by 
Brigade  Commanders,  in  pursuance  of  this  order. 

IV.  Muster  paj- -rolls,  with  other  returns  required  by  law,  must 
be  promptly  rendered,  to  facilitate  the  payment  of  troops. 

V.  The  detail  of  Judge-Advocate  of  each  Brigade  is  hereby 
ordered,  under  sect.  165,  chap.  320,  Acts  of  1874,  during  the 
approaching  encampments. 

VI.  Brigade  Commanders,  after  the  tour  of  encampment,  will 
make  a  written  report  to  this  office  of  the  duty  performed  by  their 
commands,  with  such  observations  and  suggestions  as  they  may 
deem  for  the  good  of  the  service. 

Commanding  officers  of  Brigades  are  charged  with  the  promul- 
gation of  this  order.

Charges  and  specifications  having  been  preferred  by  First  Lieu- 
tenant Ferdinand  M.  Trifet  against  Captain  Henry  A.  Snow,  both 
of  Company  G,  First  Battalion  Infantiy,  M.V.M.,  and  said 
charges  not  alleging  personal  grievance  sustained  b}T  Lieutenant 
Trifet  from  his  superior  officer,  but  being  of  a  character  to  demand 
investigation,  a  Board  of  Examiners,  to  inquire  into  the  capacity, 
qualifications,  propriety  of  conduct,  and  efficiency  of  these  two 
officers,  was,  upon  recommendation  of  Brigadier-General  Eben 
Sutton,  commanding  Second  Brigade,  constituted  by  Special 
Orders  Nos.  50  and  53,  current  series,  Adjutant-General's  Office. 

It  is  made  to  appear  by  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners 
that  Captain  Ileniy  A.  Snow  was  negligent  of  his  duties  at  the 
encampment  of  his  company  at  South  Fraraingham,  in  187;")  ;  it 
being  shown  that  substitutes  performed  military  duty,  answered  at 
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roll-calls,  and  at  musters  for  pay,  for  members  of  the  company  who 
were  not  present ;  and  that  pay,  and  allowance  for  transportation, 
were  drawn  for  these  substitutes  in  the  names  of  said  members 
not  present.  It  appears  that  the  amount  received  for  service  and 
transportation  of  said  substitutes  did  not  inure  to  the  personal 
benefit  of  Captain  Snow,  but  was  paid  into  the  company  treasury. 
The  testimony  further  shows  that  Captain  Snow  has  managed  the 
affairs  of  his  company  efliciently,  and  has  faithfully  performed  all 
other  duties  required  of  him,  and  that  nothing  in  the  evidence 
proves  him  to  be  wanting  in  efficiencj',  propriety  of  conduct,  qual- 
ifications, or  capacit}^,  except  in  the  matter  of  substitutes  at  the 
encampment  in  1875.. 

The  Board  recommends  that  he  be  severely  reprimanded  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief  for  negligence  in  superintending  the  com- 
pany roll-calls  at  camp,  and  for  signing  and  making  oath  to  said 
rolls  without  careful  investigation  ;  but,  in  consideration  of  his 
many  years'  service,  it  further  recommends  that  he  be  allowed  to 
retain  his  present  commission. 

The  Board  finds  that  Lieutenant  Trifet  was  First  Sergeant  of  the 
company  at  the  encampment  of  1875  ;  that  he  called  the  rolls,  and 
reported  them  to  the  Captain  as  correct,  while  knowing  that  sub- 
stitutes wrere  in  the  compan}' ;  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  using 
language  unbecoming  an  officer  and  gentleman  ;  that  he  has  not 
worked  for  the  general  interests  of  the  company ;  and  that  the 
charges  and  specification  above  referred  to  resulted  from  matters 
personal  between  the  officers.  The  Board  recommends  that  he  be 
discharged  the  service. 

In  reviewing  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  the  findings 
are  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief.  The  punishments  rec- 
ommended will  be  carried  into  effect,  but  cannot  be  considered  as 
a  precedent  to  influence  future  action,  with  reference  to  similar 
grave  offences. 

Captain  Henry  A.  Snow,  Company  G,  First  Battalion  Infantiy, 
M.V.M.,  is  hereb}T  severely  reprimanded;  and  First  Lieutenant 
Ferdinand  M.  Trifet,  Compan}T  G,  First  Battalion  Infantry, 
M.V.M.,  is  discharged  the  service.

Herewith  are  forwarded  blanks  for  the  return  of  property  re- 
quired by  law  July  1.  In  making  these  returns,  officers  must  use 
the  greatest  care  to  have  them  correct  in  every  particular,  complete 
with  vouchers,  and  forwarded  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law. 
The  following  instructions  will  be  carefully  observed  :  — 
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Oflicers  now  accounting,  who  made  returns  in  December,  1876, 
will  fill  up  the  line,  "  On  hand  per  last  Return,"  to  agree  with  the 
line,  '•'-Remaining  on  hand  to  be  accounted  for,"  &c,  on  that 
return  :  those  who  have  made  no  previous  return,  having  come 
into  possession  of  propert}-  since  that  date,  will  leave  the  line, 
"  On  hand  per  last  Return"  blank. 

Each  invoice  of  propert}',  from  whomsoever  received,  will  then 
be  entered  separate^,  as  (date)  "  Received  from"  (name  of  officer 
&c.)  ;  the  articles  being  extended  under  the  proper  heads.  Should 
any  property  have  come  into  possession  of  the  accounting  officer 
without  invoices,  —  as  in  the  case  of  articles  found  or  recovered 
after  having  been  reported  as  lost,  and  dropped  from  returns,  — 
an  '•'•Inventory"  of  the  same  will  be  made,  and  the}''  will  be 
entered  on  the  return  as  (date)  "  Taken  up  per  Inventor}"." 

Having  filled  up  the  lines,  "  On  hand  per  last  Return,"  "  Re- 
ceived from,"  &c,  and  "  Taken  up  per  Inventory,"  the  columns 
will  be  added  up,  and  the  totals  entered  as,  "  Total  to  be  accounted 
/or." 

Each  receipt  for  property  transferred  to  another  officer  will  then 
be  entered  in  the  same  manner  as  the  invoices.  Any  articles  lost, 
destro}~ed,  or  expended  will  be  accounted  for  on  a  "  Certificate  of 
Loss,"  and  entered  on  the  return  as  "  Expended,"  or  as  "  Lost  or 
Destroyed,"  as  the  case  may  be.  Ammunition,  drum-heads,  drum- 
cords,  and  spare  parts  for  repairs,  can  alone  be  expended. 

Having  entered  all  transfers,  &c,  the  columns  will  be  added  up, 
and  the  totals  entered  as  "  Total  Transferred  or  Expended :  "  this 
line  will  then  be  deducted  from  the  "  Total  to  be  accounted  for ," 
and  the  balance  (being  the  articles  on  hand)  entered  as,  '•'•Re- 
maining on  hand  to  be  accounted  for  on  next  Return." 

Every  transaction  —  receipt,  transfer,  recovery,  loss,  or  expen- 
diture—  must  be  certified  by  a  voucher  ;  and  all  vouchers  should  be 
in  duplicate,  one  set  being  retained  with  the  property-book,  and 
one  set  sent  with  the  proper-return. 

All  changes  in  the  property  should  be  entered  in  the  property 
book  in  a  similar  manner  as  on  the  return,  at  the  time  it  occurs, 
and  the  vouchers  numbered  in  a  regular  series.  A  footing  is  made 
after  each  change,  and  the  net  balance  brought  down  ;  so  that  the 
last  line  shows  at  all  times  the  exact  amount  of  property  for  which 
the  officer  is  responsible. 

Officers  are  particularly  cautioned  against  bearing  articles  on 
their  returns  which  are  not  actually  in  the  possession  of  their 
commands. 

Articles  for  which  there  is  no  printed  heading  on  the  books  and 
blanks  will  be  entered  under  the   proper  general   titles  :    ammu- 
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nition-boxes  under  "Ammunition;"  web  cross-belts,  &c.,  under 
44  Equipments ;  "  legging  under  "  Clothing ,"  &c.  Blank-books  in 
which  to  keep  records  will  be  entered  under  ' '  Books  of  Record ;  ' ' 
books  of  instr action  for  the  Cal.  45"  rifle,  in  column  next  after 
Militia  Laws. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  notes  printed  on  the  return  and 
blanks,  together  with  these  instructions,  should  enable  eveiy  offi- 
cer to  keep  his  property-accounts  correctly.

The  following  details  are  published  for  information  of  the  staff 
of  the  Governor,  and  for  the  commanding  officers  of  the  Militia,  on 
the  26th  inst.  :  — 

His  Excellency  the  Governor,  under  escort  of  1st  Battalion 
of  Cavalry,  will  proceed  from  Hotel  Brunswick  at  8.30,  a.m.,  to 
Stoughton-street  Station,  on  the  New  York  and  New  England  R.R., 
where  the  President  and  party  are  expected  to  arrive  at  fifteen 
minutes  past  ten.  Upon  arrival  of  the  President,  a  salute  of  twenty- 
one  guns  will  be  fired  near  the  station  by  Battery  C,  1st  Battalion 
Light  Artillery. 

The  following  route  will  then  be  taken  to  the  old  limits  of  the 
city :  Stoughton  and  West  Cottage  Streets,  Blue-hill  Avenue, 
Moreland,  Warren  and  Washington  Streets,  to  Arnold  Street. 
The  Militia,  right  resting  on  Arnold  Street,  will  extend  north  on 
Washington  Street,  in  the  following  order,  the  positions  of  the 
Brigades  having  been  decided  by  lot :  — 

2d  Brigade,  Brigadier-General  Eben  Sutton,  commanding. 

1st  Brigade,  Brigadier-General  Hobart  Moore,  commanding. 

1st  Corps  of  Cadets,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Thomas  F.  Edmands, 
commanding. 

2d  Corps  of  Cadets,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Samuel  Dalton,  com- 
manding. 

The  President  and  Governor,  accompanied  by  the  guests,  will 
pass  down  the  line  of  troops,  being  received  with  proper  honors 
by  each  Battalion  successively,  and  will  then  be  taken  to  a  posi- 
tion between  the  First  and  Second  Corps  of  Cadets.  These  com- 
mands will  then  proceed  to  the  left  of  the  Second  Brigade.     Bri- 
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gadier-General  Sutton  will  put  his  Brigade  in  motion  as  soon  as 
the  leading  Battalion  has  been  passed  03'  the  reviewing  party. 

The  column,  in  order  as  follows,  —  Second  Brigade,  First  Corps 
of  Cadets,  carriage  of  the  President  with  the  Governor,  other 
carriages  with  guests,  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  and  First  Brigade, — 
will  move  over  the  following  route  :  Washington  Street,  south  side 
of  Chester  Square  and  West  Chester  Park,  Columbus  Avenue, 
Dartmouth,  Tremont,  Boylston,  Washington,  Summer,  High,  Fed- 
eral, Franklin,  Broad,  Milk,  India,  State,  Washington,  School, 
Beacon,  and  Arlington  Streets,  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Dartmouth 
and  Boylston  Streets,  to  Hotel  Brunswick. 

When  the  right  of  the  line,  nearing  the  end  of  the  route,  reaches 
Boylston  Street,  the  column  will  halt ;  the  First  and  Second  Corps 
of  Cadets,  with  the  President,  Governor,  and  guests,  proceeding  at 
once  to  the  hotel.  The  First  and  Second  Corps  of  Cadets  will 
then  take  position  in  line,  facing  the  stand  from  which  the  Presi- 
dent will  review  the  escort.  After  passing  in  review,  the  troops 
will  be  dismissed.

Special  Instructions  for  the  Staff  of  the  Governor  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  visit  of  the  President :  — 

The  Adjutant-General,  Colonels  HutChings  and  Tower,  will  leave 
Boston  via  the  N.  Y.  &  N.  E.  R.  R.,  and  proceed  to  Campbell's 
Station,  to  meet  the  President,  and  extend  to  him  such  courtesies 
as  the  occasion  may  require. 

Colonels  Kingsbur}'  and  Stevens  will  report  at  Hotel  Brunswick, 
mounted,  at  the  hour  indicated  in  S.  O.  No.  79,  and  will  respec- 
tively take  charge  of  the  Cavaliy  escort  and  the  Artilleiy  firing  the 
salute. 

When  the  column  of  troops  commences  the  line  of  march  through 
Chester  Square,  these  officers  will  take  post  near  the  President's 
carriage,  to  the  left  and  rear,  for  such  service  as  may  be  needed  in 
executing  the  wishes  of  the  President,  or  the  Governor  in  moving 
the  troops. 

Lieut. -Colonel  Mason  will  be  at  the  station  of  the  N.  Y.  &  N. 
E.  R.  R.  in  Boston  in  season  to  receive  the  ladies  of  the  Presiden- 
tial party,  who,  accompanied  by  Colonel  Rice,  will  probably  arrive 
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at  8.40.  A  sufficient  number  of  carriages  to  accommodate  the 
guests  will  report  to  Lieut. -Colonel  Mason  at  the  station.  The 
ladies  will  be  taken  at  once  to  Hotel  Brunswick,  where  the}7  will 
breakfast ;  thence  to  the  State  House  ;  and,  after  the  column  has 
passed,  be  returned  to  the  hotel,  via  Beacon,  Charles,  and  Boylston 
Streets,  in  season  to  witness  the  march  in  review. 

A  reception  for  civic  officers  of  the  United  States,  and  officers  of 
the  Army  and  Navy,  will  be  held  at  the  hotel  immediately  after  the 
review.  At  4  o'clock,  p.m.,  the  President  holds  a  reception  at 
Faneuil  Hall,  to  meet  the  public.  In  the  evening,  the  concert  b}* 
the  Apollo  Club  at  Music  Hall,  and  the  reception  given  by  the 
Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  at  Young's  Hotel,  will  be 
attended  hy  the  President,  accompanied  b}-  the  Governor  and  Staff. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  27th  instant,  the  Staff  report  at  7.45 
o'clock,  at  Hotel  Brunswick,  proceed  to  the  State  House,  and 
thence  to  Cambridge.

2,  General  Order  No.  G,  current  series,  is  here!)}' coun- 
termanded.    The  several  organizations  composing  the  First  Bri- 
gade, Brig. -General  Moore,  commanding,  will  go  into  camp  for  five 
22 
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days  at  the  State  Camp-Ground,  on  Wednesda}',  the  12th  day  of 
September,  1877. 

II.  Brigade  commanders  will  make  the  following  details  from 
their  commands,  to  report  at  such  hour  as  the}'  may  designate,  at 
the  State  Camp-Ground,  on  the  day  prior  to  their  respective 
encampments.  (No  camping-parties  will  be  allowed  on  the  ground 
on  Sunday) : — 

1.  One  Brigade  Staff  Officer,  to  whom  will  be  ordered  to  report, 
one  Sergeant,  three  Corporals,  and  nine  privates  of  cavalry. 
This  officer  will  be  instructed  to  use  the  force  at  his  disposal  to 
preserve  order  on  the  grounds,  and  to  protect  the  public  build- 
ings and  other  State  property  during  the  clay  and  night. 

2.  One  Brigade  Staff  Officer,  to  whom  will  be  ordered  to  report 
one  Sergeant,  three  Corporals,  and  twelve  men  for  fatigue  duty.

3.  From  each  company  a  detail  for  the  purpose  of  pitching 
tents  and  preparing  the  camp  will  be  made  as  follows :  company 
of  infantry,  one  Corporal  and  four  privates ;  company  of  cavalry 
or  artillery,  two  Corporals  and  eight  privates.  The  Regimental 
or  Battalion  Quartermaster  and  Quartermaster-Sergeant  will  also  be 
detailed  to  take  immediate  charge  of  the  camping-parties  of  their 
several  commands,  and  report  their  arrival  to  the  officer  designated 
in  paragraph  2. 

4.  One  Brigade  Sergeant  and  clerk  will  be  detailed  for  such 
service  at  Brigade  Headquarters  as  his  peculiar  duties  ma}T  require.

Upon   request   of   Lieut. -Col.    Nathaniel   Wales,    commanding 

First  Battalion  Infantry,  a  Board  of  Officers  was  constituted  by 
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Special  Orders  No.  95,  current  series,  from  this  office,  to  examine 
and  report  upon  the  capacity,  qualifications,  propriety  of  conduct, 
and  efficiency  of  Captain  Henry  Wilson,  jun.,  Co.  H,  First  Bat- 
talion Infantrj*.  The  Board  having  made  the  examination  required, 
taking  the  evidence  submitted  by  Lieut. -Colonel  Wales  and  Captain 
Wilson,  find  that  the  capacity  of  Captain  Wilson  as  a  company 
commander  is  good,  that  his  qualifications  are  fair,  that  his  conduct 
towards  his  superiors  has  been  highly  improper,  so  much  so  as 
rightly  to  subject  him  to  the  charge  of  conduct  prejudicial  to  good 
order  and  military  discipline,  and  unbecoming  an  officer  and  gentle- 
man. It  is  further  made  to  appear,  that  Captain  Wilson,  claiming 
a  provocation  to  exist,  was  at  various  times  guilt}"  of  using  language 
and  addressing  communications  to  his  battalion  commander  of  a 
character  exceedingly  disrespectful  and  insubordinate.  The  Board 
also  finds  that  no  provocation  existed  which  could  warrant  conduct 
and  speech  so  entirely  unworthy  an  officer  and  soldier,  and  so  sub- 
versive of  proper  discipline,  and  recommends  that  Captain  Wilson 
be  reprimanded  in  General  Orders. 

The  proceedings,  findings,  and  recommendation  of  the  Board 
are  approved. 

Respect  for  superior  officers,  and  a  cheerful  and  prompt  obedience 
to  all  orders,  are  essential  to  the  existence  of  eveiy  military 
S3*stem ;  and  no  plea  of  provocation,  even  if  well  founded,  can  be 
permitted  to  justify  insubordination,  or  indulgence  in  abusive  and 
insulting  language.  A  remedy  is  provided  for  all  officers  who 
find  themselves  aggrieved  by  the  acts  of  their  superiors,  but  redress 
must  be  sought  in  a  proper  manner. 

Captain  Wilson's  abilities  and  qualifications  render  an  offence  of 
the  character  of  which  he  is  found  guilty  peculiarly  reprehensible  ; 
and  he  is  hereby  reprimanded  for  his  disrespect  and  insubordina- 
tion.

Herewith  are  forwarded  blanks  for  the  Return  of  Property 
required  Dec.  1.  In  making  these  Returns,  officers  must 
use  the  greatest  care  to  have  them  correct  in  evety  particular, 
complete  with  vouchers,  and  forwarded  within  the  time  prescribed 
b}T  law.     The  following  instructions  will  be  carefully  observed  :  — 

Officers  now  accounting,  who  made  returns  in  June,  will  fill  up 
the  line  "  On  hand  per  last  Return"  to  agree  with  the  line 
"  Remaining  on  hand  to  be  accounted  for"  &c,  on  that  return: 
those  who  have  made  no  previous  return,  having  come  into  pos- 
session of  property  since  that  date,  will  leave  the  line,  M  On  hand 
per  last  Return ,"  blank. 

Each  invoice  of  property,  from  whomsoever  received,  will  then 
be  entered  separatel}*,  as  {date)  "Received  from"  {name  of  officer, 
&c.)  ;  the  articles  being  extended  under  the  proper  heads.  Should 
any  property  have  come  into  possession  of  the  accounting  officer 
without  invoices,  —  as  in  the  case  of  articles  found  or  recovered 
after  having  been  reported  as  lost,  and  dropped  from  returns,  — 
an  "Inventory  "  of  the  same  will  be  made,  and  the}'  will  be 
entered  on  the  return  as  (date)  "Taken  up  per  Inventory." 

Having  filled  up  the  lines,  "  On  hand  per  last  Return,"  "  Re- 
ceived from,"  &c,  and  "  Taken  up  per  Inventory,"  the  columns 
will  be  added  up,  and  the  totals  entered  as,  "  Total  to  be  accounted 
for." 
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Each  receipt  for  property  transferred  to  another  officer  will  then 
be  entered  in  the  same  manner  as  the  invoices.  Any  articles 
lost,  destro3Ted,  or  expended  will  be  accounted  for  on  a  u  Cer- 
tificate of  Loss,"  and  entered  on  the  return  as  "  Expended,"  or 
as  "Lost  or  Destroyed,"  as  the  case  may  be.  Ammunition, 
drum-heads,  drum-cords,  and  spare  parts  for  repairs,  can  alone  be 
expended. 

Having  entered  all  transfers,  &c,  the  columns  will  be  added 
up,  and  the  totals  entered  as  "  Total  Transferred  or  Expended:" 
this  line  will  then  be  deducted  from  the  "  Total  to  be  accounted 
for,"  and  the  balance  (being  the  articles  on  hand)  entered  as 
"  Remaining  on  hand,  to  be  accounted  for  on  next  Return." 

Every  transaction  —  receipt,  transfer,  recovery,  loss,  or  expen- 
diture —  must  be  certified  by  a  voucher ;  and  all  vouchers  should  be 
in  duplicate,  one  set  being  retained  with  the  property-book,  and 
one  set  sent  with  the  property-return. 

All  changes  in  the  property  should  be  entered  in  the  property- 
book  in  a  similar  manner  as  on  the  return,  at  the  time  it  occurs, 
and  the  vouchers  numbered  in  a  regular  series,  continuing  through 
the  officer's  term  of  accountablity.  A  footing  is  made  after  each 
change,  and  the  net  balance  brought  down  ;  so  that  the  last  line 
shows  at  all  times  the  exact  amount  of  property  for  which  the 
officer  is  responsible. 

Officers  are  particularly  cautioned  against  bearing  articles  on 
their  returns  which  are  not  actually  in  the  possession  of  their 
commands. 

Articles  for  which  there  is  no  printed  heading  on  the  books  and 
blanks  will  be  entered  under  the  proper  general  titles :  ammuni- 
tion-boxes under  "Ammunition;"  web  cross-belts,  &c,  under 
"  Equipments ;  "  leggings  under  "  Clothing,"  &c.  Blank-books  in 
which  to  keep  records  will  be  entered  under  "  Books  of  Record;  " 
books  of  instruction  for  the  Cal.  45"  rifle,  and  Wingate's  Man- 
uals for  Rifle  Practice,  in  column  next  after  Militia  Laws. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  notes  printed  on  the  blanks, 
together  with  these  instructions,  will  enable  every  officer  to  keep 
his  property-accounts  correctly.

The  Board  of  Officers  convened  by  Special  Orders  No.  126, 
Adjutant-General's  Office,  dated  Sept.  26,  1877,  to  examine  into 
the  capacit}T,  qualification,  propriet}*  of  conduct,  and  efficiency  of 
Captain  Charles  E.  Lyons,  Co.  H,  9th  Battalion  Infantry,  hav- 
ing heard  the  witnesses  presented  b}-  Lieut. -Colonel  William  M. 
Strachan,  commanding  9th  Battalion  Infantry,  and  the  said  Cap- 
tain L3'ons,  find,  in  regard  to  Captain  Charles  E.  L}'ons,  Co.  H, 
9th  Battalion  Infantry,  --  that  his  capacity  as  a  compan}*  com- 
mander is  of  an  order  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer  Militia ;  his  qualifications  good  so  far  as  per- 
tains to  the  drilling  of  his  command,  but  otherwise  much  lacking 
in  regard  to  the  ideas  of  the  responsibilities  of  a  company  com- 
mander ;  his  propriety  of  conduct  bad,  as  proven  by  the  evidence 
furnished,  and  also  by  conduct  during  the  examination,  he  having 
been  guilty  of  gross  disrespect  to  his  superior  officers  ;  and  his 
efficiency  of  such  a  nature  as  to  render  him  unfit  to  have  in  charge 
the  property  of  this  Commonwealth."  In  view  of  the  testimony 
presented,  the  Board  recommends  that  the  commission  of  the  said 
Captain  L}*ons  be  vacated. 

The  proceedings  and  findings  of  the  Board  having  been  examined 
and  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  commission  of 
Captain  Charles  E.  L}*ons,  Co.  H,  9th  Battalion  Infantry,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  sect.  140,  chap.  320,  Acts  of 
1874,  is  vacated.  Captain  L}*ons  ceases  to  be  an  officer  of  the 
Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  from  the  date  of  this  order.

General,  —  I  desire  to  extend  a  challenge  to  any  company  of  infantry 
in  the  M.V.M.  to  shoot  a  Military  Rifle-Match,  —  distance  two  hundred 
yards,  —  under  Creedmore  Rules  (which  are  the  same  as  we  use  in  this 
State),  the  match  to  be  shot  within  the  next  sixty  days;  each  company 
to  shoot  on  its  own  range,  without  shade  or  shelter,  at  any  hour  on  the 
day  fixed  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  —  each  company  to  be  allowed  to 
use  any  ammunition,  but  the  gun  used  to  be  of  bona-f.de  military  pattern, 
with  not  less  than  six  pounds  pull  of  trigger;  to  be  a  team-match  of  not 
less  than  eight  nor  more  than  twelve  men  from  each  company,  and  the 
competitors  to  shoot  in  pairs;  not  more  than  twenty  nor  less  than  ten 
scoring-shots,  with  not  more  than  two  sighting-shots  for  each  ten  shots 
fired. 

If  any  of  your  companies  will  accept  this  challenge,  I  shall  be  happy 
to  arrange  the  details  of  the  match  with  them,  so  there  could  be  no  com- 
plaint on  either  side  afterwards.  I  should  want  it  agreed  also,  that  the 
men  who  compete  in  each  team  must  have  been  duly  sworn  in  and  active 
members  of  their  respective  companies  on  the  13th  day  of  September, 
1877,  and  to  be  so  certified  by  the  Adjutant- Generals  of  Massachusetts 
and  California. 

Umpires  could  be  appointed  to  serve  for  each  side  ;  and  at  the  end  of 
the  match  the  target  each  side  makes  could  be  given  into  the  hands  of 
the  umpire,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  other  team. 

I  am  myself  a  native  of  Massachusetts  (Charlestown) ,  and  quite  a 
number  of  my  men  are  from  the  same  State.  Our  National  Guard 
(California)  are  taking  a  great  interest  in  rifle-shooting.  My  command 
is  armed  with  Sharp's  50'  cal.  breech-loaders,  and  find  them  very  fine 
arms.
